The Spice Cabinet 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


When the Sultan Shad-Zaman, 
Goes to the city Ispahan, 
Even before he gets so far

Cnn yo cordials, and sugared dates, 
Syrian apples, Othmanee Quinces, 
Limes and citrons and apricots 
And wines that are known to Hastern 
princes.

Samuel Pepys in his diary of Nov- 
ember 16, 1664 tells of precious 
stones taken from about the Dutch 
Vice Admiral’s neck and having been 
carried down into the hold of the 
India ship and pepper scattered 
through every chink, “you trod upon 
it, in cloves and nutmegs I walked 
above the knees; whole rooms full 
of jewels and spices traveled togeth- 
er. 

Pepper vines grew on trees or 
shrubs in Sumatra, Java, and Borneo 
and the vines were allowed to grow 
four years before the crop was gath- 
ered. They resembled red currants 
on long stalks with the fruit taper- 
ing to little ones at the end of the 
cluster. 

Mustard is a very ancient condi- 
ment, and was used for various pur- 
poses by early doctors. In 1720 Mrs. 
Clements, of Durham, England, in- 
vented the present method of pre- 
paring table mustard and it having 
pleased the taste of George I, the 
article attained popularity which has 
never been lost. 

Horse Radish was classified as a 
nasturtium, .and it was thought to be 
good for “grippe” and skin diseases. 

Ginger was called rhizome, because 
the root traveled in the ground form- 
ing nodes or tubers. It has a name 
in Sanscrit Greek and Latin which 
means “horn-shaped.” There is a 
mountain in India called Gingi, and 
this is credited with having produced 
the first ginger roots. 

The Clove or the Nail, from the 
Latin word “clavus”, or “kruidnagel” 
in Danish, meaning herb-nail is the 
unopened bud of a flower which 
grew on a large evergreen tree, which 
Sir Stamford Raffles describes as 
“of noble height, somewhat like the 






bay, composing by the beauty of its 
form, the luxuriousness of its foliage 
and the spicy fragrance with which 
it perfumes the air, one of the most 
delightful objects in the world.” 

The Portuguese discovered it in 
the Molucca Islands in 1511. The 
Dutch tried to curb the trade by 
cutting down the trees, but it be- 
came popular and the Dutch lost 
their monopoly. 

A tree is said to have lived 150 
years and when full grown would 
bear sixty pounds of cloves. 

Nutmeg and Mace. This fruit is 
pear-shaped and about the same size. 
When the fruit dries it splits into 
two parts, exposing the nut. It was 
then dried over a low fire for two 
months, cracked open with a mallet 
and the shell discarded. The sheaf 
exposed is Mace, and the kernel 
Nutmeg, also called Muske-nut. The 
first nutmegs came from the Moluc- 
cas. 

Cinnamon is the Kinnamon of the 
Bible, spice of the Phoenicians and 
Greeks. This spice is the inner bark 
of the tree whose leaves were woven 
into wreaths to bedeck the temples 
of Rome, and the oil extracted from 
the wood was used to annoint the 
sacred vessels and priests in the 
Hebrew tabernacles. In Arabia only 
the priest was allowed to collect it 
and he was required to present the 
first bundle to the Sun God, by plac- 
ing it on his altar. The God was 
expected to light the same with a 
ray of fire. 

It grew in valleys where poison- 
ous snakes abounded and pickers 
were forced to wear bandages on 
their hands and feet to protect them- 
selves. The fact that it was not 
touched with the naked hand prob- 
ably had a part in sustaining its 
aristocratic reputation. 

Mustard, a condiment known for 
centuries is noted in the Bible for the 
smallness of its seed. The story goes 
that a Buddhist mother, having lost 
her child, carried the body from 
house to house imploring people to 
heal it. 

She was told that she would have 
to secure a handful of mustard seed 
from a house where no child, hus- 
band, parent, or servant had died. 
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She hunted for days and then real- 
ized that no home was without death. 

In India mustard symbolizes gen- 
eration, and a farmer plowing over 
a site of a temple in which the 
nymph Bakawali had dwelt for 
twelve years, her body having been 
changed to marble, sowed mustard 
seed over the fresh earth. When it 
grew, it was eaten by the wife and 
they became parents of a child which 
they named Bakawali, and who was 
believed to be the original Bakawali. 

Onions were believed to be endowed 
with magic properties and if hung 
in rooms where people congregated, 
would draw out disease. They were 
sacred to St. Thomas and at Christ- 
= became the rival of the mistle- 
oe. 

Rue was the herb of grace and 
memory and stood for repentance. 

Sage. It is claimed that when the 
Virgin began her flight into Egypt 
she was forced to take refuge from 
the forces of Herod, in a sage. After 
she blessed this plant, the leaves 
put forth fragrance. In the middle 
ages, sage, was thought to prolong 
life, heighten the spirits, ward off 
toads, and enable the girls to see 
their future husbands. It relieved 
sorrow and averted chills. 

Tea and its substitutes, tansy, and 
catnip. In the three volumes of the 
cha-king or holy scripture of Tea, 
the best leaves were to be wrinkled, 
and curled. 

The first cup moistened the throat, 
the second relieved loneliness, the 
third stimulates one to write, the 
fourth caused sweat in which all 
evil passed out the pores, the fifth 
completed the purification, the sixth 
summoned one to the gods, and the 
seventh wafted him into their pre- 
sence. 

Coffee grew in Arabia for ages 
before it was discovered by the der- 
vish Hadji Omar in 1285. He had 
been driven into exile from Mocha

Blanche Marchesi 


Blanche Marchesi, the celebrated 
daughter of an even more celebrated 
mother, was a. cosmopolitan both by 
birth and up bringing. Her mother, 
whose maiden name was Graumann, 
was born in Frankfurt am Main, 
and her father Salvatore de Castrone, 
better known as Signor Marchesi, 
was Italian. Blanche herself was 
born in Paris in February 1863, but 
as both her parents were active sing- 
ers at this time, she naturally travel- 
led a great deal, visiting England 
with them in 1864, and then spend- 
ing a short time in Cologne, and then 
‘much of her ‘youth in Vienna, where 
her mother was a leadirig ‘professor 
at the Conservatoire. Finally: she 
“settled down,” if one can use such 
an expression, in Paris, when her 
mother returned there in 1881. 

As her mother was_ universally 
esteemed as one of the greatest 
singing teachers of her time, and was 
persona grata with all the musical 
celebrities of her day, it is not sur- 
prising that Blanche’s early talent 
for music soon flowered. She met 
Verdi, Brahms, ‘Liszt, Gounod, Rub- 
instein—in fact dil the leading per- 
sonalities of the world of music, and 
her one ambition was to become a 
great singer. She had a fine appear- 
ance, great intelligence and a com- 
manding personality, and if nature 
had added a voice equal to her other 
gifts, she would have been the great- 
est singer of her epoch. Unfortun- 
ately her voice was not an outstand- 
ing one, and although it was used 
with rare perfection, and directed 
by a mind of great sensitivity, she 
was unable to attain the dominant 
position in the world of opera, to 
which her other gifts would have 
fitted her. As Percy Colson wrote 
in his book Melba, “Blanche but 
for one thing, would have been her

mother’s greatest pupil, she has a 
genius for interpretation equal to 
that of Elena Gerhardt, and she is 
more versatile than Gerhardt, for 
she is equally at home in English, 
French, German and Italian, and 
has an extraordinary knowledge of 
the song literature in all those lan- 
guages. ...Not only that, she has 
studied the English Tudor music, 
and made it her own. Her interpre- 
tations of those lovely songs, ‘Have 
you seen but a whyte lily grow?’ 
and Purcell’s ‘When I am laid in 
earth’ are of supreme beauty. But 
alas! Nature did not endow her with 
a voice to match her talents.” ~ 


In spite of this partial handicap, 
Blanche achieved immense _ success 
on the concert platform, and her 
final London appearances were in the

mid nineteen thirties, when she was 
well over seventy years of age. 


_In addition to her career as a 
singer, Blanche soon made use of her 
great knowledge of the technique of 
singing, by taking pupils, and when 
she settled down in London, after 
1900, she became much sought after. 
Previous to this, she assisted her 
mother in Paris, and among their 
joint pupils were Frances Alda, Ada 
Crossley, Ellen Beach Yaw, and El- 
len Gulbranson. In London, she had 
less success, although the noted Brit- 
ish contraltos, Muriel Brunskill and 
Astra Desmond, were taught by her. 


In a letter which I still possess, 
Blanche wrote to me complaining 
rather bitterly of her English pupils 
in general, “God sent me to England 
and I found the worst material in 
the world. Worst for 2 reasons, no 
health—(nearly all ill in some way 
—and I saved many a life) and hay- 
ing no ambition. No love of art— 
they abandoned the most promising 
careers for any little affairs.” 


_ My_ introduction to Blanche was 
in 1938, when I wrote to her, asking 
her to give me an audition, and was 
delighted to receive an almost il- 
legible card in her own hand, stat- 
ing the day and hour when I was to 
visit her. I was naturally in a rather 
nervous state, when the. appointed 
time arrived, and reached her house 
in Lancaster Gate, with mixed feel- 
ings. These were increased when I 
was ushered in to her studio by her 
devoted maid Zenia, only to find that 
a lesson was already in progress. 


Blanche gave me a slight nod of ac- 


knowledgment, and pointed to a chair 
and then gave all her attention ‘to 
the pupil of the moment. I was thus 
able to take note of my surroundings, 
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and also to gain my first impressions 


of Blanche herself. She was then 
seventy-five years of age and al- 
though she had recently been ill, her 
dominating personality and her im- 
mense intellectual strength were at 
once obvious. At the same time she 
was physically frail, there was a 
look of transparency about her, and 
her finely chiseled features showed 
signs of recent suffering. At first I 
found her rather forbidding, a little 
haughty, and decidedly brusque. 

It seemed an age before my own 
turn came to sing, but when Blanche 
spoke to me personally she soon put 
me at my ease, and finding that I 
replied in French, when she used 
that language, she soon became more 
friendly. In subsequent months, I 
came to know her very well, and her 
aristocratic bearing, and at the same 
time outrageous sense of humour soon 
endeared her to me. She was the 
kindest of teachers and the most 
generous of friends. I studied with 
her until 1940, when I was called up 
for military service, and after Aug- 
ust of that year I only met her once. 
In September I had a last card from 
her, “Come and see me soon, the big 
cannon (sic.) are outside my window, 
and all beg me to leave, but God’s 
will be done. I miss your voice. Yours 
affectionately, B. M.” She wrote no 
more, and died shortly after. Natur- 
ally that card is among my most 
treasured possessions. 

As a teacher, Blanche was method- 
ical, and very sure of herself. She 
had not patience with laziness, and 
was scathing if the interpretation of 
a song or aria did not please her. 
Her voice had gone, following a par- 
tial stroke, but she still sang in a 
half whisper, and her ability to 
create atmosphere was undimmed. I 
remember once, when I was studying 
the Erlking, that she sang it right 
through for me, with no voice to 
speak of, but with such consummate 
artistry that I have never forgotten 
the experience. 

Blanche made her first records in 
Berlin in 1906, under the most try- 
ing of conditions. She was boxed up 
in a small studio, with an “orchestra” 
of sorts and the atmosphere, she 
assured me, was absolutely stifling. 
The musicians who accompanied her, 
had glasses of beer under their 
chairs, and took every available op- 
portunity to “wet their whistles”! 
Blanche had to sing all her songs 
at this one session, and there were 
no retakes, and no tests. When she 
approached her high notes she was 
dragged back from the recording 
horn, to avoid blasting. The follow- 
ing titles were recorded, and on sale 
for a short while, but they are 
among the great rarities. 

Black G&T 1906: 33593 L’Ete, 
Chaminade; 438754 Im Mai, Gold- 
schmidt; 43755 Eiapopeia, Old Ger- 
man; 43756 Bist du bei mir, Bach; 
534389 Se saran rose, Arditi; 53440 
Vissi d’arte (Tosca), Puccini; 53441 
Voi lo sapete (Cavalleria Rusticana) 
Mascagni. 

Shortly afterwards, she made some 
tests for Columbia, including a Lie- 
bestod from Tristan, which I heard 





at her house, but which was never 
released. Then all was silence until 
1936 when she recorded a few more 
titles: 

L’Ete (Chaminade) (Dubbing of 
33539), Anne Boleyn in prison (At- 
tributed to Anne Boleyn)—10” Pri- 
vate HMV. 

When I am laid in earth (Dido 
and Aeneas—Purcell), Sicilian cart 
driver’s song—10” Private HMV. 

Im Mai (Goldschmidt) (Re-record- 
ing of 43754) Maria’s Wiegenlied 
(Reger) and Sne (Lie)—10” Private 
HMV. 


Air from “Heracles” (Handel) 
Der heilige Joseph singt (Wolf) & 
La_ Lettre (Moret)—12” Private 
HMV 


In 1939 and 1940, these dises were 
available from Madam  Marchesi 
herself, and all of them are worthy 
of a place in any collection of records 
of great singing, but I particularly 
recommend the last two. Considering 
her age, Blanche Marchesi’s singing 
of “Der Heilige Joseph singt’” is 
quite miraculous, and is an object 
lesson for a student of lieder. Un- 
fortunately it is now even more diffi- 
cult to obtain than is Gerhardt’s 
dise made for the Hugo Wolf So- 
ciety. Copies are few, and much priz- 
ed by their owners. It is believed 
that the masters still exist, and they 
are the property of her son, but he 
has, I am given to understand, re- 
fused to permit re-pressings to be 
made, up to the present. 

Madam Marchesi was busy writ- 
ing a book describing her teaching 
method, when she died in the fall of 
1940, and the manuscript was far 
from complete, so that the tradition 
which she inherited from her mother, 
and through her from Manuel Gar- 
cia, is lost, apart from her pupils, 
some of whom are actively engaged 
in passing on the celebrated ‘“Mar- 
chesi Method.” 





Collector’s Releases 


Did vou know that Calvé recorded 
Casta diva from “Norma”? I didn’t, 
and was surprised no end to hear it 
on IRCC 3141. 

When the brilliant French prima- 
donna made this Pathé recording in 
France, around 1917-1918, she was 
about sixty, Nevertheless, her vocal 
glory is still very much in evidence, 
and her handling of the classical 
Italian Cavatina is certainly of in- 
terest to the scores of her admirers, 
myself included. The “Norma” selec- 
tion is coupled with: a) “In Questa 
Tomba Oscura” (Beethoven)  b) 
“Dernier Voeu” (Hahn)—also pieces 
never released by her on lateral type 
records. 

A worthy companion to the Calvé 
record is the 4th act duet from 
“Romeo et Juliette,” sung by Marcel 
Journet and Yvonne Gall, on IRCC 
3144. It is wholly Journet’s disc, and 
if you think you know his abilities 
wait till you hear him as Frére 
Laurent. He is magnificent! This 
scene from one of the loveliest of 
French operas was recorded in 1912, 
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also on Pathé. Both discs were beauti- 
fully re-recorded by IRCC from their 
rare hill-and-dale originals, and may 
be ordered from the International 
Record Collectors’ Club, 318 Reser- 
voir Ave., Bridgeport 6, Conn. 

The long awaited Ponselle-Martin- 
elli 1924 Tomb Scene from “Aida” 
(HMV A.B.H.B. 3), and Journet’s 
1916 “Lucia”: Dalle stanze “Le 
Regiment de Sambre et Meuse” (HM. 
V A.B.H.A. 1), all previously un- 
published and which I had already 
announced, are finally obtainable 
from The Connoisseurs’ Record Club, 
1321 - 52nd St., Brooklyn 19, N. Y. 
One can but wonder why records 
like the Ponselle-Martinelli duet were 
not released at the time of their 
recording—it is positively breathtak- 
ing in its vocal and artistic beauty. 
The rich voice of Journet is heard to 
the best advantage in the stirring 
French patriotic song. It is indeed 
consoling that at this late stage there 
are some interested enough to rescue 
such performances from oblivion. 

Collectors may still acquire some 
of the HRS re-recordings of rare, old 
discs and cylinders, among them the 
very important HRS 1032 of Rosa 
Olitzka’s Edison cylinder “Trova- 
tore”: Stride la vampa (in German), 
and her 1912 unpublished Brindisi 
from “Lucrezia Borgia”—both excel- 
lent samples of the celebrated con- 
tralto’s art. 

Among the remaining HRS records 
of vast historical value are Didur’s 
Udite, o rustici, from “L’Elisir d’- 
Amore” (HRS 1080), Paul Franz’s 
Scene de la meule, from “Samson et 
Dalila” (HRS 1120), Albert Alvarez’ 
“Sigurd”: Un souvenir poignant/ 
“Pagliacci”: Un grande spettacolo 
(HRS 1070), Magini-Coletti’s “Rigo- 
letto”: Pari siamo’ “Lucia”: Cruda, 
funesta smania (HRS 1111), de Cis- 
neros’ “Martha”: Last rose of sum- 
mer/“Le Prophete: Ah. mon fils 
(HRS 1115), de Lucia’s “Mattinata” 


(Leoncavallo)/“A Suon di_ Baci” 
(Baldelli) (HRS 1073), Delmas’ 
“Les Huguenots”: Benediction des 
poignards/“Pauvres Fous” (Taglia- 


fico) (HRS 1049), Amato’s “Tann- 
hauser”: O tu bell’ astro/Nel rimirar 
(HRS 1094), Slezak’s “La Boheme”: 
Rudolf’s lament (HRS 1114).

ments, and her voice, in these ex- 
tracts from two of her best roles, as 
well as in Frederick’s Gavotte, comes 
through in all its purity, though 
“Mignon” was recorded at a late 
stage of her career, and “Manon” 
over a year after her permanent re- 
tirement in 1936. 

Of the many Caruso recordings, 
the four chosen for ERAT-5 are his 
magnificent Recondita armonia and 
E lucevan le stelle from “Tosca;” 
and “Boheme”: Che gelida manina 
accompanied by Donna non vidi mai 
from “Manon Lescaut.” Caruso’s 
Racconto di Rodolfo and his Donna 
non vidi mai have long ago achieved 
their place in gramophone history, 
while his “Tosca” pieces excel all 
others. And praise be, the Recondita 
armonia is left in its original state, 
and not with an electrically dubbed- 
in symphony orchestra, as it was 
done some years ago. In connection 
with “Tosca,” the notes for ERAT-5 
state that “. .. Puccini had hoped 
that Caruso would create the role 
of Mario Cavaradossi when Tosca was 
given its world-premiere at Rome on 
January 14, 1900. But Caruso was 
not available at that time, and so 
it was Emilio de Marchi who had 
the honor .. .” That is not quite so. 
Puccini wanted no one but Caruso 
to create Cavaradossi, and Caruso 
only too eager to do so, would have 
been very much available. But, Har- 
iclea Draclée, the first Tosca, had at 
that moment more than a passing 
fancy for the handsome de Marchi, 
and insisted that her real love affair 
become the Floria-Mario liaison. And 
so, because of an enamoured prima- 
donna’s wish, Caruso lost that most 
coveted creation—one of the deepest 
disappointments of his refulgent 
career, 

John McCormack, known and be- 
loved the world over for his songs 
and ballads, was also an operatic 
singer of the first magnitude. On 
ERAT-17 we find his splendid solos: 
Fra poco a me ricovero from “Lutia 
di Lammermoor” and Sleep! Why 
dost thou leave me? from Handel’s 
oratorio “Semele”; as well as two 
enchanting duets with Bori: O soave 
fanciulla from “La Boheme” and 
Parigi, o cara from “La Traviata.” 
Hearing is believing, and after list- 
ening to McCormack’s records one 
can understand what is meant by 
“good singing.” Every phrase, every 
breath show the great Irish tenor’s 
respect for his art and his thorough 
knowledge of all its technicalities. 
And what a perfect team he and 
Bori made. Seldom do two voices 
balance and blend as well as theirs. 

All the superlatives, mine included, 
have been exhausted for Ponselle’s 
“Norma” recordings. ERAT-19 offers 
her lovely Casta diva followed by 
Ah, bello a me ritorna, coupled with 
that incredible perfection of vocal 
weave—her duet with Marion Telva, 
Miro, o Norma, ending with the Alle- 
gro, Si, fino all ’ore. 

The transferring of each record is 
skillfully done so much so that even 
collectors’ ears, accustomed to origin- 
als, will find listening to them a 
pleasure. In conclusion, I’m happy 
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to add that it is gratifying to all of 
us who love recordings of yesteryear 
singers, to know that there are some 
among the new generation who also 
would appreciate their greatness, 
even though it may have been im- 
pressed on wax by older and cruder, 
but, to us, no less satisfying methods. 

This department always had a 
friendly interest in the work of Ad- 
dison Foster, president of the Ameri- 
can Gramophone Society, so it is with 
especial pleasure that I can report 
his appointment by RCA as the 
national distributor of “His Master’s 
Voice” imported records. In the 
words of RCA’s own announcement: 
“After long and careful considera- 
tion, we have concluded that it would 
be to the best advantage of all con- 
cerned if a specialty item such as 
imported records were distributed 
through a specialist. . . Mr. Foster’s 
past experience both in distributing 
and merchandising imported records 
qualifies him to take on this line 
with every assurance that he will be 
able to materially help all dealers 
who are interested in marketing im- 
ported ‘His Master’s Voice’ records 
.. 2? This includes all the affiliates, 
“Ta Voce del Padrone,” “La Voix de 
son Maitre,” etc.

Helen Trix 


PART I 


A few months ago I was glad to 
read in the New York Times that a 
writer, Joseph M. Graham, has or- 
ganized “The Friends of Frank Merri- 
well.” The purpose of this group is 
to bring together in a mutual interest 
the men who read Burt L. Standish’s 
stories of those legendary Yale ath- 
letes, Frank and Dick Merriwell, in 
the five-cent Tip Top Weekly, and 
to make sure that although the stor- 
ies of the Merriwell Brothers are 
out of print, Frank and Dick and 
their friends will not be forgotten. 

I don’t exactly belong in the charm-

been old enough to read it. But when 
I entered my teens a great many 
back copies came into my possession 
and I have bought others since. The 
result is that I have a fair working 
knowledge of the Merriwell saga. 
And of all I have read I have the 
most recollection of No. 568, “Dick 
Merriwell’s Regret; or the Friend He 
Never Knew.” This was usually ac- 
claimed the masterpiece of the more 
than 900 Merriwell stories turned 
out by Gilbert Patten under the 
Standish pen name. 


The plot of “Dick Merriwell’s Re- 
gret” deals with the tragic story of 
Ellis Preston, a quiet, retiring Yale 
student who worshipped the univer- 
sity’s star athlete from a distance. 
Preston died, apparently from pneu- 
monia following a hazing, and only 
after his death did Dick Merriwell 
learn of the admiration that shy Ellis 
had felt for him. This left Dick with 
a lingering sense of regret that there 
had been a true friend and admirer 
in his life whom he had never known. 


“Standish” must have modeled him- 
self on my favorite author, Charles 
Dickens, in writing the story’s death 
bed scene, for it was crammed full 
of pathos—or bathos, if you prefer. 
I was fifteen when I read it and I 
cried myself sick, while the tune of 
my favorite sob-ballad, “In the Shade 
of the Old Apple Tree,” ran like a 
leit motif through my mind. I have 
never since been able to separate 
my liking for the song from the 
memory of “Dick Merriwell’s Regret.” 


Frank and Dick Merriwell have 
nothing to do with Favorite Pioneer 
Recording Artists except that as I 
set about telling the life story of 
Helen Trix I myself am filled with 
regret that I made a friend, and a 
dear one, whom it was never my 
privilege to meet face to face. That 
has happened more than once during 
the more than eleven years I have 
been writing for HOBBIES. Of course 
I have written about many artists 
whom I have met in person. Others 
were already dead before I wrote 
concerning them. But there have been 
still others with whom I corresponded 
and for whom I formed a deep af- 
fection but was never fortunate 
enough to greet in the flesh. Frank 
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Crumit was one. And Helen Trix 


was another. 


It will be a source of lasting re- 
gret to me that Helen and I were 
never able to put into effect the 
plans 'we had made for a get-together. 
This talented artist, who was born 
in a small Pennsylvania town but 
grew up to become a favorite in 
American vaudeville houses and Eng- 
lish music halls and give several 
command performances before the 
Royal Family of Great Britain, had 
one of the most romantic careers of 
any pioneer recording artist. I am 
sure she was not only a gifted but 
also a lovable lady. 
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From hints she dropped I knew 

my friend Helen was not in good 
health, but it was a shock when I 
received a telegram on November 19, 
1951, from her sister, Josephine, who 
had been her vaudeville and musical 
comedy partner for many years. It 
said: “Helen Trix passed on Sunday. 
Services Wednesday 8 p. m., Camp- 
bell’s Funeral Home, 81st Street and 
Madison Avenue, New York City. 
Josephine Fields.” Unfortunately, I 
couldn’t get away from_my job as a 
radio news editor in Roanoke, Van, 
to attend the funeral and pay my last 
respects. 
; Some of the facts of Helen Trix’s 
life may be found in “The ASCAP 
Biographical Dictionary of Compos- 
ers, Authors and Publishers,” but a 
bit more detail was contained in the 
New York Herald Tribune obituary 
notice: 

A funeral service will be held ia 
tomorrow night . . . for Miss Helen 
Trix, 59, author and actress who died 
at St. Elizabeth's Hospit ul Sunday night. 
Her home was at 11 E. 32nd St. 

Miss Trix was born in Newmanstown, 
Pa., and was graduated from Albright 
College, where she specialized in music 
and elocution. She entered vaudeville as 
both a singer and actress and while 
touring the circuits became interested 
in writing special material. 

In 1920 she was featured in the Lon- 
don production of ‘‘League of Nations” 
and was herself composer, producer and 
star of a musical revue in London en- 
titled “A to Z."’ With Andre Charlot 
she composed and produced a revue, 
“Tricks,’’ in which she starred in 1925- 
26. She wrote and prepared radio ma- 
terial and songs for her own productions 
and gave several command performances 
in London. 

Among the songs she wrote were ‘‘Par- 
isian Peacock Girl,’ ‘It’s Making Me 
Love You All the More,” ‘That's How 
I Knew,” ‘I Just Want to Give Myself 
Away”? and ‘“You’d Love to Live in 
Paris.”’ 

Surviving are two sisters, Mrs, Jose- 
phine Greenfield and Mrs. Alma Cirina, 
and a brother, Carl Yeiser. 

The Herald Tribune also contained 
this notice, inserted by ASCAP: “We 
announce with profound sorrow the 
death of our beloved member and 
colleague, Helen Trix, in New York 
City, on Nov. 18, 1951. OTTO A. 
HARBACH, President, American So- 
ciety of Authors, Composers and Pub- 
lishers.” 

(In passing, although Josephine 
Trix’s husband is known profession- 
ally as Fields, the foregoing bio- 
graphical notice makes it appear his 
name is really Greenfield. And since 
the last name of Miss Trix’s brother 
is Yeiser, Trix vrobably is only an 
assumed name for theatrical use.) 

The ASCAP book mentions a few 
other songs written by Helen Trix: 
“Follow Me,” “In Boo Boo Boo,” 
“There Will Come a Time,” “Back

Most of this department’s readers, 
I imagine, are more interested in 
Helen Trix’s recording career than 
in her many stage successes. Yet it 
is odd, at first sight, that the ASCAP 
biography and the obituary notices 
in the Herald Tribune and Variety 
all omit any reference to the fact 
that the comedienne was a pioneer 
recording artist. 

I think I know the reason for this. 
The information in the ASCAP book 
was supplied by Helen herself, and 
the death notices contained informa- 
tion taken from the book. And any 
reference to Helen Trix’s singing for 
records as long ago as 1906 would 
have brought her age into question. 
If the published statements are cor- 
rect, then Miss Trix was only four- 
teen when she began making records. 
That of course is not impossible. A 
good many well known recording art- 
ists began their careers 
teens. But the age of fourteen is 
hard to reconcile with the statement 
that the singer attended college, and 
with Billy Murray’s recollection that 
she was married to a vaudeville com- 
edian, Frank Fogarty, when she start- 
ed her phonograph career. 

Stage personalities naturally like 
to appear as young as possible. It’s 
a bread-and-butter matter with them. 
So it’s likely that Miss Trix, in an 
entirely justified effort to conceal 
the advance of time, took off from 
five to ten years in preparing the 
notes from which the ASCAP ma- 
terial was taken. Of course it doesn’t 
particularly matter. 

At any rate, Helen wrote me that 
her first record was an Edison two- 
minute cylinder, “Is Your Mother 
In, Molly Malone?” This, No. 9365, 
appeared in the October, 1906, list, 
with the comment: 

We take pleasure in presenting to the 
army of phonograph owners a new singer 
in Miss Trix, whose clear, well modu- 
lated contralto voice will, we believe, 
gain her a firm place in the galaxy of 
Edison stars. Her first offering is a 
song in Irish dialect, telling of the Irish 
lover, who, whenever he went to court 
Molly Malone, felt it his duty to first 
inquire if her father and mother were 
In 
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Incidentally, I differ with Edison’s 


description of Miss Trix as a “con- 
tralto.” To me she sounds like a 
soprano. 


In view of Helen’s later successes 
in England, it’s interesting to observe 
that early in her career she had al- 
ready developed a knack of imitating 
the popular British music hall en- 
tertainers. Her second Edison cylin- 
dev, announced in November, 1906, 
was a take-off on the highly popular 
English comedienne, Vesta Victoria, 
singing one of her topical hits, “The 
Next Horse I Ride On”: 

A new note in popular songs was 
struck by Fred Murray and George 
lLverard when they produced this com- 
position, which has been chosen by Helen 
Trix as her second Edison record. A 
young girl's father came into some 
money and he insisted that his daugh- 
ter should learn to ride horseback. The 
first time she was put on the_ horse 
the wrong way, looking backward . 


The second time .. . the girl had a 
no less unhappy experience. Each time 
she declared that ‘‘The next horse I 


ride on, I am going to be tied on.’”’ The 
song has a good swing. Miss Trix has 
made a record of it that will add to her 
popularity as an Edison artist ... This 
song has been widely sung by Vesta 
Victoria, who also made a great suc- 
cess with ‘Waiting at the Church.” 

It probably will be a surprise to 
most collectors that Helen Trix even 
or occasion sang Harry Lauder 
songs. During the period in which 
she made Edison cylinders she was 
also singing for Victor and Zon-o- 
phone discs, and one of her Zonos, 
No. 796, is a charming version of 
Lauder’s success, “Stop Yer Tickling, 
Jock,” which I prefer to Sir Harry’s 
own recording. It contains no laugh- 
ing and no monolog in Scotch dialect, 
but is sung vivaciously and attract- 
ively. 

I recently obtained from Samuel 
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Tanenbaum, a Hartford, Conn., book 
dealer, some Zon-o-phone record lists 
for 1905, 1906 and 1907. In the sup- 
plement for July, 1907, this record 
is listed with the comment: “Humor- 
ous English song guaranteed to start 
the feet going and bring a laugh to 
the lips.” As far as I know, this is 
the only Lauder song Miss Trix re- 
corded during her brief American 
phonograph career of about two 
years. 

The same supplement contains an- 
other Trix record of which I had not 
previously heard—wNo. 797, “The 
Story of a Clothes Line,’? which had 
the sub-title, “Another pair of stock- 
ings on the line.” “The story,” we 
are informed, “unfolds as new stock- 
ings appear on the line. Sung with 
great success by Alice Lloyd, the 
clever English comedienne.” 

And, although it really has nothing 
to do with Helen Trix, I cannot re- 
sist setting down here for my fellow 


collectors the (to me) astonishing . 


knowledge gained from this supple- 
ment that when the Peerless Quartet 
was first organized in 1907 the bari- 
tone was Steve Porter instead of Ar- 
thur Collins. In all my years of 
amassing information about pioneer 
recording artists I had never heard 
Porter mentioned in connection with 
the Peerless, although he obviously 
takes part in some of the old Col- 
umbia Quartet records. The other 
members of the Peerless of course 
were Albert Campbell, Henry Burr 
and Frank C. Stanley. But because 
Campbell used the name of Frank 
Howard in singing for Zon-o-phone, 
the first tenor is referred to as “Mr. 
Howard.” 


In December, 1906, the comedienne 


was represented in the Edison list by ° 


No. 9426, “A Chip of the Block,” 
which she also sang on an eight-inch 
Victor, No. 4923. The Edison is much 
better than the disc. I owned the 
Victor version for many years but 
couldn’t understand more than half 
the words. Then, when I obtained the 
cylinder, I got every word at first 
playing. Here is what the Edison 
supplement said: “Father raised a 
family of six of the good old fash- 
ioned stock and they were all chips 
of the block. The two verses and 
chorus tell in a funny manner in 
what way each followed Dad’s pecul- 
iarities. A feature ...is Miss Trix’s 
clever whistling. She is an expert in 
the art and few members of the op- 
posite sex are her equal.” 

For a short time a new cylinder by 
Helen Trix appeared monthly. Her 
offering (No. 9450) for January, 
1907, was her biggest hit as an 
American recording artist. It was 
the still well remembered “Bird on 
Nellie’s Hat,” which she also made 
on Victor record No. 4904. This 
clever number was a sensation, and 
after Miss Trix had gone to Eng- 
land the demand for a four-minute 
version was so great Edison had it 
re-recorded by Ada Jones. ‘The sup- 
plement said: “A new comic song by 
Alfred Solman (music) and Arthur 
J. Lamb (words). The little bird on 
Nellie’s hat sees and comments on 
the love making of Nellie’s various 


beaux. Miss Trix ... is in her usual 
clear and distinct voice.” 

The “Nellie” song also appeared 
in the January Victor list, ‘with this 
comment: 

A thoroughly original song, which has 
made one of the biggest hits of the 
season. The bird which Nellie wears on 
her hat is quite a knowing little rascal, 
and tells a number of things which Nellie 
would rather suppress. Miss Trix’s sing- 
ing of this song must be heard to be 
appreciated. Another number by Miss 
Trix, “Chip o’ the Block,’’ which is 
used in her clever vaudeville specialty, 
will be found in the 8-inch list. 

In this same January Victor sup- 
plement was a duet by Miss Trix and 
Dan W. Quinn, No. 4914, “Is Mar- 
riage a Failure?” Editor Sam Rous 
wrote: 

Here is still another new combina- 
tion of singers—Miss Trix being a new 
comer, while Mr. Quinn is well-known 
as a famous entertainer. This amusing 
duet was one of the hits of ‘‘The Mayor 
of Tokio.” The first verse pictures every- 
thing as lovely and serene in the family, 
but the second stanza is full of storms. 
The little conversations, one of which 
is supposed to occur in the ballroom, and 
the other at 3 a. m., when hubby comes 
home, ar well done and quite amusing. 


From the Victor reference to Miss 
Trix’s “vaudeville specialty” it will 
be seen she had already begun doing 
stage work as well as making records. 

In February, 1907, Edison issued 
cne of the most unusual records in 
which Helen took part. It was No. 
9471, the catchy “Whistle It,” from 
Henry Blossom and Victor Herbert’s 
operetta, “The Red Mill,” in which 
she sang with Billy Murray and 
Edward Meeker-—the latter being the 
Edison announcer as well as one of 
the company’s popular comedians. 
Oddly enough the record by this tal- 
ented trio didn’t sell well and was 
discontinued by August, 1909. 

As another oddity I’ll mention that 
Billy Murray took part in at least 
four recorded versions of “Whistle 
It,” each time with a different com- 
bination of assisting artists. On the 
Victor record he sang with Ada Jomres 
and S. H. Dudley; on Zon-o-phone 
with Miss Jones and Steve Porter; 
and on Columbia with Ada and Frank 
C. Stanley. He once told me he re- 
called the Helen Trix of 1907 as “a 
little girl living in Brooklyn and with 
a slight German accent.” “When we’d 
meet,” he said, “‘she’d exclaim ‘Hel-lo, 
Bil-lee!’ After she 'went to England 
she acquired the British mannerisms 
so successfully that when I’d see her 
on one of her trivs to this country, 
she’d intone ‘Cheerio, Willie!’ ” 

I believe there were only two other 
Edison records by Helen Trix. The 
May, 1907, issue included another 
of her Vesta Victoria take-offs, “I 
Told His Missus All About Him,” 
and in June she sang a Harry Von 
Tilzer number, “Lulu and Her La, La, 
La.” This was unsuccessful—not a 
common characteristic of Von Tilzer 
songs—and the record was cut out 
in 1909. 

Just why Helen ended her success- 
ful Edison career after less than a 
year I don’t know. Perhaps domestic 
unhappiness. had something to do 
with it. Billy Murray thought she 
went abroad after her husband, Frank 
Fogarty, died of tuberculosis, but 
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Helen herself said in one of her 
letters to me the marriage ended by 
divorce before Fogarty’s death. In 
the March, 1909, issue of The New 
Phonogram an Elmira, New York, 
reader asked: “Does Helen Trix sing 
for you any more?” and received 
the reply, “She has not sung for us 
in some time.” 

Two Victor records by Helen Trix 
not so far mentioned are No. 4986, 
“Tt Ain’t All Honey and It Ain’t All 
Jam” (another selection popularized 
by Vesta Victoria) and No. 4946, 
“The Next Horse I Ride On.” She 
largely duplicated her Edison reper- 
toire on Victor. Because of Helen’s 
seeming reluctance to discuss her re- 
cording career I never learned how 
she happened to begin making rec- 
ords, but perhaps she was a protege 
of Dan Quinn and he introduced her 
to the recording studios. I have men- 
tioned their Victor duet, “Is Marriage 
a Failure?” and they also sang No. 
4959, a nonsense song, “Fol de Iddley 
Ido,” from “Pearl and the Pump- 
kin.” 

I likewise have two Zon-o-phones 
by them—538, “Fol de Iddley Ido,” 
and 549, “Whistling Mike.” Miss Trix 
doesn’t sing in the latter but whis- 
tles rather faintly in the background. 
Both these numbers are listed in the 
November, 1906, Zon-o-phone supple- 
ment, but probably had previously 
appeared in September. If so, they 
were issued a month before the Edi- 
son cylinder of “Is Your Mother In, 
Molly Malone?” which Helen believed 
to be her first record. Concerning 
No. 538, the supplement termed it a 
“humorous duet of exceptional merit, 
introducing singing and whistling,” 
while “Whistling Mike” was “a hu- 
morous Irish selection; the words are 
clever, tune very catchy. Mr. Quinn 
sings the verses, Miss Trix whistles 
the choruses.” 

And now I have told all I know of 
Helen Trix’s American recording 


career.

with Jimmy Durante two years ago. 
The titles are ““A Real Piano Player” 
and “The Song’s Gotta Come from 
the Heart,” and the 78 rpm number 
is 12-3229 (also released on 45 rpm). 
I imagine most of you fellow collect- 
ors have this disc already, but if you 
don’t, I wish that you would at least 
go to your local record shop to hear 
it, because if this isn’t a collector’s 
item I don’t know what is. 

RCA Victor issued another inter- 
esting collection titled the “Old Curi- 
osity Shop.” This is a collection of 
dubbings from old and interesting 
Victor releases dating back as far 
as 1911. The album number is LCT 
1112 and here are the selections: 

Helen Morgan - 1928 - Bill, Helen 
Kane - 1929 - I Have to Have You, 
Will Rogers - 1923 - Topics of the 
Day, Sophie Tucker-1929-I’m the 
Last of the Red Hot Mammas, Gloria 
Swanson - 1929 - Love (You’re Spell 
is Everywhere), De Wolf Hopper - 


1926 - Casey at the Bat, Marlene 
Dietrich - about 1931 - Falling in 
Love Again, Maurice Chevalier -

I have just seen that Jay records 
have released W. C. Fields’ mono- 
logue titled “Temperance Lecture.” 

I haven’t 
heard this pressing, but I imagine 
that it is the same material that was 
issued a few months after the great 
comedian’s death in Variety album 
VIOI. This latter 78 rpm pressing is 
probably unavailable now, but it con- 
tained four sides of the “Temperance 
Lecture” and two sides of Fields’ 
description of “The Day I Drank a 
Glass of Water.” I imagine all of 
ene is available on the new Jay re- 
ease. 


MUSIC BOX CYLINDERS 


By GLENN P. HECKERT 


Most all of the information on this 
subject calls for the use of Swiss 
cylinder pins. These came in gradu- 
ated sizes. My understanding of that 
situation is that there is one very 
old man in L’Auberson, Switzerland, 
who is equipped with a pin lathe and 
is making very few pins ... not suf- 
ficient for an outsider to obtain. So 
after considerable looking around, a 
fair substitute has been found in 
music wire. However, after some ex- 
periment and investigation, I am us- 
ing the music wire and with good 
results. 

When the old pins were made the 
wire was hardened and tempered, 
then half cut through at the length 
of each pin. The music wire contains 
manganese, phosphorus and sulphur 
which causes it to “work harden” as 
it is drawn through the dies. As a 
result it has the tremendous tensile 
strength necessary for instrument 
strings. On a bending or breaking 
test the music wire is about the same 
as the old pins. In: the matter of 
the (alloy steel) music wire charging 
the points of the comb and causing 





wear, I have removed the burrs left 
after shortening the new pins with a 
brass brush before putting the comb 
in place. 

First, I will give my method of 
replacing pins where only a few pins 
are missing. The removal of the ce- 
ment from the interior of the cylin- 
der is not necessary in such cases. 
I go over the cylinder with a punch 
which has a flat end about three 
times the diameter of the pins and 
drive the stubs flat with the cylinder. 
Then I go over it again 'with a small 
square-ended punch that is as small 
as the pins, driving them in about 
as deep as their diameter or a little 
more. 

If the punch becomes rounded and 
slips off the pins, give it a rub across 
the end of an oil stone or other 
sharpening stone to flatten it. Tilt 
the punch slightly to favor the angle 
of the pins. A large mending needle 
makes a good punch although some- 
times you will find one that is too 
soft to make a good punch. If the 
cylinder contains baffles or support- 
ing rings you cannot drive the pins 
in that come directly over them. I 
do not clean or polish the cylinder 
until last because the brightened 
brass on nickel plate is too hard on 





the eyes while looking so closely. 

Measure the diameter of the old 
pins and obtain a supply of wire that 
is about one-half thousandth larger 
than the old pins. For the pointing 
of the pins, I set up a miniature 
electric grinder and leave it running. 
Cut about a 6-inch length of the 
wire holding it in a pin vise. Touch 
the wire on the front of the wheel 
and on the side to point the pins. 
This will give two facets to the pin 
and at right angles to each other. 
This pin will enter much better than 
the old Swiss pins. 

Insert the pointed wire in the hole, 
forcing it in tight enough so it will 
not fall out. Cut it off a little long 
with a good cutting plier. Now you 
can drive the pin in with a small 
hammer, and not using a punch, 
leaving it nearly even with the other 
pins. With some experimenting and 
adaptation to the means you have 
at hand you can make considerable 
progress with this method of re- 
pinning. 

It is understood that you have first 
gone over the cylinder and straight- 
ened the bent pins and broken off 
those that will not straighten. Do

Animal 
Attractions 


From the time of the Roman Cir- 
cus Maximus down to the present, 
animals of all kinds h:ve been an 
integral part of every circus and of 
every circus perfermance. Some, of 
course, have always been taken for 
granted and will never know the 
dazzling glare of public limelight, 
because it has been their lot to be 
nothing more than the colorful win- 
dow dressing for cireusdom, no mat- 
ter what their species. But others 
have reached out to become featured 
performers who shared equal ton 
billing with their hum:n- partners. 
Others gained a passing notice be- 
cause of their size and odd appear- 
ance. And still others have sained 
fame and notoriety in their own right 
because of their own particular tem- 
perament and brand of animal show- 
manship. 

Animal attractions have been many 
and varied, and circus history is 
dotted with the names and facts of 
many of them. Some, indeed, gained 
fame so great and far reaching that 
they were known over all the world, 


while others were known only in the ° 


tight, inner-circle of the cireus realm 
itself. But whatever their claim to 
fame, their moment in circus history 
is a fascinating study to every circus 
fan. So let’s take a look at a repre- 
sentative few of these animal attrac- 
tions. 

Old Bet, the elephant owned by 
Hackaliah Bailey, quite possibly may 
be considered as one of the first of 
the better known animal attractions 
on Amerienn soil. Although certainly 
not the first elephant to reach Amer- 
ica, she nevertheless made her mark 
on circus history. Her successful ex- 
hibitions helped give rise to the cir- 
cus as we know it today. 

It was sometime in 1815 that 
Bailey, a farmer living in Somers, 
N. Y., was in New York City when 
a boat docked with an elephant on 
it. That elephant was Old Bet. Bailey 
paid a reported thousand dollars for 
her, trans-shipped her up the Hudson 
and landed her at the village of 
Sing Sing. From there Old Bet

4821 East Gilbert, Wichita 17, Kansas 
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walked to Hackaliah’s farm under 
her own power. 

After charging money to see her in 
his barn, Bailey outfitted two wagons 
and took Old Bet on the road until 
she was killed in 1827, somewhere 
in South Carolina. 

Bailey raised a monument to her 
in Somers. Mounted on a granite 
shaft there was a wooden effigy of 
an elephant in front of a hotel known 
as the Elephant Hotel. On the base 
of the monument the following words 
were inscribed: “T'o the Memory of 


Old Bet.” 
Years later in April, 1922, interest 
was again aroused in the memory 


of Old Bet when Old John, eldest 
and best-loved elephant of the Ring- 
ling Brothers and Barnum and Bail- 
ey show, made a pilgrimage from. the 
Garden to the village of Somers to 
pay homage to Old Bet. After walk- 
ing the fifty miles from New York, 
Old John laid a huge floral ‘wreath 
at the foot of Old Bet’s monument 
ana then trumveted a knowing salute 
to her. Ringling Brothers and Ber- 
num & Bailey got reams of free 
publicity, and an interest in Old Ret’s 
memory was revived to such an ex- 
tent that it has never died out to 
this day. 

In 1902, the Barnum and Railey 
show tried the then novel experiment 
of hitching elephants to chariots. 
Before a large number of interested 
spectators several of these great ani- 
mals were harnessed to a couvle of 
chariots by trainers George Bates, 
William Emery, and C. J. Mooney, 
and driven around the ring. This 
novelty proved such a success that it 
fermed a feature of the parade for 
the rest of the season and was a 
big hit in every city. 

A more recent animal attraction 
which captured the fancy of all the 
world was the famed and savage 
Gargantua, the gorilla of the Ring- 
ling show. He was a circus gorilla 
for over 2 decade but never lost his 
murd2rous hatred for the human race. 

Everything he did was news. In 
1938 in winter quarters he tried to 
murder Richard Kroener the only 
keeper he ever had the slightest lik- 
ing for. And from that time on no 
man was safe when within his reach. 

Gargantua lived in an air con- 
ditioned cage and was pampered as 
no other animal before or since. He 
ate seven or eight times a day, andi 
liked to sleep at night rolled up in 
a cheap cotton hlanket which he 
would rive to shreds every mornin 

When he was fifteen yeurs of a age, 
Gargantua was said to have weighed 
over 550 pounds. He stood 5 feet 7% 
inches tall and had an arm stretch 
of over 9 feet. He was over a yard 
broad at his chest. It was once 
proved that he had the strength of 
over twenty men when he jerked 17 
men off their feet with one hand in 
a tug of war. 

A mate was once secured for Gar-

gantua but he never took kindly to 
her so they were kept separated. 
Toto, his mate, weighed 445 pounds 
at fourteen years of age and was 4 
feet 10 inches tall. 

Another great attraction in Ring- 
ling show history was Goliath. a 
great sea elephant. John Ringling 
bought two of these aquatic giants 
in Hamburg in order to eliminate 
any element of competition. After 
the death of the first Goliath, the 
one in reserve at winter querters 
was brought out and toured with the 
show until sold to the St. Louis Zoo. 

Goliath’s tank occupied one half of 
an entire railroad car. Every show 
day his attendants had to coax him 
out of his railroad tank over to a 
special tank truck. He was carried 
to the show grounds in this and then 
once again had to be coaxed into a 
portable canvas tank in the rear of 
the big top. 

During each matinee and evening 
performance he was coaxed again 
back into the tank truck for a ride 
around the hippodrome track in order 
to be seen by the circus customers. 

His appetite was as enormous as 
his great body. It took several hun- 
dred pounds of herring, heads, tails 
and bones to satisfy him. He was 
completely lethargic and indifferent 
and yet despite this and the diffi- 
culty of transporting him, both Goli- 
aths were extremely successful as 
circus attractions. 

For the past several seasons, one 
of the highlights of the Al G. Kelly 
and Miller Bros. Cireus has been the 
walk-around the track by “Miss Ok- 
lahoma,” a large hippopotamus. At 
each performance, “Miss Oklahoma” 
walks by herself out of the menagerie 
tent, across the midway, and then 
around the hippodrome without a 
leash or harness of any kind. She 
usually takes her own time, and now 
and then stops to gaze up at the 
spectators in the seats. In addition 
to her walk-around, her trainer is 
now thinking of breaking her to a 
harness in order that she may pull 
a chariot or a small wagon around 
the track. 

Despite their obvious successes, 
animal attractions have had their 
lean years, too. Time has spelled 
many changes in circus procedure 
and performance, and animals have 
not escaped the results of these 
changes. There have been some years 
when animals were*almost banished 
entirely from performances. The gas- 
oline engine ended another chapter 
in the history of circus animals when 
light tractors took over the duties 
of the heavy draft horses. And many 
shows during these past few years 
have carried animal attractions only 
as a token offering to the public. 

Still and all, animals still form the 
nucleus of any circus, large or small, 
for a circus without an animal at- 
traction of some kind would be un- 
thinkable.

Patching Torn Paintings 


Strictly speaking, the business of 
repairing and restoring old and 
damaged paintings is a highly tech- 
nical job, that sometimes requires 
more general knowledge of artists’ 
materials and solvents than many 
painters pretend to have. If a paint- 
ing is very valuable, and needs at- 
tention of this kind, it should be 
entrusted only to someone who has 
had sufficient experience to mini- 
mize the risks. 

But all paintings aren’t immensely 
valuable, and an unmended rent or 
two in any painting detracts far more 
from its appearance than its import- 
ance would justify. If the tears or 
other strface damages are not too 
severe, and if the balance of the 
canvas is strong enough, it may be 
that a small patch or two to close 
up the holes, and a minor bit of re- 
touching will be all the restoring 
necessary. 

The first step is to prepare a patch 
of some material similar to the orig- 
inal canvas, cutting it large enough

to extend an inch or so on all sides 
beyond the tear. To avoid sharp lines 
of demarkation at the edges of the 
patch, ravel out the warp or woof for 
half an inch all around to leave a 
fringe. 

The time-tried and conventional 
method of attaching such patches, 
is to apply a thin coat of white lead 
and varnish, mixed to the con- 
sistency of heavy cream—to the back 
of the canvas and patch, put the 
patch on the back of the canvas and 
leave it under pressure for a matter 
of eight or ten days. (A paper should 
be placed against the face of the 
picture to receive whatever excess 
paint is extruded through the crack, 


and a similar paper placed under the 
weights, to keep them from attaching 
themselves to the patch.) 

Another and much simpler method 
of attaching the patch is to use a 
mixture of about half beeswax and 
half good clear rosin, melted together 
in a can on the stove. (Be careful as 
this mixture will burn readily.) A 
small quantity, a piece the size of a 
hazel nut, is enough for a patch two 
inches square, and it may be melted 
on to the back of the painting, and 
the patch melted into it with a warm 
electric iron. Better disconnect the 
iron when the wax begins to melt,

at Durham in 1834 publishing the 
Anglo-Saxon and Early’ English 
Psalter and Latin Hymns of the 
Anglo-Saxon Church. Four years 
later the Camden Society was started 
in London and from 1838 to 1871 
published a fine collection of works. 

The Percy Society was founded in 
1840, but soon died out. However it 
published Selections from the Minor 
Poems of John Lydgate, Reynard the 
Fox, Songs and Carols of the 15th 
Century, etc. 

In 1848 The Cheethan Society was 
formed at Manchester to print the 
historical and literary remains con- 
nected with the counties of Lancaster 
and Chester. 

The Caxton Society was started in 
1845 and the Warton Club in 1854. 

The Philological Society commenc- 
ed in 1858 with some old English 
Manuscripts, Early English Poems, 
and Lives of Saints (1250-1406). 

In 1864 a few of the members of 
the Philological Society formed a 
committee for the purpose of collect- 
ing subscriptions and printing early 
English Manuscripts, and from this 
grew the Early English Text Society, 
which grew and flourished with a 
yearly income of over £900 in 1871. 

The Story of Genesis and Exodus, 
an early English Song of the period 
1250, was first edited from an unique 
manuscript by Richard Morris, of 
London, about 1865.

and had eaten wild coffee berries by 
roasting them. As they were hard, 
he found that by boiling, the best 
tasting part of it all was the water. 
It took centuries to develop the 
berry, and it was disapproved by 
the Priesthood of Constantinople in 
the middle of the sixteenth century. 
Some say that the introduction of 
coffee was in the fifth century, when 
an Arab trader discovered his goats 
cutting capers after having eaten it. 


Allspice was the Jamaican pimento, 
a small berry which was gathered 
green and dried in the sun. It grew on 
a tree approximately twenty feet 
high, and contained the flavor of 
three spices, the cinnamon, nutmeg 
and clove. 


Herbs entered into cookery and 
were common articles of sale in 
— before the potato was heard 
of. 


Grace-Church Street was formerly 
Grass Street, from an herb market 
there, and one place was long known 
as Garlic-hythe or hive, from the sale 
of that odorous plant. 


Everything in the cabbage family 
went under the name of ‘“worts.” 
Fennel, rue, marigold, mint, savory 
and marjoram, and others that were 
bitter, pungent or pleasant to the 
taste went into food, flavoring meats 
and fish. 


Falstaff says “He eats conger and 
fennel.” 





Repinning Music 
Box Cylinders 


(Continued from _page 33) 


not replace any péns that have been 
broken off in the factory by the in- 
spector. Each of these pins have a 
small scratch on the brass to indi- 
cate that they were purposely re- 
moved. In some cylinders you wwill 
find great numbers of these pins 
broken off where it was necessary to 
simplify the music. 

To shorten the pins, the writer 
uses a small tool post grinder with 
about a sixty or eighty grit wheel, 
two or three inches in diameter, run 
at about 10,000 RPM. Run the lathe 
slowly and be sure that your grinder 
is running in the direction the pins 
slant. Otherwise, it will break many 
of them off. But there are several 
other points to observe before start- 
ing the grinding. First, take a test 
pin of drill rod that is as long as 
the cylinder and make sure that the 
alignment of the tailstock is correct 
and that the gibs in the slide rest 
are closely adjusted and that the 
slide rest travels freely over the 
entire distance necessary for the 
grinding operation, so that the diam- 
eter of the finished job is correct 
from end to end. 


Since the cylinder turns on its 
bearings and not on the points of 
the shaft it is also absolutely neces- 
sary to test these points for truth 
with the bearings, since you intend 
to run the cylinder between centers 
while grinding the pins. The test 
can be made with a truing indicator 
or dial guage used against the side 
of the pivot. I have found that these 
points can be brought to center by 
carefully using a flat file on them. 
In grinding the pins take several 
light cuts taking down all of the 
pins just sufficient to square up the 
ends. If you feed too fast the pins 
will cut the wheel reducing its di- 
ameter. 


I have seen five large cylinders, 
for an interchangeable cylinder box 
ground without reducing the diameter 
of the ‘wheel one-half a thousandth 
inch. Thus all of the cylinders were 
of the same diameter. This grinding 
will eliminate the snapping sound in 
the playing if the points of the teeth 
are not rounded. If the comb teeth 
are rounded or uneven they can be 
corrected by lapping on a ground 
glass plate with oil stone powder 
and oil. This must be done carefully 
as the lapping goes quickly. 


Also, the cement inside of the cyl- 
inder is sometimes slightly detached 
from the cylinder, giving a poor 
sound to the music. To go over it 
back and forward with a flame will 
cause the cement to adhere to the 
brass again. This must be done while 
the cylinder is revolving at suffici- 
ent speed to avoid the cement run- 
ning. It must be left running until 
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cool enough to handle comfortably. 
You must withdraw the shaft while 
the cylinder is still warm and be 
sure that no cement adheres to the 
driving pin. If it does adhere the 
cement can be pressed away from 
the driving pin with a piece of rod 
while the cement is still soft. The 
pin is easily cleaned off with petrol 
or naptha. 


If one or two or all tunes must 
be repinned it can be done much 
more quickly by removing the ce- 
ment. To do this, first notch both 
cylinder heads so they can be re- 
turned to their exact location. Direct 
heat against the right hand head 
nantil you can remove it. Now warm 
the cylinder carefully until the ce- 
ment can be run out into an old tin. 
Remove the other head. Any over- 
heating of the cylinder in one spot 
will stretch the metal and the rows 
of pins will lose their alignment, 
which cannot be corrected. The cyl- 
inder would be ruined. If all pins 
must be replaced, soak the cylinder 
in naptha to dissolve the remaining 
cement and brush it out. 


Then soak the cylinder shell in 
dilute muriatic acid to dissolve the 
pins. You can brush or wipe the pins 
off of the surface and proceed more 
rapidly with the repinning as de- 
scribed here. What remains of the 
old pins is easily pushed in. Some 
use dilute sulphuric acid but I have 
found that the muriatic does not 
attack the brass. Needless to say, 
the acid must be neutralized after- 
wards by washing with soap and 
ammonia. 


After the new pins are in place 
the cement must be put back. To do 
this, turn plugs to fit the holes in 
each head and whittle a soft wood 
plug a little longer than the pin to 
go into the driving pin hole. Of 
course cut a V center in each plug. 
Oil them well and drive them. in, but 
not too tightly. Place the driving head 
in position in the cylinder. When 
finished the cement should be about 
one-half inch thick in the cylinder. 


Many cylinders do not have enough 
cement in them. So have some en- 
gravers cement on hand to add to 
fill! the cylinder nearly half full. 
Melt the cement carefully as it is 
inflammable if overheated. After 
pouring it in, place the other head 
with the plug in it in position. Take 
up the hot cylinder carefully with a 
rag or towel and place it in the 
lathe. Let it run at a moderate speed 
until nearly cold. Test the back center 
from time to time, as there is as 
much as a quarter of an inch of 
expansion in a large cylinder while 
hot. So take this up from time to 
time. 


The oiled plugs are easily with- 
drawn even when cold. Also, you can 
polish the cylinder with chalk or 
other polishing powder and alcohol 
and a coarse brush while revolving 
the cylinder in the lathe. The meth- 
od of polishing must be varied ac- 
cording to the condition of the cyl- 
inder. Lacquer can be sprayed on 
while it’s still revolving.

Darky and Watermelon Bank 





Rarity in any collectible group of items always offers 
the individual collector of the items the ever present 
challenge to add to his collection. Certainly rarity is an 
item of consideration as we reach No. 28 in our numerical 
classification of mechanical banks, namely the Darky 
And Watermelon Bank. 

The bank was designed and patented by Charles A. 
Bailey on June 26, 1888. under Patent No. 385,225. It 
was manufactured by the J. and E. Stevens Company of 
Cromwell, Conn. The writer has never seen this bank 
pictured in one of their catalogs, however, it is pictured 
in a Selchow and Richters Catalog of 1888-89 and it is 
called the “Foot Ball” Bank. It is advertised as a new 
item for that year and sold for $8.50 ver dozen. Each 
bank was packed in an individual wooden box as was the 
usual case with all the-mechanical banks. 

It might be well to point out the reason for calling 
this bank the Darky And Watermelon instead of the 
Football Bank as it was called in the above mentioned 
catalog. Often the Calamity Bank is called the Football 
Bank, then there is an English Bank with the name 
Football Bank imprinted on it. It is obviously better, 
descriptive-wise, to use Darky And Watermelon to avoid 
confusion. It’s to be admitted that the Bad Accident is 
sometimes referred to as Darky With Watermelon. How- 
ever, the name Bad Accident is imprinted on the band 


and this should avoid any confusion. There is no name 
imprinted on the Darky And Watermelon and the in- 
dividual can use his own judgment in the choice of names. 

The bank pictured was obtained by an Eastern collect- 
or who apparently felt the price was high and in turn 
sold it to a collector in California. The bank at present 
is privately held and this particular specimen will prob- 
ably never be put up for sale. 

The bank is very characteristic of Bailey’s tendency 
to use foliage and flowers. Also it stands on four feet 
which is the case in a number of his banks. It is painted 
in appropriate colors according to information obtained 
by the writer. The melon is green and the base is differ- 
ent shades of green, the ball is brown, and the darky is 
dressed in red, yellow and black clothes. 

The bank operates as follows: First a coin is placed in 
the football, then the right leg of the darky is pulled 
back. A lever located in the back of the darky is then 
pressed and he kicks the football over onto the melon and 
the coin drops into the melon. The fceotball is fastened 
to a lever, of course, and this is replaced into position 
as shown to repeat the action. 

The Darky And Watermelon is quite a rare bank and 
naturally a desirable item to have in a collection. There 
are reported to be two of these banks existing in private 
collections.

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Bells That Figure 


During the earlier years of my 
life it was the rural church bell that 
cheerfully greeted me every Sunday 
morning and evening. On Wednesday 
nights it called members of my 
father’s congregation to prayer-meet- 
ing; occasionally its sad toll an- 
nounced a funeral service. Today 
many newer churches have omitted 
the spirelike steeple with its sono- 
rous bell; but in the cities one can 
usually enjoy tuned chimes playing 
well-loved hymns. And it was during 
school days that a visiting company 
of bell-ringers “spell-bound” me by 
the beauty of their music. 

So when collecting of pitchers, 
small animals, et cetera, became a 
fad among my friends, my interest 
turned to bells. Here I saw meaning 
and music combined with representa- 
tion of art. At that time I knew of 
no other collector of bells. To in- 
crease my knowledge I first con- 
sulted the public library and read all 
material available on the subject. 
Then I browsed through convenient 
sources of supply such as gift shops, 
antique shops, dime stores, and even 
mail-order catalogs. With limited 
funds and space I decided to start 
with the more usual bells of a smaller 
size. I valued all kinds—from the 
native bicycle bell to the colorful 
elephant bell of India, from various 
materials such as glass or hand- 
carved wood, as well as for the senti- 
ment of an old school bell once used 
by my father. 

(In the picture one may note the 
bell jewelry: ring, necklace, and ear- 
rings.) Also I sought bells relating 
to animal usage, be they for donkeys

or monkeys. Any short or longer 
trip always included a search for a 
bell as a souvenir. I had read that 
a bell must be in tune with itself, 
and whenever possible selected only 
bells with pure clarity of tone. I 
have one, however, which is so out 
of tune with itself that the sounding 
of the two barely separated notes 
sets up a painful vibration in my 
ear. Some people less sensitive in 
hearing do not feel this. 

After collecting the more usual 
types I foresaw this could become an 
expensive hobby, particularly when a 
bell was considered an antique. My 
attention had been attracted all 
along to doll-like representations I 
chose to call “figurine bells,’”? whose 
wide skirts or pantaloons concealed 
some type of clapper. These little 
people, of either china or meta]. were 
generally priced within my means 
and already comprised a fair portion 
of my growing assortment. There- 
fore I decided to specialize for a2 
time in this phase of bell collecting. 

Let me introduce you to a few 
who posed for our picture. Hulda (on 
my hand) is quite tall—all of ten 
inches, and she stands ready to serve 
mugfuls of foamy refreshment. Per- 
haps the portly little bartender gaz- 
ing over the fish’s fin will assist 
her. He was my very first Zigurine. 
The trio smiling from the back are 
Lili Belle (center), Winter Belle, 
and Summer Belle, and were so nam- 
ed by their creator, a ‘well-known 
maker of fine figurines. “Fancy- 
Pants” is the taller of the two house- 
maids (left in back). Inspection re- 
veals the merit of her name. The 
other one was molded especially for 
me by a friend having a ceramic 
studio. A small maid in white may 
be seen in the forefront of that group 
—a souvenir from Jacksonville, Fla. 
Beside her stands a tiny figure in 
the traditional Dutch costume of gen- 
mine Delft blue. I met her recently 
during a visit at Buckhill Falls, Pa. 
Others in the same group are com- 
memorative of trips, including a 
Dutch boy-and-girl set from historic 


tfx Frederick, Md. 


One step up on the right is a little 
lady with dotted eyes and mouth, 
wearing a flower in her bonnet. She 
brings to mind a bus station in Wash- 
ington, D. C., where I was misin- 
formed on bus schedules and was 
obliged to transfer my transportation 
to a train. Second from her on the 
right is the most delicate-featured 
of all my figurines. I found her in 
New York City, an emigrant from 
Germany. Only she and the barmaid 
claim that to be their native land. 
Both exhibit unusually pleasing col- 
oring; and the little one had a nice- 
ly medulated “voice” until it became 
cracked at the hands of a naughty 
child. Unless the material is metallic 
a good tone is rare in figurine bells 
—they “click.” 

Two Aunt Jemimas (extreme right) 
in freshly starched attire have as a 
foundation plain bells with handles 
of wood. The rounded top of the 
black handles provide the kerchiefed 
heads. Note next the jolly clown; 
and also the impassive “Chinee.” I 
picked up the latter in New Orleans, 
La., and wonder if he may have mi- 
grated from the nearby colony in 
the Mississippi River where a boom.

shrimp for most of the world’s Chi- 
nese restaurants. 


Also from the city of New Orleans 
came my little brown bear cub. He 
prefers to sit down to pose; as do 
the matched Mr. and Mrs. next to 
him. Acquired several years apart, 
I recognized by the relative coloring 
that they were “meant for each 
other.” Back of them is another 
Dutch girl-and-boy set, different in 
mold from the pair mentioned ear- 
lier. Under a _ coal-scuttle bonnet 
(1840) ‘with face downbent, back of 
this Dutch girl stands a pretty little 
souvenir of my trip to the Bok Tower 
in Florida. It was a memorable duy 
as I strolled about the beautiful 
grounds while the bells’ song rang 
out from above. In the same group 
are a brown-clad nun and a corpulent 
monk. Meeting each separately, did I 
do right to bring them together? On 
the other side of the nun can be 
seen a moon-faced lass from the 
mountains of western North Carolina, 
and a shy but sweet maid who wears 
her long blonde hair in a braid down 
her back. 


The sign of the fish and the sound 


of a bell are each superstitiously 
reputed to banish the presence of 
evil spirits. These are commenly por- 
trayed in Oriental bells—as in my 
wind-bell, from the cross-barred clap- 
per on which hangs a flat brass fish. 
So I was delighted to find this fish- 
shaped metal bell which I included 
here among my figurine bells. 





Not shown are two striking figur- 
ines of dancing girls. One from Brit- 
ish West Africa wears only a native 
skirt and the egg-shaped head de- 
picts negroid features. The other is 
of dark, polished wood artistically 
carved on the Isle of Bali. She has 
the Indonesian features, and her robes 
too drape from the waist. 


Lastly I will tell what I know of 
the metallic figurine bells pictured. 
The children (smallest) are all in 
Dutch or Belgian costume. Note if 
possible the little boy with his wide 
pantaloons, and the little girl on his 
left with her long plaits of hair. Fur- 
thest to the right is a double figure 
of a boy and girl “holding hands.” 
On the opposite end stands an old 
(antique) maiden carrying a pitcher. 
Her dress is-so plain I assume she’s 


a peasant. She wears the traditional 
wing-shaped cap, as does the small 
figurine in front of her. 

I searched through many library 
books on costume design throughout 
history, hoping to identify my figur- 
ine bells with definite periods and 
locale. Success was meager. Perhaps 
the oldest is the middle one in the 
back line of this metal section. She 
wears hanging sleeves and what is 
apparently a pediment headdress— 
middle 16th century in England. 
Next to her on the right the head- 
dress shows a similarity to the mid- 
dle-class Frenchwoman’s mob cap of 
1780. On yet another lady a ruffly 
stand-up collar suggests the Eliza- 
bethan age in England. Third to her 
right and next to the large Dutch 
boy is one familiarly known as the 
Queen Bess bell. 

A count of my figurine bells at 
this writing totals sixty-four, includ- 
ing the two latest (from British 


West Africa and Indonesia). And any 
day I’m apt to meet another member 
ef the figurine bell family.

Ever since I was quite a small 
child, the poem written by Edward 
Lear, entitled “The Owl and the 
Pussy-Cat” was of much concern for 
me, for more reasons than one. First 
being a lover of pussy cats, I could 
never understand such a _ strange 
match as an Owl and a Pussy Cat, 
and then another thing which troub- 
led me for some years was: “What 
is a runcible spoon! ?”

Perhaps no one piece of jewelry 
is more popular among women of 
today than the beautiful bands of 
gold and silver worn upon the wrist 
and forearm. And in this respect we 
differ but little from our sisters of 
long ago. 

From the ancients comes the love 
of bracelets, as well as of other ob- 
jects of adornment, and along with 
them comes the superstitions of the 
times. Not only civilized but un- 
civilized people loved these encircling 
bands of bronze and gold and silver. 

The word bracelet is derived from, 
brachium, meaning arm. So in olden 
times bracelets were more often 
called armlets, especially when worn 
by men. 


Sometimes they were painted in 
enamels of various colors. 

In the Bible there are three words 
for bracelets. The first is “Es’adah,” 
and can be taken as meaning armlets 
as worn by men. The second, “Samid,” 
seems to mean bracelets worn by the 
women of that period. The third, 
“Sheroth,” referred to an unusual

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chain-like bracelet worn by women 
only. And in second Samuel, we find 
mention of an armlet that was taken 
from the arm. of Saul by the Amale- 
kite that killed him, and was later 
presented to David. It was jeweled 
metal, worn then, as later, as a mark 
of royalty in those countries. These 
armlets, or bracelets, were worn 
above the elbow. 

The Persian kings of a far later 
day wore these costly armlets that 
once belonged to the great Mogul 
Emperors of India, and they were 
prized possessions. Well they might 
be, for they were beautiful beyond 
description, being set with dazzling 
jewels of almost unbelievable size 
and beauty. A world famous one is 
the “Darya-i-mur,” meaning “sea-of- 
light.” It is set with a marvelous dia- 
mond of 186 carats and 'worn on the 
right arm. Its mate, worn on the 
left arm, weighs 146 carats and is 
known as the “Taj-e-mah,” meaning 
“erown-of-the-moon.” 

The Medes and the Persians were 
noted for their love of armlets and 
among the early Jews the men and 
women vied with each other in the 
beauty and value of the bracelets 
they wore. 

Sometimes men, especially soldiers, 
had their arms weighted with gold 


and bronze bands of intricate design, 
and in spiral shape. They were worn 
as a protection against sword strokes 
as well as. ornaments. Generals, 
among the Romans, used to present 
bracelets to their favorites, who 
proudly displayed such gifts on both 
upper and fore-arm. And the Roman 
women wore bracelets both above 
and below the elbow. They were used 
everywhere as gifts and valued ac- 
cordingly. Arabs used them in the 
same way, especially as a sign of 
high favor; but mostly for women. 

Among the ancient Germans, brace- 
lets were almost the only ornament 
worn. Many very beautiful ones have 
been found in old graves and the 
skeletons of men have been found 
= arms half covered with brace- 
ets. 

The Germans seemed to favor the 
spiral form. The heavy ones worn by 
the men were often finished with 
either a ram’s head or that of a 
lion. Many of the spirals took the 
form of a snake, winding round and 
round the arm, ending in a head with 
gieaming jewels for eyes. Some were 
oval in shape with trumpet-like ends 
and with an opening to enable them 
to pass over the hand, much like 
those of today. 

Women’s bracelets were made of 
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mother-of-pearl, gold, silver, brass 
and copper. The Chinese made beau- 
tiful ones from jade. These were, of 
course, delicately carved by master 
workmen. 

In the bronze age the bracelets 
‘were of bronze or gold, as silver was 


unknown at that time. But they were 


highly ornamented. Later there were 
silver bracelets formed of plaited 
wire. These were common in the 
pagan age. 

In our grandmother’s time, the 
beautiful gold bands traced in black 
were most distinctive and are high- 
ly prized today. These separated with 
a clasp to let the hand through, and 
they fitted around the wrist. 

Again the simpler forms of yes- 
terday are giving way to wide and 
ornate bands of gold or silver; often 
with earrings to match, and several 
may be worn on one wrist. 

But the men no longer are seen 
with armlets of gold and precious 
stones, not in our country, at least. 
They gallantly bow out of the picture 
and leave the ladies to display their 
ornaments as they most desire. But 
men often choose the bracelet, and 
wisely, as a gift for the lady of 
their choice. For bracelets, rightly 
worn, add much to a lady’s costume 
and are highly prized by their owners.

Old Chinese Mandarin Squares 


The cover of this issue illustrates an 
eighteenth century, sixth rank Mandarin 


square, embroidered in colored silk. From 
the collection of Schuyler Cammann. 


Handsomely worked in bright col- 
ors, or gleaming with gold and silver 
thread, the old Chinese mandarin 
squares are a coilector’s delight. They 
are rectangular silk plaques with 
figures of birds or animals, which 
were made in pairs to decorate the 
clothing of Chinese nobles and of- 
ficials, as indications of their rank. 

The Ming dynasty introduced man- 
darin squares as insignia for the 
chest and back of robes in 1391, and 
they continued in use until the fall 
of the Ch’ing in 1911. The Manchus, 
who founded the Ch’ing dynasty in 
1644, introduced their own national 
costume, making a clean break with 
the old Chinese traditions, but they 
also took over the custom of man- 
darin squares, wearing them on their 
outer jackets. As the jackets opened 
down the middle, the front square 
of a Ch’ing pair is always split. 

Between 1391 and 1911, thousands 
of the squares were produced, and 
there were many different kinds. 
Costume traditions in China were 
anything but static or conservative, 
and styles were constantly changing 
just as they do here. In addition, 
aside from a few standard types of 
squares which seem to have been 
turned out by mass production dur- 
ing comparatively recent times, prac- 
tically all the mandarin squares were 
made up by individual makers who 
had considerable freedom for ex- 
pressing their own ideas. Thus, it is 
possible to find great variations in 
composition, in incidental decoration, 
and in the techniques used for mak- 
ing them, as well as varying degrees 
of quality. 

The different kinds of birds and 
animals provide variety in them- 
selves. Nine kinds of birds distin- 
guished the nine ranks of civil offic- 
ials, while eight species of animals 
designated the nine ranks of military 
officers; and a ninth animal marked

the Judges and officials of the Im- 
perial censorate. In addition, the high- 
est members of the Imperial Family 
wore round medallions with five- 
clawed dragons, while the other high 
nobles had squares with four-clawed 
ones. (During the Ch’ing dynasty 
lower nobles wore the squares of 
upper rank military officers.) 

In general, the same types of ani- 
mals and birds persisted throughout 
the Ming, and then—after certain 
changes in order—continued on 
through the Ch’ing. But they also 
were represented in different ways 
with changing fashions. By the mid- 
eighteenth century, though, they had 
become standardized both in their 
order and in the conventional ‘ways 
for representing them, so the col- 
lectcr can soon learn to recognize 
the squares for each rank from the 
later Ch’ing. 

The nine civil ranks were désig- 
nated by the crane, golden pheasant, 
peacock, wild goose, silver pheasant, 
egret, mandarin duck, quail, and par- 
adise flycatcher. The Ming had also 
used the oriole, but this was dropped 
at the beginning of the Ch’ing, and 
although it was later revived for 
the robes of imperial musicians, the 
latter were not officials, so the de- 
sign was purely ornamental and not 
an insignia. 

These birds do not always look like 
their prototypes in nature, but each 
has some outstanding characteristic 
by which it can be recognized, even 
when it is worked in gold or silver 
thread without the benefit of its dis- 
tinctive coloring. The collector rapid- 
ly learns to look for the high head 
and short tail feathers of the white 
crane, the two long and pointed tail 
plumes of the rank two golden pheas- 
ant, the peacock’s spreading train, 
the squarish head and plump body of 
the goose, the five serrated tail 
plumes of the rank five silver pheas- 
ant, the thin build and slender head 
plumes of the egret, the pointed head 
and short tail of the mandarin duck, 
the dumpy roundness of the quail, 


and the long dotted tail plumes of 
the flycatcher. 

The nine military ranks in the 
later Ch’ing used the mythical ch’i- 
lin, lion, leopard, tiger, bear, panther, 
rhinoceros (shared by the seventh 
and eighth ranks), and the “sea 
horse”; while the judges and cen- 
sors used the fabulous hsieh-chai 
monster. These animals present more 
of a problem in identificaticn. Only 
the spotted leopard, the striped tiger, 
and the tawny panther show any 
resemblance to originals in nature. 
The others are fantastic or imagin- 
ary beasts. The ch’i-lin can be recog- 
nized by his fierce dragon’s head 
and scale-covered body. More diffi- 
cult are the curly-headed Buddhist 
lion, and the “bear,” which looks 
deceptively like the lion except for 
fewer curls; both of them are us- 
ually shown in blue, yet sometimes 
are white. The hsieh-chai resembles 
both the lion and the bear, but he 
is always white and is further identi- 
fied by a small horn on his brow. 
The cowlike, spotted “rhinoceros” us- 
ually wears his horn on his forehead. 
totally unlike any real rhino, and the 
sea horse is very literally a white 
stallion, usually shown galloping over 
the waves. 


Much variation is also found in the 
composition of the birds or animals, 
and of the decorative elements that 
surround them. The Ming mandarin 
squares usually had two or more 
birds, and the animals were some- 
times shown in pairs, too, while the 
backgrounds were richly decorated 
with colored cloud streamers or large 
auspicious flowers. The Ch’ing 
squares were, in general, mor clut- 
tered with details. The typical Ch’ing 
square has a single bird or animal, 
standing on a rock in the midst of 
the sea ‘with the sky overhead, its 
background representing the universe 
in miniature. By convention, the bird 
or animal stares upward toward a 
sun dise in one of the upper corners, 
to symbolize the official looking up 
to his emperor, but its pose was not

so standardized. In addition to the 
several ways of representing the ani- 
mals or birds—in motion or at rest, 
naturalistically or in extreme her- 
aldic stance—they could either be 
facing the sun directly or looking 
back at it over the shoulder. Then, 
too, various lucky emblems, such as 
auspicious trees and plants, or magic 
jewels, were introduced in increasing 
numbers, to bring good fortune to 
the wearers and at the same time to 
fill out gaps in the designs. 


The techniques used in making the 
mandarin squares were also so nu- 
merous that they provide plenty of 
variety for the collector. One can 
find finely woven silk tapestries, rich 
brocades in silver or gold, and ex- 
quisite embroideries which often have 
their details worked in shredded pea- 
cock feathers, tiny coral beads, or 
seed pearls. Even the examples of 
more simple weaving and plainer 
embroidery show brilliant coloring 
and technical refinements, affording 
pleasure to the collector while pro- 
~~ handsome decorations for the 
ome. 


Not only are the mandarin squares 
very good-looking. They are also 
practical to collect. Since they are 
made of rather thin silks, they are 
light in weight, and, as their average 
measurement is about a foot square, 
they take up little space. They are 
well suited for a person who enjoys 
fine things but is concerned about 
the storage problem under modern 
living conditions. 


Furthermore, so many mandarin 
squares were made, during the five 
hundred and twenty years ‘when they 
were regularly being worn, that they 
are still rather common and not very 
expensive. Four of the five largest 





collections known to the writer were 
at least begun in China, but the 
fifth—and second largest—group was 
entirely assembled in New York City, 
so it is perfectly possible to get a 
fine selection without leaving this 
country. Since 1911 many examples 
have been brought back from the 
Orient by servicemen or retired mis- 
sionaries, and others can be found in 
shops selling Oriental goods, often 
among the textile scraps remounted 
to serve as table runners. The old 
Ming ones are of course very rare 
compared to the later Ch’ing ones, 
but they also occasionally turn up. 


Mandarin squares can be easily 
framed, or simply placed under glass 
on tables or trays for effective dis- 
piay. The main thing is never to use 
them for table mats under lamps or 
vases, as their delicate threads rapid- 
ly go to pieces under the sharp edge 
of a vase or a heavy lamp base. 
These magnificent insignia deserve 
to be appreciated for themselves 
alone, and properly cared for.

1825), for the first time to an Amer- 
ican audience. It will also be shown 
in the following museums: Cleveland 
Museum of Art, and Detroit Insti- 
tute of Arts, City Art Museum of 
St. Louis, and the Baltimore Museum 
of Art. An illustrated catalogue with 
introduction by Paul Leonard Ganz 
has been published. 


“Chinese Gold and Silver” from the 
Kempe Collection in Stockholm open- 
ed on January 27 at the Seattle Art 
Museum. Sponsored by the Swedish 
Embassy, this outstanding exhibition 
consists of 175 rare objects dating 
from the late Chou Period to the 
Ming Dynasty. They are also intro- 
duced here for the first time. The 
Seattle showing will be followed by 
a tour of eight museums including 
the Los Angeles County Museum; 
De Young Museum, San Francisco; 
Minneapolis Institute of Arts; Art 
Institute of Chicago; Nelson Gallery 
of Art, Kansas City, Mo.; and City 
Art Museum of St. Louis. The illus- 
trated catalogue was prepared by Bo 
Gyllensvard of the National Museum, 
Stockholm. 


An exhibition of more than 125 
“American Drawings” opened at the 
Cooper Union Museum, New York, 
January 29. It was organized by the 
Smithsonian Institution for circula- 
tion abroad under the auspices of the 
United States Information Agency. 
E. Maurice Bloch, Keeper of Draw- 
ings and Prints of the Cooper Union 
Museum, made the selection, which 
includes famous examples by the 
following artists: Audubon, Bellows, 
Blakelock, Cassatt, Copley, Eakins, 
Homer, Inness, Jarvis, Johnson, Mar- 
tin, Moran, Peale, Sargent, Stuart, 
Sully, Trumbull, Vanderlyn, West, 
and Wood, among others. Fifty lead- 
ing museums and private collections 
are represented in this survey, which 
is the largest and most comprehens- 
ive of its kind ever held in the United 
States. 


16th Century 
Flemish Tapestries 
At Metropolitan 


A magnificent set of four 16th 
century Flemish tapestries, a recent 
gift to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art from the Hearst Foundation in 
memory of William Randolph Hearst, 
went on exhibition in the Great Hall, 
February 19, 1954, according to Fran- 
cis Henry Taylor, Director of the 
Museum. 


Woven in Brussels about 1520, 
when the Flemish workshops were 
unquestionably the finest in the 
world, the well - preserved, colorful 
tapestries combine the style and con- 
tent of both the Middle Ages and 
the Renaissance. Appropriately, their 
first showing at the Metropolitan 
coincides with the opening of seven- 
teen modernized galleries of Medie- 
val and Renaissance sculpture and 
decorative art. 


Edith A. Standen, Associate Cur- 
ator_of Renaissance Art, calls the 
Hearst tapestries, each twenty-four 
feet wide and fourteen feet high, “as 
large as they are splendid—objects 
of the finest craftsmanship and rich- 
est beauty.” 


The four tapestries representing 
The Springtime, Summer, Autumn, 
and Winter of Life illustrate the 
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Twelve Ages of Man. Each tapestry 
covers an 18-year period in a life- 
span of 72 years and relates the 
period to particular months of the 
year. All four are filled with people 
and animals, birds and flowers, land- 
scapes and buildings. 


“These tapestries hold a_ distin- 
guished place in the extraordinary 
sequence of noble hangings that are 
preserved at The Cloisters and at 
the main building of the Metropoli- 
tan,” says Miss Standen, “a sequence 
that runs from the 14th century Nine 
Heroes and the world-famous Uni- 
corn tapestries of the Middle Ages 
through equally splendid Renaissance 
and 18th century examples and down 
to the present-day revival of the 
art.’ 


Miss Standen thinks it likely that 
the tapestries were designed by Jan 
van Room, a distinguished artist of 
the late 15th and early 16th century. 
Although there is no coat-of-arms or 
motto to identify the person 'who 
ordered the hangings, it is consid- 
ered possible that they could have 
been commissioned by the Duchess 
Margaret of Austria, Regent of the 
Netherlands. 


The first tapestry covers the first 
age of man, from birth to 18. This 
period is symbolized by the goddess 
Venus, and related to the first three 
months of the year—January, Feb- 
ruary and March. The second age of 
man, from 18 to 36, is personified 
by Ceres, goddess of the harvest, and 
relates to April, May and June. The 
god of wine, Bacchus, and the months 
July, August and September relate 
to the third age of man, from 36 to 
54, and the god of winds, Aeolus, 
and the months of October, November 
and December, are associated with 
the last quarter of man’s life.

I have quoted the references on 
this famous maker almost in full in 
order to show the surpassing im- 
portance of this clock. Incidentally, 
Mr. Bell indicates a date of 1790 for 
this piece. 

This clock is completely fascinat- 
ing to me and I could go on almost 
endlessly about it. 

The pinwheel escapement which 
controls it was developed by. Jean 
Andre LePaute of Paris in 1753. It 
is said that this escapement was 
widely used in Europe during the 
second half of the eighteenth century. 
I have detailed drawings and des- 
criptions of this escapement in the 
book “It’s About Time” but unfor- 
tunately cannot show them here. It 
is however quite ingenious. 

A most interesting feature of this: 
piece is the gridiron pendulum swing- 
ing above the movement. I would 
love to.be able to examine this me- 
chanism. The gridiron pendulum was 
of course constructed to compensate 
for temperature changes and was 
used on only the finest regulator 
clocks. 

Illustration No. 7 is described as: 

“An ebonized bracket clock by 
Matthew Hill of London. The brass 
and gilt arch dial has a silvered 


chapter ring and two subsidary dials

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Make Way For 
the Brownies! 


Old timers will remember when 
the Palmer Cox Brownies ran and 
danced and capered their merry way 
through the pages of late 19th cen- 
tury literature, bringing fun and 
smiies alike to children and grown- 
ups. The Brownies became a tra- 
dition, and still are enjoyed by those 
who happily come across these gay 
little elves when thumbing through 
old copies of St. Nicholas or other 
classics for the very young. 

Of course the Brownies were made 
into dolls, both real and paper, the 
former usually of cloth. Advertisers 
were quick to take advantage of the 
immense popularity of the Brownies, 
and what better way .than through 
the medium of the paper doll. Al- 
though many were printed, few re- 
main. Imagine how excited the writer 
was to find almost a complete set— 
fifteen of the sixteen paper doll 
Brownies offered by the New York 
Biscuit Company in 1895 to adver- 
tise their “latest novelty in biscuits” 
to the mamas and papas of the 
younger set. See the back cover of 
the Brownie costume, Sketch No. 2, 
into which the head and torso of 
the Brownie, Fig. 1, is inserted 
through the opening at the neckline 
of the costume. A bend at the shoul- 
ders enables the doli to stand. On 
the reverse side of the costume is 
printed: ‘When you have secured a 
set of these Brownies, your duty 
and privilege are but half accom- 
plished. Test the Brownies in Bis- 
cuits, and your pleasure will be com- 
plete. The proof of the Brownies 
is in the eating.” 

On the inside of the back cover 
is printed: “A full set of 16 of these 
celebrated Palmer Cox’s Brownies 
can be obtained by sending four 2c 
stamps with your name and address 
to any of the following branches:

No. 6 is a Turkish gentleman with 
red and yellow striped coat over 
yellow and green striped bloomers, 
the latter matching his turban. A 
large “snicker-snee” with a red han- 
dle is held in place by a green sash. 
Red shoes match a red decoration in 
his turban, and green socks match 
the sash. 

The bemonacled Dude, No. 7, wears 
black coat, top hat and shoes, white 
trousers with pink pin stripe, white 
collar, red tie. 

The jockey, No. 8, is clad in yel- 
low tights with red and white striped 
cap and jacket. 

No. 9, the King, seems very pleased 
with himself. He wears red tights, 
and his green jacket matches the 
green cap of his golden crown.

No. 15, the Spaniard, is resplend- 
ent in blue tights and plum colored 
jacket trimmed with yellow braid, 
and a pale blue cap with red scarf 
to match the red sash around his 
waist. 

The _ serious-looking little China- 
man, No. 16, wears a lavender ki- 
mono fastened with black buttons 
taped together.

Some 
of the “Brownie books” such as 
“Brownies and Other Stories,” and 
“The Famous Adventures of the 
Brownies” were written by E. Veale, 
but illustrated by Palmer Cox. 
There seems to be nothing on the 
life of Palmer Cox in that famous 
institution, the Library of Congress. 
One has to form a picture of his 
gentle ways and quaint humor 
through the books he wrote, and 
especially through his creation, the 
Brownies. “Brownies,” he says, “Tike 
fairies and goblins, are imaginary 
little sprites, who are supposed to 
delight in harmless pranks and help- 
ful deeds. They work and sport while 
weary households sleep, and never 
allow themselves to be seen by mortal 
eyes.

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HATS---for Easter 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Hats are nearly as old as humans. Perhaps prehistoric 
men and women did not wear hats, as we know them to- 
day. But head-coverings of some sort are as old as 
history, although their origins may be hidden in the mists 
of Time 

When it comes to shape, style and originality of con- 
cept, hats have few limitations. One need venture only 
a glance at the subject to realize what quantities and 
varieties of hats have been worn, at one time or another. 
Although “Hat” is a short and simple word, it calls to 
mind an array of concoctions which, most of them, are 
far from simple! 

On buttons, a great variety of hats appear: there are 
helmets, for example, (which are a study in themselves) 
and other types of military headgear, as well as crowns, 
mitres, Liberty caps, scarves or shawls, and head-dresses 
characteristic of different times and countries. These I 
may picture someday; but for this group, I chose to show 
“civilian” or “costume” hats only. 

And since men as well as women have been known to 
dress up for Easter (albeit under protest!) they and 
some of their hats are included. 


No. 1 is typical of those buttons which represent hats 
as they are,—not merely pictures of them, in perspective. 
It is, in effect, a miniature hat, made of brass and turned 
into button by the addition of a shank. Caps, also, were 
made in this “bird’s-eye-view” fashion, (See HOBBIES 
for July, 1949); and there are modern buttons very 
similar to this old button of c. 1885. 

Nos. 2, 8 and 4 are Goofies, of a superior kind. These 
and similar Heads are found in sets, and come in differ- 
ent colors. The Bronze set, to which Nos. 2 and 4 belong, 
is exceptionally well-designed and made. No 2 shows a 
typical Turban*, No. 3, a Fez**, and No. 4 a Coolie Hat. 
All are made of Modern Plastic with self-shanks. 

No. 5, like No. 1, is a whole-Hat,—a miniature straw 
“Sailor”, which is found in many colors and color com- 
binations. I have twelve of these hats, all different, and 
doubtless there are others. Modern Plastic with self- 
shank. 

No. 6 depicts a sixteenth century lady with Picture 
Hat, which looks as if it were made of satin or silk. The 
button is one-piece, bronze-finished brass, with cut-out 
background. 

No. 7 shows “Charlie McCarthy,” complete with mon- 
ocle and top hat. Whether or not “Charlie” is one of a 
set, I can’t say; perhaps some Goofy specialist (or rather, 
some Specialist on Goofies!) can enlighten me. Another 
button tall hat is worn by “Mr. Pickwick,” (See HOB- 
BIES for April, 1946). Tall hats became fashionable in 
the early nineteenth century, and developed from_the 
narrow-brimmed “Steeple-crown” ‘through the “Bell- 


crown” and “Stove-pipe” to the more conservative Top- 
hat of to-day. 

No. 8 portrays a belle of the 1880’s. If it were not for 
the excess of trimming, her hat could be worn today 
without causing comment. She appears on a one-piece gilt 
button with cut-out background. c. 1900. 

No. 9 show a Sombrero, made “in the round” out of 
wood, with band and tassel of colored yarn. These buttons 
were sold in “self-sets” in the ten cent stores, not long 
ago. 

No. 10 — This well-known hat is shown in high relief 
on a one-piece button of bronze-finished, with etched 
floral background. Another example of the straw Picture 
Hat, it is of a style current in the early nineteenth 
century. I am tempted to call it a “Bonnet,” but a Bonnet, 
I believe, must have strings or ribbons that can be tied 
under the chin. 


No. 11 is a “Tyrolean Hat” in Modern Plastic. Such 
hats are characterized by a stand-up quill or feathers, 
and were originally worn (presumably) in the Tyrol. 
This button, which is the only “sew-through” in the 
group, comes in several colors. 

Nos. 12 and 15, although Goofies, are timeless and con- 
servative hat shapes, never wholly out of style for certain 
occasions. No. 12 was sold, I think, in “self-sets” of 
different colors; but No. 15 appeared in the “Accessory 
Set,” with gloves, handbag, handkerchief, etc. Both 
are of Modern Plastic with self-shanks. c. 1935. 

No. 13 shows another “Tyrolean Hat,” worn by a Swiss 
or Tyrolean lady. A modern button, it is found in several 
sizes and in both brass and “silvered” finish. Self-shank. 

No. 14 is a bronze-finished brass button, with raised 
design. The little girl’s straw hat (or bonnet?) is of the 
period between 1880-90. 

No. 16 shows a “War Bonnet” (and wearer) in dark 
blue Modern Plastic. Self-shank. 

No. 17—This “Kate Greenaway” girl in plumed 
Picture Hat, is rendered in silver lustre on a Black Glass 
button. 

No. 18— So many Hats require at least one Hat-box! 
It is made of china, colored light blue, dark blue, white 
and gilt. Self-shank. 


No. 19—‘“Father Knickerbocker” in steeple-crowned 


“Beaver” winds up this Easter display. Worn by the 
Pilgrims and Puritans, hats like this were a variation 
of the broad-rimmed Cavalier Hats of the seventeenth 
century. (See HOBBIES for April 1950, and BUTTON 
PARADE, p. 94, No.6). The Puritans disapproved of the 
plumes and ribbons worn by the Cavaliers, and used only

buckles or plain bands on their “Beavers.” Later, these 
plain hats became “bicornes” or “tricornes” when the loose, 
flapping brims were turned up on two or three sides, as 
need or fashion dictated. ‘Father Knickerbocker” is 
found in gilt, “silver” and several colors of Modern 
Plastic. 

While drawing these hats, I became more and more 
interested in my subject—for what female can long 
resist a Hat? It is interesting to note that current hat 
styles owe more to simple (male) head-coverings (like 
Nos. 2, 3 and 4) than to the frilly, elaborate, ultra- 
feminine creations fashionable in years past. But now- 
adays, nearly anything goes in (or en) a hat! I have 
often maintained that a woman could go forth (as one 
did a few years ago) wearing a lampshade or other small 
household object on her head, and no one would even 
give her a second look! I have a little flower-trimmed 
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straw-and-velvet Bonnet (with strings) which my grand- 
mother wore about 1875. It is in perfect condition, and 
sometime I am going to wear it downtown. I doubt if 
its antiquity will even be noticed! 

Westbrook Pegler once wrote a suverb article about 
Women’s Hats, which—But I must not pursue the sub- 
ject any further; this is supposed to be a Button article! 

On buttons or off, Hats are fascinating, however frivo- 
lous. And Hat Collecting, I suspect, was a hobby long 
before Button Collecting was ever thought of!

to take no chances of its getting too 
hot. The wax will melt consider- 
ably under the temperature that 
would damage an old painting, but 
an electric iron can reach a temper- 
ature hot enough to melt paint very 
readily. Here again it is a good idea 
to place a piece of paper under the 
painting, and another on top of the 
patch, to prevent adherence to the 
table or work-bench, and to absorb 
excess wax. 

Although not by any means a 
conventional method, a small piece 
of surgical adhesive tape may even 
be used on the back of a painting 
to close a small hole or rip, though 
its removai at some subsequent date 
might be more difficult than one of 
the other methods suggested above, 
and it might not be stiff enough to 
give adequate support in some cases. 

Once a patch is firmly attached to 
the back of the canvas, any adhering 
papers should be soaked off, using 
just the very minimum of water on 
a rag or sponge, and exuded wax 
or white lead on the face of the 
painting gently removed with a small 
knife or razor blade. If a good re- 
pair has been made, and the edges 
are well met, retouching may con- 
sist of only coloring the edges of the 
rent to render them inconspicuous. 

In extreme cases on the other hand 
the resulting cracks may have to be 
puttied up with glazing putty—ap- 
plied under a magnifying glass—and 
the surface of the putty retouched 
to match the surrounding paint sur- 
face. In retouching of any kind on 
a painting it is a good principle never 
to cover any more surface with new 
paint than absolutely necessary, Con- 
fine your brush work to the damaged 
portion, and do not attempt to cam- 
ouflage by covering the artists’ origin- 
al paint surface, as the new paint 
will always show by difference and 
the less of it showing the better. The 
process is very similar to “spotting” 
photographs where blemishes caused 
by dust particles on the negative or 
paper and showing in the prints are 
rendered invisible by gently touch- 
ing them with a brush.

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Fashions in Colonial America 


The first half of the eighteenth 
century was a time of much prosper- 
ity in the seaports and other large 
towns of Colonial America, and the 
beaux galants, the merchants, 
their wives and children dressed in 
the styles prevailing in England and 
France. For daily wear the men wore 
coats of cloth with breeches and 
buckled shoes, powdered wigs, and 
cocked hats. For social functions 
they had suits of fine colored cloth 
or velvet with beautifully brocaded 
waistcoats, broad cuffs, and fine lace 
ruffles and neckties. About the middle 
of the century plum-colored cloth 
became very fashionable for men’s 
suits and the gentlemen wore pig- 
tails. About this time the stylish 
square-toed shoes were discarded by 
both men and ‘women in favor of 
those with pointed toes. Instead of 
a sword, the man about town now 
carried a long stick—the ancestor of 
aaa affected a mincing 
wa 


The snuffbox was an absolute ne- 
cessity for the young man of fashion. 
In fact, everyone took snuff, the 
fashionable and the unfashionable, 
only the fashionable went to school 
to learn how to use it with style. 
The others got along as best they 
could with soiled hands and stained 
clothing. Many of the “nutmeg grat- 
ers” collected today are really snuff 
grinders because snuff came pressed 
in a little hard cake. Collecting snuff- 
boxes became the greatest hobby of 
the day. They were made of gold 
and silver, of jade and lapis lazuli, 
of agate and porcelain,-and of papier- 
mache. They were set with diamonds 
and rubies. They came from France, 
from England, and from China. Some 
had little spoons made of gold or 
other material to help the ladies 
keep dainty while enjoying the sweet 
stuff. Not only in America was it 
fashionable to use snuff and to col- 
lect the little bejeweled boxes and 
bottles. Pompadour, Josephine, and 
other ladies of the French court, the

ladies of England, and their gentle- 
men, as well as the fashionable ladies 
and gentlemen of all the Colonial 
towns had their beautiful snuffboxes 
—sometimes hundreds of them. To- 
day many of these bring fabulous 
prices. One sold not so long ago for 
$36,000! 

Gilbert Stuart, one of the great 
artists of eighteenth century Amer- 
ica, ‘was the son of the owner of a 
Snuff-Mill. There at North Kingston, 
Rhode Island, Gilbert was born in 
1755. 

Gorgeous as was the male of the 
species in this fashionable period, 
he was surpassed in all respects by 
the ladies of such seacoast towns as 
Salem and Boston, Massachusetts, 
New York City, Philadelphia and 
Williamsburg. Ships from the Indies 
and China brought beautiful materi- 
als for costumes, and constant com-

munication between England, France, 
and the colonies enabled them to 
keep up with the latest fashions. 
Jointed dolls were dressed in the 
newest styles by the London and 
Paris couturiers and sent to the col- 
onies by monthly packet in much the 
same manner as the French fashion 
magazines of today. Upon their ar- 
rival the dolls were displayed in 
shops and store windows, were stud- 
ied, admired, and avidly copied by 
ladies of fashion. Many of these 
dolls have since found their home 
in today’s doll collections. 

Coiffures and caps— “tower and 
commode”—were extravagantly high, 
sometimes as much as two feet. Skirt 
hoops varied during the period. At 
first they were very full on all sides, 
then they flattened out in front and 
back and bulged at the sides. Pounds 
of whalebone ‘were worn by every

time were not made of two-way- 
stretch elastic. They were a formid- 
able and rigid part of the costume. 
A black mask was often worn in 
the winter to protect the face from 
the cold and one of green silk as a 
protection from the summer’s hot 
sun when riding horseback. Arms, 
faces, and necks were carefully 
swathed against tanning, which was 
not in good taste for ladies. 
Accessories of all kinds were in 
abundance—lace tippets; diamond and 
paste buckles; diamond necklaces and 
earrings; hoods and bonnets; aprons 
(long, then short, then long again 
as the century advanced) ; the gypsy 
straw hat of 1745; the French curls 
of the same period which are de- 
scribed as “looking like eggs strung 
in order on a wire and tied around 
the head”; silver hair pegs; sleeve 
buttons of gold and silver; silver 
cloak clasps; silk and linen handker- 
chiefs; much beautiful lace and em- 
broidery; and, of course, the pom- 
ander balls of sweet scent; the etui 


which hung from the waist and held 
scissors, thimble and other neces- 
sities —the great-grandchild of the 
chatelaine of medieval days; and the 
ever-present snuffbox and fan. 

According to Frances M. Caulkins 
in her “History of Norwich, Connecti- 
cut,” published in 1866 and referring 
to this Colonial period: “Women of 
mature age wore close linen caps. 
Parasols and umbrellas were unknown 
or of rare occurrence, but a fan 
nearly a foot and a half in length, 
and spreading like the train of a 
peneock, was often carried to keep 
off the sun as well as to catch the 
air. At one period feathers were 
much worn upon the head, surmount- 
ing a high turban of gauze or mus- 
lin raised on wire and adorned also 
with ribbon. 

“A lady in full dress for great 
oceasions displayed a rich brocade 
with open skirt and trained petti- 
coat trimmed with lace; an embroi- 
dered stomacher and full ruffles at 
the elbow. Hood and scarf were of 
silk. No sumptuary laws restrained 
the feminine taste for rich attire at

this period. When the ladies walked 
out, they threw the end of the train 
over the right arm. The foot ‘was 
dressed in a silk stocking, a sharp- 
toed slipper, often made of embroi- 
dered satin and with a high heel.” 

And children were little replicas of 
their fathers and mothers so far as 
costume went. 

All this, of course, does not apply 
to the laboring man or woman, to 
the inland villagers, to the servants 
whose outfits were provided by the 
employer. These wore the simple 
clothes usual to their groups every- 
where. 

And throughout the centuries there 
has always been a close relationship 
between costumes, customs, houses 
and accessories. What, then, of the 
homes of this period. It would not 
be possible to picture anything more 
graciously beautiful than one of these 
Colonial homes such as the Govern- 
or’s Palace at Williamsburg or the 
Great House of Governor Benning 
Wentworth on Little Harbor, Ports- 
mouth, N. H., on the night of a 
banquet. The long table in the dining 
room with its snow-white cloth, the 
shining silver-and-crystal candelabra 
holding a myriad of lighted candles, 
the silver, the china, and the crystal. 
And around this lighted and gleam- 
ine board, the men and women in 
their gorgeous costumes, elaborately 
coiffed, and sparkling with jewels. 
Perhaps it would be equaled by the 
beauty of the ballroom in the shim- 
mering light of hundreds of candles 
in chandeliers and side lights, their 
lusters agleam, as the beautifully 
costumed men and women wove to 
and fro in the cadenced measures of 
the stately minuet to the wailing of 
a violin and the thin tinkle of the 
harpsichord.

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Notes on Collecting 
Collection starts with Amber Bowl

It started with me the same way 
it starts with so many people. If 
anyone had told me a year ago I’d 
be a collector of antiques I’d believe 
them the way I believe the fortune- 
telling penny scales. 

If Granemother hadn’t left me that 
amber fruit bowl it probably never 
would have happened. The thing sat 
around the house for years, scarcely 
noticed except in moments of impa- 
tience at the lack of a suitable space 
for it, or its failure to harmonize 
with other decorations. In darker mo- 
ments of discontent I even considered 
hiding it in the attic. Conscience 
however, soon won out, and Grand- 
mother’s bowl remained downstairs. 

Visiting a friend, I was admiring 
bric-a-brac in her china cabinet when 
I spied—guess what! Three sauce 
dishes that looked like our fruit 
bowl. “Ooh, aren’t they cute!” I 
chirped, and proceeded to tell her all 
about it. 

Even before my last words trailed 
off in consternation at my slip, she 
had them out of the cabinet and 'was 
thrusting them at me, a triumphant 
gleam in her eyes. “So glad you like 
them,” she purred. “I’ve been wanting 
to get—uh, give you some little 
thing.” 

And there I stood, holding those 
gaudy monstrosities and wishing 
mother had insisted more on my 
keeping quiet when I was a child. 

Now comes the part I can’t ex- 
plain. What happens in the transi- 
tion of a perfectly normal person 
into an avid, feverish collector? When 
I took the three sauces home and set 
them down by Grandmother’s bowl 
and saw how perfectly they matched, 
something clicked inside me. Anyone 
could see those dishes were made for 
one another. The color, the pattern 
of grapes and leaves, the way all 


the edges flared and ruffled so iden- 
tically was positively touching. It was 
as though I were witnessing the re- 
union of a mother and three children 
after years of separation. 

I looked at the bowl with new re- 
spect. Instead of the garish amber I 
had deplored, the color suddenly 
seemed a royal gold. The dishes 
were beautiful! Why hadn’t I known 
it before? Grouping them in a place 
of honor on the buffet, flanked by 
the best pair of candlesticks in the 
house, I filled the bowl with about 
twenty dollars worth of the fanciest 
artificial fruit in town, then stood 
back to study the effect. Magnificent! 

Next day I happened to be passing 
an antique shop. There just happened 
to ad a parking space in front, and, 
well— 

The man in the shop looked sym- 
pathetically as I naively gave a de- 
scription of my wants. “Amber, you 
say? With iridescence? Grapes? Oh, 
youw’re looking for Carnival glass. 
Yes, I think I have three tumblers.” 

Three! And I with three sauces! 
Fairly trembling, I followed him to 
a shelf in the rear and he lifted the 
golden glowing rainbow-tinted dar- 
lings down. My hands shook so that 
I was almost afraid to touch them. 
Finally I remembered to ask the 
price. I recall a blurred sense of 
shock when he quoted it, something 
like I’ve been told a drunk driver 
feels when he rams a fire hydrant. 

It didn’t matter! Nothing mattered 
except that I got home with my 
treasures intact. At about five miles 
an hour, heckled by frequent blasts 
of auto horns, and glared at by pe- 
destrians who evidently took me for 
a student driver without an instruc- 
tor, I reached that haven at last. 

Right from the start, kind friends 
hastened to assure me my pct glass 


is not really very old, or very valu- 
able either, as antiques go. It does- 
n’t bother me at all. I just smile 
vaguely with a far-away look, and 
they go away shaking their heads. 

I don’t tell what I want in an- 
tique shops any more. The sharp 
technique is to snoop around, pricing 
everything including what you really 
want. That way, the dealer doesn’t 
know whether you’re going to buy 
Burmese or old cow bells, and the 
price remains surprisingly stable. Of 
course, your local dealers soon get 
to know you, and to know better than 
jack up their prices as you smarten 
up. But there’s the challenge of the 
ever-widening circle of antique shops 
from Here to the farthest boundaries 
of Yonder left to explore, the treas- 
ures to find, the thrills to experience. 

My seven pieces of amber Carni- 
val expanded to scores. All available 
space overflows with its gorgeous 
golden magnificence. We are serious- 
ly considering building on a wing to 
house the increase. 

No, I can’t explain it. All I know 
is, I love the stuff, and if you don’t 
collect old glass, I pity you from the 
bottom of my heart.

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Corning Museum 
Awards Fellowships 


Two research fellowships in the 
study of glass have been awarded 
by The Corning Museum of Glass at 
ae Corning Glass Center, Corning,

‘John E. Brown, curator of educa- 
tion at The John Herron Art Mu- 
seum, Indianapolis, and Tho:aas J. 
McCormick, Jr., research assistant at 
the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, 
Richmond, have been selected to un- 
dertake one month of resident study 
at the Corning institution. 

The fellowships were made avail- 
able to professional museum person- 
nel for specialized training in dis- 
playing, cataloging and shipping mu- 
seum glassware, according to. Thomas 
S. Buechner, Corning Museum di- 
rector. The students will examine 
the collections of the museum; use 
its library for related research; study 
decorative technique and design; and 
observe the education, community and 
recreation programs at the Corning 
Glass Center. 

Brown received a bachelor of arts 
degree at Western Reserve Univer- 
sity and continued graduate study 
there and at the Sorbonne. He was 
associated with the Cleveland Mu- 
seum of Art before appointment to 
the Indianapolis museum. 

McCormick is in charge of re- 
search and installation of glass ex- 
hibitions at the Virginia institution. 
He received a master of fine arts 
degree from Princeton University. 

The Corning Glass Center was 
erected in 1951 to present the com- 
nlete story of man’s achievements 
with the material, glass. The com- 
prehensive collections of its museum 
contain representative pieces from 
every glass-producing civilization and

in the arch for regulation and strike/ 
silent. The eight-day verge move- 
ment with nicely engraved back- 
plate is in an ebonized case with gilt 
firecone finials and a handle at the 
top of the bell moulding. 17%4” high. 
Cirea 1765.” 


Baillie lists Matthew Hill as a 
clockmaker in London 1744 to 1790. 
He was at first located on Devon- 
shire Street and in 1777 he moved to 
Upper Charlotte Street. The dating 
on this cloek is therefore approxi- 
mately correct. 


The eight-day verge movement 
spoken of in the description refers of 
course to the crown wheel and verge 
type of escapement which was used 
to control clock movements prior to 
the advent of the anchor escapement 
about 1678 and in fact was used 
long after that. These various im- 
portant types of escapements have 
been described in previous articles. 


The signature of the maker can 
be dimly seen in the dial arch. 


This is a truly fine specimen of 
English Bracket Clocks of the period. 


Illustration No. 8 is another ex- 
cellent example of English Bracket 
Clocks and is of an earlier vintage. 
The description in the circular reads 
as follows: 


“An important Bracket Clock by 
Francis Robinson who was appren- 
ticed to Henry Jones and was Master 
of the Clockmaker’s Company in 
1725. The eight-day time-piece move- 
ment with verge escapement and pull 
one-quarter hour repeat on three 
bells is contained in an attractive 
ebony veneered case with original 
front frets, urn finials and brass 
handle. The oblong gilt and silvered 
dial has the maker’s name engraved 
above the chapter ring. The unusual 
crown and orb spandrels are of ex- 
ceptionally fine quality. Of especial 
note are the original beautifully 
pierced steel hands. A pendulum 
shows through the upper aperture in 
the dial and the date is indicated in 
— window. 1314” high. Circa 


I have previously written about 
and illustrated a clock with a pendu- 
lum showing through an opening in 
the dial. This is, of course, a false 
pendulum which is connected to the 
front of the verge while the real 
pendulum swings from the back. It 
was put there because people like to 
see the swinging pendulum and for 
convenience in starting the clock. 


I am extremely puzzled by one 
feature of this clock. It is described 
as a striking and repeating clock 
and yet there is only one key hole. 
This might indicate that both the 
time train and the striking train are 
powered by one spring. This would 
be a most unusual arrangement in- 
deed. Frankly, I don’t know. 


There is enough material supplied 
to me by Mr. G. H. Bell for another 
article and this will appear in the 
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next issue of HOBBIES. From there 
on, I am faced with something of 
a dilemma. 


Heretofore, I have tried to an- 
swer on an individual basis all of 
the many letters that come to me 
seeking information. This load is 
becoming heavier every month and 
I can no longer handle it by direct 
correspondence. 


Because of this, my thought now is 
to turn a part of this Department at 
least to a question and answer sec- 
tion on old clocks and watches. The 
questions that come to me and the 
answers that I have been giving by 
individual mail would I believe be 
both interesting and helpful to our 
readers in general. The conduct of 
such a section will of course require 
a considerable amount of time and 
research on my part. I am willing 
to undertake it nevertheless in the 
desire to help the ever increasing 
number of people who are becoming 
interested in old timepieces. 


I will welcome questions from now 
on with the understanding that as 
many as possible will be answered in 
the “On Time” section of HOBBIES.

When preparing questions to send 
to me, please refer to the article in 
the “On Time” section of HOBBIES 
for February 1954. This article out- 
lines the basic information I need in 
order to find a reasonably intelligent 
answer. : 


Please do not ask me to set a 
value on a clock or watch. This is 
the business of a professional ap- 
praiser and I cannot enter into it. 


It is not my intention to turn this 
Department solely into a question 
and answer forum. As often as I am 
able to obtain interesting illustrations 
and descriptions of unique and differ- 
ent timepieces, I will incorporate 
this data in the section.

finally a “family costume and ‘ma- 
terial record.” Working with scraps 
of material used for clothing first 
her children and later her grand- 
children, Mrs. Jones has made re- 
plicas of their dress since they were 
quite young. 

At present she has four dolls of 
different sizes; the smaller ones be- 
ing used as models for the smaller 
bits of fabric. Sometimes she can 
actually make a true replica of a

Adjectives and adverbs have lost 
their punch and precision since 
Americana, and the rest of the world, 
quit speaking with its hands, arms, 
shoulders and heads, and began to 
speak with mouths only. The real 
linguistic Tower of Babel in the 
world has been built almost in our 
time. Tomorrow may see it crumb- 
ling down. 

The pre-Columbian American In- 
dian, that great primitive tourist of 
all time, carried a built-in foreign 
dictionary. His adjectives were part 
of his nouns. The general positions 
of fingers, hands, arms, and heads 
were his nouns. Their variations in 
detail were his adjectives. His verbs 
were the movements of those nouns. 
His adverbs were the precise varia- 
tions in speed or nature of those 
movements. A Parisian garcon could 
probably understand what such an 
Indian wanted to eat and how he 
wanted it cooked. For Paris, the 
linguistic river of babel flowing 
through it for centuries, has retain- 
ed the primitive power to speak by 
gestures better than any other part 
of the old world. 

Words are sounds that became so 
associated with certain gestures that 
they might be used without the ges- 
tures, and be understood. When Gu- 
tenberg, of the facile and no doubt 
expressive hands, laid down his carv- 
ing knife after forming the letter Z, 
he must have sighed at how little of 
expressive gestures could ever be put 
into clumsy combinations of type. 

Mr. Gutenberg’s little wood blocks 
spread rapidly around the world, and 
were arranged in each part of the 
world to represent the local sound 
associated with the same basic ges- 
tures used throughout the world in 
much the same manner. A babel of 
word forms was added to the babel 
of sounds. Yet we walk down the 
aisles of any antiques-show and read 
with much accuracy the gestures 
written by artists half a world and 
a thousand years away. 

On regular passenger schedules, 
Pam Martin flies across a thousand 
variations of this babel in less than 
four days. If she had looked and 
listened carefully in Cairo, Karachi, 
Bankok, or Okinawa, she would have 


found the five year old boys using 
the same words and gestures for 
airplanes and for jets that are used 
by five year olds on State Street or 
Beacon Street. The citizens of to- 
morrow are building a language for 
the world of tomorrow on basic 
sounds and basic gestures . 

If Miss Martin in flight had been 
able to listen in on the radio reports 
of her trip broadcast from Madrid, 
Istanbul, Teheran or Saigon, she 
would have recognized many of the 
words from aviation and modern in- 
vention that were on the air waves 
at the same time from Des Moines 
and Shreveport. Invention for to- 
morrow is building a new world 
language for tomorrow. Who will 
care too much tomorrow whether it 
is spelled and pronounced “cheval,” 
“caballo,” or “horse.” 

We have reviewed the stage of 
Americana when linguists were dis- 
cussing Esperanto and scientists the 
splitting of the atom. Now that we 
have zipped through the stage of 
splitting the atom, left it behind and 
entered the stage of fusion of the 
nuclei for greater power, we should 
not be too surprised if we wake up 
a week from Thursday and find the 
world understanding a new common 
language. 

Medicine, mechanics, chemistry, 
biology and other sciences have for 
two centuries been building a common 
language in polysyllables. Only the 
monosyllables remain as _ the basic 
cause of linguistic babel. Perhaps in 
the primitives may be found the key 
to unlock that confusion. We chal- 
lenge the collectors of Indian relics 
to collect basic gestures and basic 
words as well. We challenge the col- 
lectors of other primitive artifacts 
to compare with these the basic ges- 
tures and words from the rest of 
the world. 





The baking powder can and the 
syrup bucket of fifty years ago will 
probably never be collectors’ items. 
But they are important items in the 
history of Americana. 

The baking powder can with its 
tight fitting lid that could be put 
on and taken off again and again 
was the household safe deposit box 
for valuables. Money was stored in 


it, and frequently buried in it. Valu- 
able buttons for future household use 
might be stored in it. We see its 
shadow in most every collection of 
buttons we see. Old jewelry and 
parts of broken jewelry were stored 
in it. Valuable old letters and docu- 
ments still come to light safely packed 
in a baking powder can. The baking 
powder can was the vanguard of the 
great age of tin to follow. 

The coin syrup bucket with the 
tight fitting lid to be pressed on and 
pried off was the big, robust younger 
brother of the baking powder can. 
It multiplied much more rapidly as 
this favorite sweet of late Americana 
came again and again to join the 
bread and butter on the farm. These 
buckets were so numerous that they 
became the official milk bucket, cream 
bucket, nail bucket and egg gathering 
bucket of late Americana. Their 
form has never changed in any way 
to attract the attention of collectors, 
but it is surprising how often the 
most interesting finds of collectors 
in many lines turn up safely sealed 
in an old syrup bucket. 





Weather maps flashing across the 
television screen every two or three 
hours have finally convinced us that 
the “weather prophets” of early 
America were on much _ sounder 
ground, and had more scientific sup- 
port for their predictions than we 
have admitted. 

Of course these self taught proph- 
ets never had heard of a “quadrant,” 
and knew little of the clockwise and 
counter-clockwise action of highs and 
lows. But they did have a keen physi- 
cal awareness of changes in bar- 
ometric pressure as well as in tem- 
perature. They did distinguish be- 
tween cloud speed at high altitudes 
and low. And they ‘had a long care- 
ful memory of the consequences of 
many variations in pressure, tem- 
perature, wind direction, cloud direc- 
tion and speed. They were not guess- 
ing. They were estimating on a 
sensible probability basis. When they 
“guessed wrong” it was for the same 
reason that our present day experts 
guess wrong at times—because with 
so many forces at work, statistical 
—* can never be absolute 
acts.

Riding a Hobby Horse 


It was during the late hell upon 
earth when hobby horses saved more 
lives and preserved more people from 
mental break-downs and domestic 
break-ups than all the Civilian Pro- 
tection arm bands and tin hats in 
the third army corps area. 

The hobby horse is gentle gaited 
and has had great riders and simple 
riders from Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt with his Currier and Ives 
sailing vessel prints down to the 
freckle-faced neighborhood boy who 
has in the woodshed a collection of 
clamshells, birdshells or what-not. 

Hobbies have kept invalids from 
despondency and convicts from su- 
icide. Wallace Bruce made a spider 
his hobby. The Count of Monte 
Christo numbered the hours it took to 
find a pin thrown at random on the 
creviced, dirty and dark stoned floor 
of his pitch dark dungeon. 

When a man or a woman can get 
interested in some one thing to the 
extent of pursuing that thing up hill 
and down, life will lose some of its 
depressing effect, and ‘will be a source 
of pleasure. 

Our fathers, when boys, collected 
“Sweet Caporal” pictures of actresses 
in tights and thought they were doing 
something scandalous. Today they 
could clip from Life or Look much 
better pictures with no need for feel- 
ing guilty. 

Our mothers, as girls, collected 
advertising cards that smelled of 
Hoyt’s German Cologne and tucked 
them in handkerchief boxes. Always 
mankind has been a collector and 
attics have been filled with stuff 
that once had an interest and later 
became rubbish. But it served and 
for a while it did something for the 
collector although some things had 
no intrinsic value, in plenty of farm- 
houses where the space commonly 
referred to as “up attic’ was never 
entirely filled. 

This garret space was often used to 
store hooked rugs of home weaving 
and they were not infrequently made 
interesting by interwoven mottos of 
humorous, not to say educational 
value. Here is the motto that might 
be called a “sailor’s night-mare” rug: 
It shows an octopus wound about a 
vessel on the onen sea, with the leg- 
end: “The octopus is a horrid sight. 
He’ll cross your path by day or night. 
His manv arms will you entwine and 
on your ship and you will dine.” In 
one old attic was a tavern rug inscrib- 
ed;“Tarry a while in this comfortable 
inn, there is food in the larder and 
wine in the bin. The beds are all

feathered surprisingly thick and 
many companions from which you 
may pick.” 

There are many collectors of old 
bells and among them may be chosen 
such mottoes as the following taken 
from old English bells: 


“Gay go up and gay go down, 

Do ring the bells of London 
town. 

Oranges and Lemons, say the 
bells of St. Clements. 

Pancakes and fritters, say the 
bells of St. Peters. 

Kettles and pans, say the bells 
of St. Ann’s. 

Two sticks and an annle, say 
the bells of Whitechapel.” 


Have you ever thought of collecting 
walking sticks? Canes are occasion- 
ally advertised in the “wanted” col- 
umns of HOBBIES with the stipula- 
tion that only such are wanted as 
have an historic value or have be- 
longed to some person of importance. 

Canes, originally called “walking 
sticks” became “canes” when they 
were made from reed or cane stalks. 
King Henry VIII owned one which 
was garnished with gold, and conceal- 
ed within were beverages, perfumery, 
a foot rule, a knife and a hoard of 
gold. The first tulip bulbs to come to 
Holland were brought within canes. 
Similarly, asparagus stalks were 
brought (smuggled through the cus: 
toms) and later still it became the 
practice for travelers to bring in 
living saffron plants at a time when 
the Grecian laws decreed that such 
transportation of living plants might 
be punishable, in 1860, by death. 

Another item that offers tempta- 
tion to collectors is fans. It is not 
hard to begin a collection of fans 
and not hard to enlarge upon it if 
only by adding occasional palm leaf 
specimens. 

It was in the 17th century that the 
vogue of the fan spread over all of 
Europe and that was a hundred years 
after Catherine de Medici first intro- 
duced the folding fan into France. 

Madame de Pompadour possessed 
a fan which had required nine years 
of labor in its making and cost $30,- 
000. The mount, that part of the fan 


commonly made of silk or other fabric 
was of paver cut in imitation of lace 
and it bore 10 beautiful miniatures. 
The central miniature ‘was called, and 
I translate from the French, “The 
Flea of Miss Desrocher,” and this re- 
ferred to an incident at a party when 
one of the wits present observed a 
flea on the neck of the clever and 


beautiful Mlle Desrocher, and sug- 
gested the incident be immortalized. 
The result was a pamphlet of poems 
entitled “La Puce de Mlle Desroch- 
er.” Old novelty fans included these 
with fortune telling, riddle bearing, 
games, witticisms, historic scenes, ete. 
A collection of the fans of the period 
might reconstruct history even as 
Currier and Ives have done in Amer- 
ica. 

And speaking of Currier & Ives, 
we realize that these prints began 
to appear in 1837, the firm coming 
to be known as Currier & Ives in 
1856, were later known as being 
drawn on stone, sometimes quite 
crudely, though not infrequently rath- 
er beautifully as picturing the con- 
— of more or less talented art- 
ists. 


So extravagantly did the American 
public fall for an occasional large 
folio Currier & Ives colored print of a 
beautiful scene as to cause individ- 
uals to pay as much as $1,000 at an 
auction for a large Currier & Ives, 
that has sold for no more than $300, 
to $400 at a private sale. 


Almost every antiquer picked up a 
clock or two and found an interest in 
getting the timepiece to run, but only 
a few have half a dozen or more set 
up in a row and all requiring daily 
winding as is the case ‘with the old 
Connecticut with wood works. Not 
enough brass works were brought 
from England in the early half of 
the 19th century. So it was necessary 
to make wooden works. Many of 
these wooden works clocks remain 
in collections to remind us of that 
jingle from the “Antiquer’s Mother 
Goose:” 

“Dickery, dickery dock, ° 

I bought a grandfather clock, 

Thought it wouldn’t run, quite, 

Twice a day it was, right. 

Dickery, dickery dock.” 


Anyone who has studied the old 
Godey’s Books and Peterson’s and 
other magazines of the “1850s” has 
found inspirations for collecting such 
things as were part of the home-work 
of the ladies of that day. Pen-wipers, 
hair jewelry, hair wreaths, gentle- 
men’s smoking caps, wonderful tas- 
selled, slippers adorned with Bengal

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tiger head patterns, corset covers to 
fit hour glass figures and, most wond- 
erful, the “pompadour porte-jupes” or 
automatic dress elevators that en- 
abled one in muddy going to pull a 
string and lift the voluminous skirts 
all around their rreat circumference. 

Everybody collects old furniture, if 
it be only heirlooms from the ances- 
tral family homes and most of you 
have thrilled over the discovery of 
the clever couplets written into al- 
bums or on fly leaves of library 
volumes: 


“You owe me ten shillings, 
Say the bells of St. Helens, 
When will you pay me? 

Say the bells of old Bailey. 
When I grow rich, 

Say the bells of Shoreditch. 
Pray when will that be? 

Say the bells of Stepney. 

I’m sure I don’t know, 

Says the great bell of Bow.” 


I suppose there have always been 
combs. And the combs of the last 50 
years have been sufficiently many 
and varied to form a source for the 
collection of almost numberless types. 
The most attractive are the ornamen- 
tal high-back tortoise shell varieties 
so effective in various past periods. 
But historic interest attaches to some 
types of combs. 

Public combs were sometimes pro- 
vided because the people either would 
not or could not get individual combs. 
An old Englishman writing about 
1790 declared the people of the vil- 
lage of Cakenshaw kept their heads 
in such shocking order that an iron 
comb was provided for community 
use and was kept chained to a tree 
on the village green. 

In the 17th century there were 
church combs, sometimes of carved 
ivory. The Episcopal comb was used 
to comb. the hair of a high church 
dignitary while celebrating commun- 
ion. The deacon combed the right side 
of the bishop’s head and the sub- 
deacon the left side and they were 
ordered to do their work “lightly and 
decently,” perhaps to prevent the 
deacon with a grudge from giving 
the father a dig in the scalp. 

Back in the easy ‘eighties when 
traveling men wore “plug” hats and 
handle bar moustaches and week- 
ended at the hotels having the best 
looking diningroom girls, every one 
of those fellows had a neat little 
comb in his vest pocket in a leather 
case and he used it frequently on

Hobbies are our business. By mak- 
ing this statement we are giving 
ourselves a very large order indeed 
which we know full well we can fill 
only in part. But our statement is 
entirely justified if, in doing this 
particular and specialized part, we 
have been and will continue to be an 
inspiration to the magnificent whole. 
For the word Hobbies is like a 
pebble thrown into pool,—its liquid 
thump and graceful cleaving of the 
waters starts a pattern that unfolds 
to repeat itself in circles ever grow- 
ing in size until the last one is as 
large as the pool itself and having 
no more room to expand disappears 
into infinity. 

One has only to deal with the 
public, even for a short while, to 
learn that Hobbies is one of the 
most misunderstood of words and we 
take this opportunity to share the 
results of a few years of immersion 
in the subject with the many con- 
fused visitors and the unseen legion 
whose voices come in over the phone 
wires asking for clarity. “I thought 
that hobbies was the making of 
things with the hands, like ships in 
a bottle or airplane models or per- 
haps dressing dolls in period cos- 
tumes.” “A hobby of course is collect- 
ing things,—or is it?” “Are not 
antiques and collectors items too 
professional to be called hobbies?”— 
And so on, ad infinitum. Like every 
other puzzle when one knows the 
answer it is all so amazingly simple. 


Hobbies is an all inclusive subject 
so that there is nothing under the 
sun, moon or stars that can escape 
this category if it happens to be the 
choice of an individual for his ab- 
sorbing interest and leisure time 
activity or pursuit. ‘ 


Since teachers and scientists are 
increasingly stressing the importance 
of a hobby in the scheme of healthful 
living the subject is one for profound 
consideration by every individual. In 
a recent broadcast regarding the 
alarming increase of juvenile de- 
linquency the noted psychiatrist who 
was speaking said,—“If these teen- 
agers were guided into hobbies of 
their own best choice, to be pursued 
in a clean atmosphere with the re- 
sulting absorbing interest and outlet 
for self expression, much of the 
nation’s juvenile crime problem 


would be solved.” 


One of the most amazing, fascina- 
ting and convincing treatises on a 
hobby as a vital part of one’s life, 
especially during these tumultuous 
times, is the tribute to sketching and 
painting in the book “Amid these 
Storms” by Winston S. Churchill.

How 
much Sir Winston reveals of himself 
in,—“Obviously then, armed with a 
paint box one cannot be bored or 
left at a loose end. How much there 
is to admire and how little time there 
is to see it in! For the first time one 
begins to envy Methuselah.” 


One finds the “absorbing interest” 
quality of a hobby in,—‘All of one’s 
mental light becomes concentrated on 
the task.” And the joy of wanting to 
share the experience and adventure 
in,—“Inexpensive independence, new 
mental food and exercise, an added 
interest in every common scene, an 
occupation for every idle hour, an 
unceasing voyage of entrancing dis- 
covery—these are the high prizes, I 
hope they may be yours.” 


The greatest thing about these 
statements is their all inclusive 
quality for while Mr. Churchill is 
referring particularly to painting he 
is saying between the lines what can 
best be expressed with Arnold Ben- 
nett,—“Art is a great thing. But not 
the greatest. The most important of 
all perceptions is the continual per- 
ception of cause and effect—of the 
continous development of the uni- 
verse.” It is this that Mr. Churchill 
translates into paint on canvas as he 
says, “without aspiring to master- 
pieces.” In so doing he has revealed 
to his fellowmen the warm, intimate, 
lovable human qualities of the awe- 
some personality of a great world 
leader. “Amid These Storms” is a 
masterpiece that presents the joy 
of a real hobby in an entrancing 
manner. By all means read it,—‘if 
you have not done so—before you 
die.” You will find that it is very 


easy to understand both the subject 
and the author for,—“The great con- 
venience of all masterpieces is that 
they are so astonishingly Lucid.”

There have been several collections 
of Museum caliber bought recently 
from illustrious old Chicago homes, 
by dealers of the World’s Antique 
Mart, that will be displayed as a 
whole or in part in the shops during 
the month of April. 


Pat Le Bourgeois is showing a 
group, from his purchase, of eight- 
eenth century furniture which in- 
clude two exquisite French Curio 
Cabinets made by the distinguished 
brothers Martin of Paris around 
1740. One cabinet is designed especi- 
ally for the center of the room being 
made entirely of glass with frame 
work ormolu. It is of the Louis XVI 
period. The other one, much taller, 
is in the Louis XV period. This is of 
gold leaf over hand carving in such 


intricate designs as cupids and roses 
and featuring in its top center a fine 
painting of a French scene in me- 
dallion form. The cabinets are lovely 
in every detail down to the hand 
made, elaborately designed golden 
keys. 

There is also an original Adam 
table in the classic style of the broth- 
ers Adam still bearing its original 
gold leaf coating in perfect condition. 
The top of the table is a large oval 
of onyx in amber shades. Grouped 
with these glamorous pieces of fur- 
niture are a pair of old Paris vases 
well over a hundred years old of 
Magenta lustre with large painted 
scenes of many happy figures. On 
one vase is the wedding scene and 
on the other a christening scene. In 
this same collection is a greatly ad- 
mired and very rare wine set of the 
early eighteen hundreds composed of 
tray, wine glasses and decanter of 
gold etched crystal.

The Wolbergs purchased an entire 
collection of Meissen and Dresden 
figurines, among which they found 
an original 17th century Capo di 
Monte stein that is considered very 
rare. A procession of knights on 
horseback with lions march around 
the piece and the handle is composed 
of a graceful figure in backward 
curve. 

On display in this same shop is a 
group from the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago including six overlay glass 
cups and saucers that are breath- 
taking in their beauty. This set is 
of white opaline glass on heavy 
crystal, enameled with purple grapes 
and green leaves and lavishly en- 
crusted with gold. Another very cost- 
ly item from the Art Institute is the 
pair of cranberry overlay wine de- 
canters, snake entwined.

Bea Lilley is displaying a Chan- 
tilly Bisque bust that is one of the 
most exquisite pieces of this kind 
that has come to light for a long 
time. The glamorous lovely, of small 
life size, was made about 225 years 
ago. The coloring is a symphony in 
muted tones and the beautiful fea- 
tures are a provocative picture for 
the frame of hair falling about the 
shoulders and knotted in the back. 
The half closed eyes and perfect 
teeth are details that bespeak the 


master artist.

Readers will remember that the 
graceful figure was sculptured in 
Italy and sent to America for the 
World’s Columbian Exposition re- 
maining afterward to become a part 
of early Chicago History. The only 
authentic information that we could 
find of her at the former writing 
was that “she adorned the home of 
Postmaster Kruetgen” but since that 
time we have learned that the beauty 
was a part of several of Chicago’s 
early show places among them the 
drawing rooms of the Everleigh 
sisters. 

Since the lady arrived in America 
during the gaslight era the exclusive 
and recently launched Gaslight Club 
in “Old Town Triangle” is the per- 
fect background for her charms. The 
most unique feature of the Club’s 
interior decoration is the lighting 
which is entirely by gas, dispensed 
through old gaslight fixtures, just as 
in the hey-day of this manner of 
illumination. These authentic fixtures 
were obtained, for the most part, 
from the facilities of the Mart by 
Charles Marston. 

It is a noteworthy coincidence that 
the Gaslight Club happens to occupy 
the former space of the first Antiques 
Shop of the Blinstrub family, veter- 
an collectors and Antiques dealers, 
who later were among the first to 
reserve shop space in the World’s 
Antique Mart.

that ornamental moustache. There 
was historical precedent for the cus- 
tom, for George Fox, founder of 
Quakerism carried a comb-case in his 
pocket and used the comb often. 

Collectors of Haviland china—and 
who wouldn’t like to have a good col- 
lection of that beautiful ware?— 
should precede their collecting with 
some knowledge of the history of 
Haviland. It was in 1839 that a cus- 
tomer of the china store of David & 
Dan’! Haviland in New York brought 
in a dainty little teacup that she 
wanted to match. It was a French 
importation and Mr. H. had never 
seen one like it. In fact, most of the 
store’s importations 'were of English 
ware, far inferior in paste to that 
little French cup. David Haviland 
told the customer that they had no- 
thing like her sample but would see 
if thev could find some. 

David admired that sample so much 
that he not only wanted to match it 
for the customer; he wanted to buy 
similar ware for his trade. He and 
Dan’! liked their English shapes but 
they didn’t think the English decor- 
ations were attractive. It was decided 
that David must go to France and 
see what he could do about bringing 
English china shapes and French 
china decorations together. He 
thought there must somewhere in 
France be a pottery where the two 
features were combined. 

The trail led him to Limoges where 
he found the kind of china he wanted 
but not the shapes. He asked the 
French potters if they could supply 
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it. “But no, we do not make those 
patterns of the English. The molds 
we do not have.” “I’ll get you the 
molds,” said Haviland, and in time 
there came through the china in those 
English shapes, but perfectly plain 
white. He objected that he wanted 
decorations. “Those decorations ‘we 
know not how to make,” he was told. 

“All right, I’ll teach the decora- 
tors.” Haviland was not to be denied 
and he finally got French workers 
to make his product but they were 
too slow, so he built a pottery of his 
own and after years of trying to get 
the French to make what he wanted, 
he made a beginning, in 1856, of pro- 
ducing Haviland china at Limoges 
and from that time until the Germans 
took over industrial France there was 
Haviland Limoges china with the “D. 
Haviland” mark. It is to the pottery 
of David Haviland that collectors of 
fine china of 25, 50, 75 years ago 
are indebted. 

It was in 1859, after his return 
from studying the plastic art in Paris 
and Rome that John Rogers made the 
first of his famous statuettes, “The 
Slave Auction” which, because of its 
timeliness attracted widespread at- 
tention and Rogers was in the money. 
For some 380 years he made a series 
of such figures numbering 87 differ- 
ent subjects and selling, as adver- 
tised in the magazines, at $10 to $25. 
People bought them and put them in 
their parlors. They set them in their 
bay windows where they ‘were visible 
from the street if not from within. 
Someone has suggested that they 
built bay windows just for that ~ur- 
pose. 

The subjects were typical of the 
times, from Union Refugees, the 
Picket Guard, Council of War, with 
Lincoln, Grant and Stanton, The 
Country P. O., “Checkers up at the 
Farm,” Fighting Bob (Bob Acres), 
Shakespeare subjects and “Weighing 
the Baby” and “Fetching the Doc- 
tor.” About 100,000 of the statuettes 
were made in some 87 subjects.

February 25— 

The first regular United States 
stamp to bear the motto “In God We 
Trust” and the first bi-color stamp 
in small denomination will be placed 
on sale the early part of April, 1954, 
at Washington, D. C. 

According to Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield, this first 
stamp of the new ordinary series 
will be an 8-cent bi-colored steel- en- 
graved stamp of the ordinary size, 
0.75 by 0.87 of an inch, arranged 
vertically. This denomination is used 
principally for international mail. 

The part of the design printed in 
red portrays the Statue of Liberty 
with the wording “In God We Trust,” 
in dark Gothic, forming an arch over 
the head of the statue. The frame, 
or background, which defines the out- 
line of the stamp, is printed in blue 
in a gradual tone effect with the 
dark tone at the edges and fading 
towards the center to create a white 
halo in back of the statue. 

“U. S. Postage” and the denomina- 
tion “8c” appear across the top with 
the word “Liberty” prominently dis- 
played across the bottom, in white 
face Gothic. 

Mr. Summerfield said, “The Statue 
of Liberty is a beacon of hope and 
opportunity today, just as it has 
been down through the years, to op- 
pressed peoples everywhere. The in- 
scription ‘In God We Trust’ symbol- 
izes the spiritual foundation on which 
our Government was built and with- 
out which no nation can prosper. It 
seems appropriate to combine those 
significant truths on a stamp which 
will be used widely throughout the 
world.” 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of this stamp may send 
a reasonable number of addressed 
envelopes to the Postmaster, Wash- 
ington, D. C., with money order re- 
mittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. An- enclosure 
of medium weight should be placed 
in each envelope and the flap either 
sealed or turned in. The outside en- 
velope to the Postmaster should be 
endorsed “First Day Covers.”

General Arthur E. 


Summerfield announced that the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing has 


begun production of the new Statue 
of Liberty design 8-cent ordinary 
postage stamp to be placed on first 
day sale in Washington, D. C., on 
April 9, 1954. 

This new stamp is unique for a 
number of reasons. It is the first 
bi-colored ordinary issue in a denom- 
ination less than $1.00 and is the first 
ordinary stamp to carry the words 
“In God We Trust.” It is being pro- 
duced by the dry intaglio method 
rather than the wet method and is 
being printed on pregummed paper. 

For some time the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing has been con- 
ducting experiments, exploring the 
feasibility of dry intaglio printing of 
securities. These experiments have 
progressed to the extent that the 
method is deemed practical for the 
printing of postal items. Since regis- 
tration tolerances of the new “Lib- 
erty” design are so critical, and. be- 
cause of the variation in expansion 
and contraction associated with print- 
ing on a moistened paper, it ‘was 
felt that the dry method was 
especially appropriate for the pro-- 
duction of this particular stamp. 


The printing is being accomplished 
on equipment previously procured for 
experimental purposes. The ink used 
is a special Bureau developed prod- 
uct having quick drying qualities. 
For the purpose of speeding produc- 
tion, the stamps are being produced 
on two types of presses; a flatbed 
press, and a sheet-fed rotary machine. 
The flatbed press is equipped with 
fcur plates, the rotary press with 
two. Adoption of the change in the 
method of printing has permitted the 
utilization of a pregummed paper 
for the project. It is a chemical pulp 
product and has characteristics sim- 
ilar to the postage stamp paper now 
in regular use. In addition it has 
been found possible to increase the 
sheet size for the bi-colored work 
from the customary 100 subjects to 
400 subjects. 


The stamp was designed by Charles 
R. Chickering. The frame was en- 
graved by Charles A. Brooks; the 
lettering and numerals appearing on 
the frame by John S. Edmondson; 
the Statue of Liberty by Matthew D. 
Fenton and the lettering of the 
motto by Rueben K. Barrick.

Money of 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


From the beginning of time, neces- 
sity has brought into reality many 
things, and so, through a necessity, 
we have our private territorial gold 
coins. These pieces were struck and 
issued between 1830 and 1862 in dif- 
ferent parts of our country for the 
purpose of supplying a demand for 
denominations lacking in regular 
issues. 

While there were laws that for- 
bade the individual states the strik- 
ing of gold coins, there were none 
forbidding private persons or private 
companies doing so. 

In 1787, the year before Washington 
was elected to the Presidency, there 
was a jeweler named Ephraim Bra- 
sher, whose place of business was on 
Cherry St. in New York City. He 
appealed to the state legislature for 
permission to strike copper coins to 
circulate in that state. Permission 
was refused, but that did not stop 
him from using the dies he had made. 
He struck his coins in gold, their 
intrinsic value being $16.00 the same 
as the Spanish Doubloons. These 
coins became known as the Ephraim 
Brasher Doubloons. The one with 
EB on the right wing of the eagle 
is one of the highest priced coins of 
the world. These doubloons are very 
rare. Sometimes they are listed as a 
private issue and sometimes they are 
included in the Colonial group. 

The years 1830-1840 saw great in- 
dustrial development and territorial 
expansion. These years saw the first 
steam locomotive, street car and 
omnibus put to use in this country; 
the Erie Canal was built and the 
telegraph invented. 

In 1830 a Treaty with Great Bri- 
tain opened to American Commerce 
the ports of the West Indies and 
South America, a treaty with Turkey, 
the Black Sea. 

At approximately the same time 
one Templeton Reid, assayer, located 
poor the old mines in Lumpkin 
County, Georgia, issued the first of 
his private gold coins from his mint. 
It is not definitely known just how 


long his business existed or just 
when it started but the first coins 
to bear his stamp were dated 1830. 
The coins issued from his Georgia 
establishment contained gold of a 
higher standard and fineness than 
any other ever issued either by pri- 
vate persons or the government. It 
is reasonable to believe that this is 
why so many were melted causing 
their great scarcity. 

Christopher Bechtler’s establish- 
ment was located in Rutherford Co. 
North Carolina. The first of his 
coins, although undated are attribut- 


‘ed to the early part of 1831. About 


1842 he passed his business on to 
his son August, who continued until 
about 1852. The gold for these pieces 
came from North Carolina and 
Georgia. 

When Texas was admitted to the 
Union as an independent staté there 
was arbitration over the boundary 
which resulted in the war with Mex- 


“jeo, and ended with the Treaty of 


Guadaloupe in 1838. For $18,000,000 
Mexico sold all her northern territory 
to the United States. This territory 
included the region known as Cali- 
fornia, Utah, Nevada, New Mexico, 
part of Colorado and Arizona. 

Civilization had already pushed its 
way westward when the cry of “gold” 
came from California and resounded 
from coast to coast. There was a 
great exodus from the East and 
people were pouring into the west in 
droves. The trials and hardships of 
the cross country trek by inadequate 
means did not seem to'stop them. 
With the influx of prospectors, trad- 
ers, merchants and people from every 
walk of life, towns grew up over 
night. It was the dawn of a Golden 
Age. The “forty-niner” was stak- 
ing his claim. 

The discovery of Gold in Cali- 
fornia and at the same time in Aus- 
tralia was a boon to a world suffer- 
ing from a gold shortage. It changed 
the whole outlook of industry and 
commerce. Prices sky-rocketed to un- 
believable heights. 


Yesteryear 


For a while gold dust was used 
as a medium of exchange but was 
soon found to be cumbersome and 
impractical. The demand for gold 
coins was extreme but there were 
no mints in the west. To ship gold 
dust to the east to be minted into 
coins was out of the question. Be- 
sides not having adequate means for 
shipping there was the hazard of 
hold-ups, Indians, and slow progress 
overland. 

There was an attempt made by 
the provincial government in the 
Oregon Territory to establish a mint 
but this failed. A private organiza- 
tion, the Oregon Exchange Co., en- 
sued, starting operations in Oregon 
City in 1849. They employed a black- 
smith to make the apparatus and 
one of the company’s members, an 
engraver to make the dies. 

The Mormons, who for years had 
been migrating westward, having 
been expelled from New York, IIli- 
nois and Nebraska, had finally set- 
tled on the shores of the Great Salt 
Lake, Utah, while it was still Mexi- 
ean Territory. They started their 
mint in 1849 striking coins from the 
gold dust received from California. 
Their $20. gold piece was the first to 
be struck in this country, but the 
intrinsic value was found to be only 
between $16-$18. 

There were about 15 private mints 
operating in California between 1849- 
1855 «striking millions of dollars 
worth of gold coins. Norris, Greig & 
Norris coined the first piece, a $5 
coin of 1849; Moffat & Co. the first 
$10; Baldwin & Co. the first $20; 
Moffat & Co. the first $50. The $50 
coin was octagonal bearing the stamp 
of the U. S. Assayer Augustus Hum- 
bert. F. D. Kohler & Co. and Moffat 
Co. issued ingots stamped from gold 
bars. The last private issue coins 
from California came from the mints 
of Wass Mollitar & Co. and Kellogg 
& Co. dated 1855, just one year after 
the San Francisco Mint was opened. 

In 1857 a panic overtook the coun- 
try due to over-capitalization, over- 
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building of railroads, rise of prices, 
speculation, bad crops, bad state 
banking and diminishing gold output. 
While there was agitation between 
the states over the question of 
States Rights and the Dred Scott De- 
cision, the first Atlantic Cable was 
being laid. Silver was discovered in 
Nevada and a new gold district in 
the West. The “forty-niner” rush 
was repeated but not in the propor- 
tions of the one a decade before as 
the Rebellion had become a serious 
issue. 

There were three private minting 
firms in Colorado. The first coins to be 
struck were by Clarke Gruber & Co. 
1860. They issued coins of all United 
States gold, denominations with the 
exception of ones and threes. In 1862 
the government purchased their 
establishment, which was thereafter 
conducted as an U. S. Assay office. 
The original bill called for a govern- 
ment mint at Denver but that did 
not materialize until 1906. 


John Parsons & Co., Tarryall 
Mines and J. Conway & Co., 
Georgia Gulch, operated their private 
mints at about the same time for a 
limited period. The former issued 
quarter eagles and half eagles, the 
latter, quarter eagles, half eagles 
and eagles. None bore dates but are 
said to have been struck in 1861. 
All are quite rare, Conway’s exceed- 
ingly so. 

The designs on these coins are 
varied. Some are very plain with 
only the name of the mint or mint- 
er, date and denomination or weight. 
Others have very attractive original 
designs and still others are so very 
much like the regular government 
coinage that to the ordinary layman 
are easily mistaken.

Ackermann--Rowlandson 


The Great Colorplate Artist and Publisher 
Duo of the 19th Century 


The great development of the en- 
gravers and colorists art in England 
during the finale of the 18th century 
was due in great measure to govern- 
ment protection and patronage. With 
the reign of youthful George III be- 
gan a period of helpful stimulation 
for the native English engraver and 
artist. Unlike his predecessors the 
King desired to patronize native tal- 
ent; following in the footsteps of the 
ruler of Prussia who was liberally 
encouraging art in his land at that 
time. In 1769 the long talked about 
and planned “Royal Academy” was 
founded. Also at this time consider- 
able bounties were paid for the ex- 
portation of English prints while 
heavy duties almost completely halt- 
ed the importation of French copies. 
By 1790 it was reported that the 
prints which were exported from 
England in that year, as compared 
with those imported from the Con- 
tinent, were in the astounding pro- 
portion of 500 to 1! 

The first color plate publisher on 
a large scale was Rudolf Ackermann, 
(1764-1834). After spending ten 
years following in his father’s foot- 
steps as a coach designer and decor- 
ator, he set up shop in the Strand 
as an art publisher and dealer in 
fancy trivia. Ackermann soon proved 
himself a business man of remark- 
able energy and initiative as well as 
a most discriminating publisher of 
works of artistic taste and sound 
judgment. 

In addition to looking out for his 
own interests we find Ackermann soon 
combining business and philanthropy 
on a large scale; one of the few com- 
mercial people in that era to do so. 
During the period immediately fol- 
lowing the reign of terror in France 
we find many nobles crossing the 
Channel to seek refuge in Britain. 
Ackermann was the chief employer of 
these ‘emigres’ in London, finding 
positions for over fifty nobles, ladies, 
and even priests in his fancy goods 
manufacture. Irrespective of his do- 
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ings as a publisher—dealer and 
philanthropist, this extraordinary 
figure held patents on processes tc 
render paper and cloth waterproof, 
experimented with news dissemina- 
tion by air balloon, introduced litho- 
graphy into England for purposes 
of art illustration and designed the 
famed funeral car of Admiral Lord 
Nelson! 

The Wednesday evening socials at 
Ackermann’s “Repository of Arts,” 
101 Strand, became an important 
happening in the literary and artis- 
tic world after 1813 and many 
sought invitations to attend the con- 
versations. At this time Ackermann 
began to play the part of manager, 
protector, father and advisor to those 
authors and artists who were em- 
ployed in his many undertakings. 
Among these we find the name of the 
illustrator we shall note, Thomas 
Rowlandson. 


Thomas Rowlandson (1756-1827), 
had received his artistic training 
partly in the Academy studios, and 
to a lesser degree, in Paris, where in 
addition to the polishing of a bril- 
liant artistic technique, he acquired 
a taste for gambling and other forms 
of ruin. After a short time profes- 
sionally spent as a portrait painter 
Rowlandson began to see the great 
success that could be easily achieved 
as a Caricaturist and he turned to 
this more tempting field. 

The Rowlandson exhibition at the 
Royal Academy in 1787 of such su- 
perb studies in social caricature as 
“Vauxhall Gardens,” “The Serpen- 
tine,” “French Barracks,” “Grog on 
Board,” “An Italian Family,” etc., 
speedily spread the fame of the artist 
and seemed to secure his future for- 
tune for him. Were it not for Row- 
landson’s Parisian training in dis- 
sipation this would have been the 
fact; however he threw away con- 
siderable fortunes over the gaming 
tables, sometimes not leaving for two 
days at a time. Each time the illus- 








trator was able to return to his 
reed-pen and recoup his pocketbook. 
For many years this remained an 
abundant source of income but as the 
years passed the amazing rapidity 
of his production began to glut the 
market and the print shops became 
flooded with his hasty sketches, the 
demand failing to» keep pace with 
the great supply. 

At this point it became apparent 
to Rudolf Ackermann that something 
must be done to turn the Rowland- 
son talent to new channels and to 
some measure control its output. 
Thus with the publication in monthly 
serial form of “The Loyal Volun- 
teers” (1799), began the association 
of Ackermann and Rowlandson as 
an artist-publisher team. Following 
rapidly were such highly successfui 
productions as “Miseries of Human 
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Life,” and his most famous work, 
“The Tour of Dr. Syntax in Search 
of the Picturesque” which appeared 
in the “Poetical Magazine” in 1810 
and in complete book form in 1812. 
The theme of a series of designs repre- 
senting the misadventures of a silly 
old pedagogue in the course of a tour 
among the English lakes, seems to 
have been suggested to Rowlandson 
by John Bannister, the comedian, 
but the themes were put into verse 
by William Combe, then a lawyer. 

The success of this collaboration 
astonished the authors and needless 
to say delighted Ackermann, the pub- 
lisher. The “Poetical Magazine” be- 
came a best seller in all circles, new 
editions being demanded so often 
that the plates soon became worn out 
and new ones had to be etched. Dr. 
Syntax hats, coats and wigs became 
very fashionable, while the old school- 
master and his wife and ancient 
steed became public characters of 
great popularity. 

The many poor quality imitations 
to which the success of “Dr. Syntax” 


gave rise, induced Ackermann to 
commission sequels from the col- 
laborators, and these were  pub- 


lished under the titles of “Dr. 
Syntax In Search of Consolation” 
(having lost his wife), “Dr. Syntax 
in Search of a Wife,” and “Johnny 





Quae Genus,” which appeared be- 
tween 1820 and 1823. The popularity 
of these volumes was largely due 
to Rowlandson’s designs, in which 
British broadness of humor was com- 
bined with lightness of touch which 
is typically French. 

Even though the texts of these 
works have lost their savour for the 
present age the illustrations with 
which they were decorated are eager- 
lv sought after by our modern book 
and print collector. Many collectors 
and students of the period will be 
interested to learn a bit of the means 
of production of these noted works. 
According to the text of the noted 
expert, Delaborde, the copperplate 
engravings printed in colors at the 
end of the 18th century, were printed 
from one plate, done in stipple, and 
the various shades of color were 
rubbed in by the press-man. It is 
easy to see that this might not be too 
satisfactory a method since the aver- 
age printer cannot be depended upon 
to have much artistic discretion! 
A more commonly used method was 
to print with three tints of ink, and 
later complete the coloring by hand 
with water colors. 

A contemporary describes in some 
detai] the manner in which the etch- 
ings of Rowlandson were produced 
by Ackermann. The artist would ar- 
rive at the “Repository of Arts” 
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from his rooms in the Adelphi, he 
would be supplied with reed-pens, 
sketching papers, and pots of ver- 
million and India ink, which he pro- 
ceeded to mix in his own fashion. 
For the famous book illustrations a 
finished drawing was first completea, 
and then the artist himself firmly 
etched the outline on the copper- 
plate, an impression from this plate 
was then taken upon drawing paper. 
On this first proof the artist put in 
such details as shadows, forms etc., 
in a most delicate manner. These 
further details were then copied upon 
the plate in aqua-tint, in most cases 
by a skilled engraver. Rowlandson 
next completed the proof in delicate 
water-culor tints. This impression 
served as copy for the famous staff 
of colorists maintained by Acker- 
mann. These colorists turned out the 
many superb publications which are 
so treasured by the collector today, 
productions of such delicate beauty 
and skill as to be almost beyond be- 
lief! 
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Mark Twain and Eugene Field 


Strange to say, Mark Twain and 
Eugene Field seem never to have met, 
and the fact is stranger still when 
we reflect that both were fellow 
Missourians and they must have been 
comparatively near each other at nu- 
merous times. In June, 1902, Mark 
Twain was in St. Louis, Mo., on his 
way back home to New York after 
receiving an Honorary Degree at the 
University of Missouri, and paying 
a final visit to his boyhood home at 
Hannibal, Missouri. 

On Friday, June 6th, Mark Twain 
unveiled a Memorial Tablet at Eu- 
gene Field’s birthplace. The St. Louis 
Republic for June 7, 1902, gives us a 
first hand account: 

Mark Twain yesterday afternoon 
unveiled the memorial which marks 
the birthplace of Eugene Field. It is 
upon the front of a tenement house, 
No. 634 South Broadway. The cere- 
monies were witnessed by the Count 
and Countess Rochambeau, the Count 
de Lafayette, the French envoys, and 
the officials of the World’s Fair. 

Lasting not more than three min- 
utes and lacking spectacular features, 
the simple programme was unusually 
impressive. As President David R. 
Francis said, it was fitting that Miss- 
ouri’s most famous son, America’s 
greatest humorist, Mark Twain, 
should be the leading figure in reveal- 
ing to the world a material evidence 
of the affection in which Eugene 
Field is held. 

At 5 o’clock a line of six carriages, 
with liveried drivers, passed down 
Broadway and turned in front of one 
of the tenements in the Walsh row, 
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the only mark “to distinguish which 
was an American flag against the 
wall, between second-story windows. 
This flag covered the bronze tablet. 

The first to alight were President 
David R. Francis, escorting Mark 
Twain and the Count. and Countess 
Rochambeau, V. Mott Porter, repre- 
senting the informal association of 
gentlemen composed principally of 
University Club members who sub- 
scribed for the tablet, stepped to 
the front, and, taking the ropes 
in hand, requested Mr. Clemens to 
lower the flag. 

Removing his hat and jerking the 
cords, the flag fluttered close to the 
white locks of the humorist, who 
stood in the center of a silent group. 
On one side of the pavement were 
the French dignitaries and Exposi- 
tion officers, and on the other an 
assembly of men in shirt sleeves, 
women who remained in the back- 
ground, and a crowd of children 
from the neighborhood. 

A man in shirt sleeves broke the 
silence with a call for “three cheers 
for Eugene Field and Mark Twain.” 
They were heartily given, and re- 
peated by the crowd across the street. 
Women leaning upon the window-sills 
along the block joined in the demon- 
stration. 

“We are here,” said Mr. Clemens, 
“to unveil with love and affection a 
memorial tablet upon the house in 
which was born a St. Louisan who 
made pleasant the way of all who 
knew him, and whose poetry filled 
hearts with happiness, and minds 
with better thoughts—Eugene Field.”

Again the men in shirt sleeves led 
in the cheering, while the Countess 
Rochambeau and her party applaud- 
ed. President Francis then address- 
ed the party: 

“Indeed this is a memorable occa- 
sion,” he said. “There is unveiled a 
tablet to our poet, Eugene Field, by 
an author who is Missouri’s most 
famous son—Mark Twain.” 

Stepping into his carriage a mom- 
ent later Mr. Clemens said that he 
was more than pleased to have been 
able to take part in this act of hom- 
age to the memory of Eugene Field. 

“He was a lovable fellow. In his 
death I felt a personal loss.” 

The movement to erect a tablet to 
the memory of Field originated a 
little more than a year ago at the 
University Club, when Francis Wil- 
son, the actor, was a guest speaker 
at a smoker. He was told that the 
poet was born here, and a general 
discussion led to starting a subscrip- 
tion. 

No formal organization was effect- 
ed, _about eighty gentlemen contri- 
buting enough to purchase the bronze 
tablet, 3x2 feet, which E. G. Garden 
of Mauran, Russell and Garden de- 
signed and executed as a labor of 
love. It is pronounced an exquiste 
piece of work. 

“When we were informed that Mr. 
Clemens would visit St. Louis, we 
arranged to have him unveil the 
tablet,” said Mr. Potter. 

In the same issue of The Republic, 
there was a special dispatch from 
New York: New York, June 6th, 
Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain), 
traveling in the West, preaching ser- 
mons and receiving degrees, will be 
confronted upon his return home 
with a demand for taxes on his re- 
cently acquired estate at Tarrytown. 
The persons who distribute the bur- 
dens of taxation have placed the 
value of Mr. Clemens’ new home at 
$70,000, although the deeds on file 
show he paid only $45,000 for it. 

Last Tuesday was the day on 
which citizens might appear before 
the Assessors and object to their 
taxes. Mr. Clemens was then in the 
West. While he was planning to 
turn pilot again upon the turbulent 
Mississippi, the Assessors by the 
placid Hudson were chuckling over 
the discomfiture which will await 
Mark Twain. : 

The next time Mr. Clemens wishes 
to renew associations of his youth, he 
will probably leave some staunch 
friend to swear off his taxes for him. 
Some of the acquaintances of his 
steamboating days may be induced 
to come East for the purpose. 

Local wiseacres at Tarrytown who 
pose as real estate experts say that 
Mr. Clemens will have to pay the 
taxes on 70,000 this year, for it is 
now too late for him to have the 
assessment modified.

This is primarily a book for the 
beginning collector. It covers the 
basic things that a collector in this 
field needs to know such as types 
of equipment, preparing and preserv- 
ing the collection, etc. If it is proper- 
ly prepared, a collection of this kind 
‘will last indefinitely, the author tells 
us, and cites famous collections to 
prove his point. Crumbling of speci- 
mens is usually due to a small mite 
which has been able to get into the 
case and destroy the moths or butter- 
flies displayed therein. 

A nice feature of this book is an 
“Entomological Calendar” which in- 
dicates what specimens may be found 
each month and is a helpful guide 
to the collector’s activsties through- 
out the year. 

While many types of butterfly and 
moth are mentioned in the book it 
is rather general in its treatment and 
does not serve as a means of classi- 
fication or identification of all the 
various species.

H. S. “Andy” Anderson, after a 
quarter century of experience in the 
art of wood carving, comes up with a 
book to encourage and guide others 
so inclined. Mr. Thiel has put down 
in Andy’s own words his experiences 
and techniques in this craft. 


The author has lived all his life 
in the western part of our country 
and is well acquainted with cowboys, 
horses, Spanish, Mexicans, and the 
individualistic Western type. Having 
been a “cowpoke” himself, he has 
a sympathy and understanding for 
his work and specializes in carica- 
tures. His pieces are sought after by 
collectors and many of his pieces are 
to be found in the homes of famous 
and wealthy people here and abroad. 
The book is enlivened by many photo- 
graphs of his own work. He in- 
cludes some patterns for the neophyte 
to begin work on. As he states, 
wood carving or whittling, which- 
ever term you prefer to use, cannot 
be learned by reading this book alone, 
but it takes much patience and prac- 
tice.

Naval Autographs 


They have the tang of the salt- 
water about them, these old letters 
and manuscripts of sea-captains. 
Sometimes, if you look at them close- 
ly, you may even find stains of ocean 
spray on the yellowing pages. Such 
letters and documents, often scrawl- 
ed by the light of a swaying ship’s 
lantern, are truly “magic casements 
opening on the foam.” They record 
for us the exciting days of tall-mast- 
ed vessels, of swashbuckling private- 
ers, and of the iron men who sailed 
in wooden ships. 

The history of the American navy 
rightly starts with the picturesque 
John Paul Jones. The British called 
him a “pirate,” and, in a way, he 
was piratical. He started his career 
as a strolling actor, and changed his 
name to Jones after he killed a man 
in a quarrel. For a while he was a 
slave-runner, it is said, but with the 
outbreak of the Revolutionary War, 
he entered the American navy and 
shortly became famous for his sharp 
temper and brilliant seamanship. In 
1779 he won the most spectacular vic- 
tory in all naval history when, from 
the battered and riddled deck of the 
sinking Bonhomme Richard, he forced 
the British ship Serapis to surrender. 
It was on this occasion that Jones 
made the immortal remark, when 
asked if he had struck his colors: “I 
have not yet begun to fight.” Jones 
died at the early age of 45, and his 
autograph is extremely scarce. Gen- 
erally his letters are gratifyingly 
peppery, exactly like one would ex- 
pect them. to be. If Jones could not 
come to blows personally, he had re- 
course to his pen, and many are the 
furious letters which he wrote. Once, 
after he had scornfully refused a 
bribe, Jones commented in a letter to 
his friend Jonathan Williams: “They 
are not rich enough .to buy ‘the 
Pirate Paul Jones.’ ”

If you will glance at the illustra- 
tion on page 132 of a letter of Jones 
to Benjamin Franklin, you will notice 
a curious thing about it. The signa- 
ture is much larger than the text of 
the letter. It was Jones’ custom to 
sign a large, bold signature to his 
letters, and the tyro sometimes jumps 
to the incorrect conclusion that only 
the signature is in Jones’ hand, and 
the body of the letter was written 
by a secretary. As a rule, Jones 
signed his letters “Paul Jones,” but 
on rare occasions, as in the example 
illustrated, he used the signature 
“Jno. P. Jones.” Of all American 
naval autographs, Jones’ are the most 
desirable and the most costly, even 
a trifling letter from his pen being 
valued around $500. 

Most of Jones’ sea-faring contem- 
poraries were nearly as colorful, and 
all of them reflected in their lives 
and correspondence the turbulent 
nature of the times. It was not, how- 
ever, until the War of 1812 that 
naval officers really came into their 
own. The great victories of this war, 
with the exception of Jackson’s bril- 
liant success at the Battle of New 
Orleans, were mainly won at sea. 
Curiously enough, one of the most 
noted of American naval heroes won 
great fame for the remark he made 
just before his ship surrendered. 
James Lawrence, wounded and dying, 
cried out to his men: “Don’t give up 
the ship!” They did give up the ship, 
yet Lawrence won far more fame 
by his dying remark than would 
have fallen to his lot had he lived 
and won the victory! Lawrence’s 
autograph is extremely rare—in fact, 
it is probably the rarest of all 
American naval autographs, although 
not so valuable as that of John Paul 
Jones. Two other colorful figures of 
the War of 1812, both of whom de- 
serve the attention of autograph col- 


lectors, are Oliver Hazard Perry and 
Stephen Decatur. Perry’s autograph 
is very scarce, especially in the form 
of full autograph letters. One occa- 
sionally runs across documents sign- 
ed by him, usually orders for supplies 
for his ship, and these sell for a- 
round $15 to $20. Decatur’s auto- 
graph, too, is moderately scarce, and 
his letters bring in the neighborhood 
of $40 to $50 whenever they are 
offered for sale. Decatur’s colorful 
career, and his smashing blow again- 
st the pirates at Tripoli, and his 
tragic death in a duel with James 
Barron have made him a favorite 
with autograph collectors, and few 
American naval autographs are more 
eagerly sought. 

With very few exceptions, the naval 
officers who bridge the long gap be- 
tween the War of 1812 and the Civil 
War do not especially intrigue the 
autograph collector, and their letters 
and documents are generally avail- 
able for nominal sums. Unless with 
remarkable contents, the letters of 
such distinguished men as Commo- 
dore William Bainbridge and his 
equally noted contemporaries seldom 
bring more than $5 or $10, and often 
less. 

The Civil War (1861-65) marked 
a drastic change in naval warfare. 
Gone were the tall and graceful ves- 
sels with sails, and in their place 
came the black, squat, ugly “cheese- 
boxes on rafts”—the first ironclads. 
In a letter now in my possession, a 
former Confederate naval officer 
named James M. Morgan corrects 
a popular error: “Nine men out of 
ten believe that the first time an 
ironclad engaged in battle was when 
the memorable fight between the 
Monitor and the Merrimac took place 
in Hampton Roads, when the fact 
is that I was in an action at the 
Head of the Passes of the Mississippi 
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river when the Confederate ironclad 
‘Manassas’ rammed the U. S. twenty- 
six gun_ sloop-of-war ‘Richmond’ 
exactly five months previous to that 
epoch-making battle.” 

Most of the autographs of Civil 
War naval leaders are very inex- 
pensively priced, and few of them 
sell for more than $5 or $10. The 
most spectacular naval hero of the 
Civil War was undoubtedly Admiral 
David G. Farragut. I recollect that 
when I was in high school, our his- 
tory book carried a jaunty portrait 
of Farragut, under which was boldly 


° 
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printed: “Never mind the torpedoes! 
Full speed ahead.” Since my school 
days, I have learned that the exact 
phrasing of this famous remark, as 
uttered by Farragut, was a little 
more vehement! Farragut’s auto- 
graphs generally sell for modest 
sums, but recently Ben Bloomfield, a 
New York autograph dealer, catalog- 
ued at $110 the most remarkable 
letter of Farragut I have ever seen, 
in which the Admiral discussed the 
great Battle of Mobile Bay: “.... 
Our ship suffered more by colliding 
with the Lackawanna than from the 
enemy’s shot; two ports were knock- 
ed into one, but we are all right 
again & can fight those two guns 
just as well as the others. The Iron 
Clad Stockdale has paid for herself 
twice over if she never does any 
more for Uncle Sam. . .Send along 
the other Iron Clad as quickly as 
possible.” Next to Farragut, the let- 
ters of David D. Porter are probably 


the most sought-after naval auto- 
graphs of the period. 

Turning now to the Spanish-A- 
merican War, we encounter the cour- 
ageous Richmond P. Hobson, who, 
with a skeleton crew of seven men,

sank the collier Merrimac in Santiago 
Harbor, in an attempt to bottle up 
the Spanish fleet by blocking the 
narrow entrance to the harbor. As 
the Merrimac moved into the harbor 
under a fearful rain of shells from 
the Spanish fortifications, the rudder 
was shot away, thus preventing the 
complete success of the enterprise. 
Hobson’s autograph is common in all 
forms, for he lived to a ripe old age 
and was unfailingly generous in 
sending his signature to all those 
who requested it. 

Next to John Paul Jones, the most 
famous of American naval heroes 
is Admiral George Dewey, who de- 
stroyed the Spanish squadron at 
Manila Bay on May 1, 1898. Dewey’s 
achievement loses a little of its lustre 
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when one considers that he was fight- 
ing an outmoded and badly equipped 
Spanish fleet, yet the victory gave 
tremendous prestige to America and 
almost overnight established our 
position as a major sea power. 
Dewey’s autograph is plentiful, and 
letters from his pen often may be 
purchased for as little as three or 
four dollars. 

The naval leaders of World War I 
and World War II are almost with- 
out exception very common in auto- 
graphic form. The surviving leaders 
of World War II, evidently, are very 
good-natured about sending their 
autographs and signed photos to their 
admirers, and one frequently runs 
across such items, generally offered 
for sale at very reasonable prices. 


Meditations of an 
Autograph Collector 


In recent issues we have quoted 
from a book written more than fifty 
years ago by an autograph collector, 
Adrian H. Joline, for Harper and 
Brothers. The book was well named. 
Joline showed a fine cultural back- 
ground, much of which had come, 
without doubt, from his hobby of 
autograph collecting. He had a wide 
acquaintance among collectors and 
the great and near great. We quote 
further: 

“The editor of a magazine, for 
whom [I have the highest regard, saw 
fit, some time ago, to criticize gently 
an innocent remark of mine about the 
use of autographs in extra-illustra- 
tion. He must remember that these 
desultory jottings, with all their sins 
and imperfections, are only the stag- 
gerings of the mind of an ancient 
collector, the maunderings of an ob- 
solete person. [I did not mean to 
enter upon the record an objection 
against the arrangement of a ‘set’ 
of autographs, incidentally accom- 
panied by a few printed pages, where 
a rivulet of text may meander 
through a meadow of autographs. 
But in most extra-illustrated books 
the text and the plates seem to as- 
sume the leadership; they elbow 
themselves rudely to the front, with 
an air of odious self-importance; 
they take the centre of the stage 
and stand in the full glare of the 
lime-light. As a faithful, although 
@ superannuated devotee at the 
shrine of Autographia, I complain 
whenever my divinity is treated with 
disrespect. 

“I am not the first one to allow 
my reason to surrender to my af- 
fections, and with all their faults I 
love those ‘Granger’ books still. One 
will say to himself, in meditation, 
‘Away with them’ let them be ana- 
thema maranatha!’ the precise im- 
port of which curse I am cloudy 
about, but I suppose that it has sub- 





stantially the same effect as that 
which is produced by the Speaker 
of the House of Commons when he 
‘names names.’ Yet within two days, 
this irate enemy of Grangerization 
may be found coquetting with his 
favorite bookseller about the mater- 
ials for a new example of illustrated 
enormity, and, like another Donna 
Julia, whispering he will ne’er con- 
sent, consents flagrantly. Half the 
pleasure lies in being tempted and in 
yielding to the temptation with the 
sweet consciousness of guilt as a 
consolation. 

“On reflection, I believe that I 
have been mistaken in spending so 
much time and so considerable a por- 
tion of my slender means in gather- 
ing Signers, Old Congressmen, Presi- 
dents, Cabinet, Governors, and others 
of that ilk, for the literary field is 
by far the most fascinating. Men 
meet there on a common ground; the 
political is ephemeral, while the 
literary is eternal. A certain man 
once made himself a driveller and a 
show by paying an enormous price 
for a ‘Gabriel Jones, M.O.C., Va.,’ so 
that all catalogues issued since that 
event, and boasting a specimen of 
Gabriel, remind us that ‘specimen 
fetched (sic) $80 at a Philadelphia 
auction sale.’ In confidence, it was 
$82, as I happen to know. The ref- 
erence in the catalogues is the sort 
of sly suggestion which touches the 
sensibilities of the lamb who ven- 
tures into the Wall Street of Auto- 
graphia. Now my friend might have 
had a letter of Wordsworth for less 
than one-tenth of the money he squan- 
dered on Jones—a thing of beauty 
compared with the costly scrawl of 
the Virginia congressman, who has 
no real value except as one of a 
series. The name of Jones twinkles 
like a pale candle-flame beside the 
light of Wordsworth. 

“Here is the letter addressed by 
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the poet to his fellow poet Samuel 
Rogers, who dealt in figures of fin- 
ance as well as of speech, and who 
~~ upon it, ‘Not to be printed, 


You, my dear Rogers, are placed by 
fortune above the necessity of consider- 
ing your books with reference to pecuni- 
ary profit now or hereafter. It is not 
so th most of your literary and Lo 
sonal friends, myself among the number, 
and therefore I take leave to mention 
that the 2nd reading of Sergeant Tal- 
fourd’s copyright bill stands for Wed- 
nesday, the 11th of April. Let me urge 
you to give it your support among your 
Parliamentary friends of all parties, as 
it is not a party measure. Brooke’s is at 
hand, and you are every day and every 
hour seeing some influential person. 
Need I say more? for you have prob- 
ably heard that the rapacity of the 
booksellers is putting them, under pre- 
tence of public good, upon what threat- 
ens to be a very strong opposition. They 
will be backed by the Doctrinaires (called 
so, I suppose, in the spirit of the trite 
phrase lucus a non lucendo). As the 
attendance is usually very thin upon 
a Wednesday, the Sergeant tells me 
that it is desirable that favourers of his 
motion should be in the house to pre- 
vent its being voted out. 


What said Gabriel Jones?

Dr. Sir,—My son may probably stay in 
camp longer than his present stock of 
cash may hold out. I therefore have 
taken the freedom of drawing on you 
for yr. amount of the enclosed account: 
he has yr. original order of acceptance; 
and his receipt will be sufficient. I have 
nothing to add but to wish you an 
agreeable and most successful campaine. 
Yr. most obt. servant, 
GABRIEL JONES 
April 28, ’°77. 


“Both of these letters deal with 
the important money question, but 
no one can dispute the fact that the 
author is more interesting than the 
legislator. Few enlightened citizens 
of this or any land can really care 
much about Jones. He belongs, with 
Simon Boerum, to the category of 
expensive luxuries. The lamb was 
shorn because some other lamb had 
a vacancy in his ‘set,’ and the first 
lamb was playing the game without 
limit. 

“These considerations naturally 
lead us to the inquiry, as an eminent 
contemporary stateman might say, 
whether or not the literary magnate 
really feels sad and weary when 
some one begs him for his autograph. 
He is wont to lament much about the 
hardship of it, and to express him- 
self after the manner of Edwin For- 
rest, reference to which has been 
hereinbefore made, to borrow the 
jargon of the attorney. While it is 
true that the serious and genuine 
collector does not write for an auto- 
graph to any one with whom he is not 
personally acquainted, yet I am not 
sure that the great man is dis- 
pleased with the implied compliment, 
however loudly he may complain of 
the trespass. It was a profound re- 
mark of Josh Billings—or perhaps 
of that ancient and now almost for- 
gotten humorist Jack Downing— 
that ‘there is a great deal of human 
‘natur’ in mankind in gin’ral.’ The 
distinguished author is not altogether 
outside of the pale of ordinary hum- 


anity. Still, autograph letters writ-

Walt Whitman 


Journalist and Poet 


Let us go back ninety years to 
Walt Whitman in his early days, 
before he became famous, and when 
he was only known as a “good fel- 
low” among a wild set of Bohemians 
who, just prior to the Civil War, con- 
stituted the literary society of New 
York. We find a description of Whit- 
man of that period in the Danbury 
(Conn.) News. 

In the fall of 1858 a little, thin, 
wiry man, with a grim, weird face, 
and a snap of the terrier about him, 
made himself conspicuous among the 
undergraduates in literature in New 
York. He was assertive, quirkish, 
and odd, full of French jerks and 
Yankee quips. His face was small, 
hard and cold covered over with a 
forbidding beard of a dark-reddish 
color. He was a native of Nantucket 
and a graduate of Paris Bohemian- 
ism, and when he talked it was like 
snapping glass under your heel. He 
had the greatest sort of contempt 
for any writer who would use a word 
of two or more syllables when the 
same meaning could be conveyed in 
one syllable. No, dear reader, this 
was not Walt Whitman. This was 
Henry Clapp, Jr., who believed it to 
be his destiny to establish a new 
sort of literature in New York, 
something that would become nation- 
al, and that would cut off from all 
newspapers and magazines articles 
the long Norman words, and keep 
all utterances confined to the short, 
expressive Saxon. With ‘this object 
in view he drew around him many 
of the promising literary men of the 
day. 

Pfaff’s Restaurant on Broadway, 
near the Grand Central Hotel, was 
where this genial society met. They 
met around a long table in this base- 
ment restaurant beneath the side- 
walk. Among the associates were 
Walt Whitman, Fitz James O’Brien, 
William Winter and others who did 
not fare so well with fame in the 
passing of the years since that era. 

After dinner clay pipes and lit- 
erary criticism were in order. Whit- 
man generally had a half written 
“yawp’—that is what he called a

short poem—to submit to the assem- 
bly. His small blue eyes would beam 
with good nature, and his big shaggy, 
head and beard would assert them- 
selves with a strength and grandeur 
that became a great poet. Walt liked 
to be considered a poet, but his 
“yawps” were wretched failures, and 
every publisher refused to print 
them until Clapp started his weekly 
“Press” in 1859. It was a bright 
paper, but of short duration. It was 
started without a dollar and died 
without a cent. William Winter 
was its literary critic. He was assist- 
ed by Clapp, Ada Clare, Ned Wilkins 
and George Arnold, with three quarts 
of. beer, which Clapp carried into the 
sanctum at No. 8 Spruce Street 
every afternoon in a tin pail. 

One of Whitman’s associates at 
Pfaff’s, quotes Whitman as saying 
one night in the winter, when “Spiced 
rum” was being served. “The reason 
I like to drive a_ stage-coach -on 
Broadway, I feel that the strength 
of the horses passes into my veins, 
my muscles, and after that I can 
give strength to my poetry.” We 
can’t help but wondering what kind 
of poetry he. would have produced 
today if he drove a bus in the traffic 
over the same route. Walt had a 
great admiration for everything big, 
whether animate or inanimate. He 
thought he could write great poems 
if he were on top of the Sierras or 
among the great redwoods of Cali- 
fornia. The way he came to consider 
himself a poet was due to a prose- 
sketch he wrote describing a death 
in a school-room. The piece was 
vividly written and widely copied. 
That was when he and Joe Otterson 
(who was the “Bayard” of Wilkes’ 
Spirit of the Times) were setting 
type in a New York print shop. Walt 
was elated at the success of his 
sketch. Joe told Walt that both should 
go to Fowler’s and have their heads 
examined by the phrenologist. They 
went, Fowler told Walt that his love 
of approbation made him a laughing- 
stock. And he told Joe that he was 
stubborn as a jackass, and he dis- 
missed them both as a pair of don- 


keys. But Joe was no donkey and 
he served journalism well. Walt 
went to New Orleans, was a reporter 
and failed. Joe went on the New York 
Tribune, and was a success as night 
editor. He later oscillated between 
a fat berth at the custom house and 
the newspapers about Printing House 
Row. He was a practical writer and 
not a poet. One of his associates 
wrote him up in the manner of 
present day Winchellism. Otterson 
had brought Ada Clifton to Pfaff’s 
while writing theatrical notes for 
the Spirit of the Times. The report 
was that Joe had a new coat of dye 
put on his head and whiskers be- 
cause he was that way about Ada. 
Joe went to Pfaff’s and after de- 
nouncing all the scribes around the

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festive board in a volley of invectives, 
he left “Bohemia”, to scourge its vo- 
taries for years after with a pen 
“dipped in gall.” 


Fitz-Greene Halleck came to New 
York once or twice a year from his 
home in Connecticut and joined the 
writers at Pfaff’s. Some called him 
Bozzaris and others called him Marco 
for short. Halleck was then living 
on a pension of $500 a year given 
him by John Jacob Astor. He said 
that he had written his poem “Marco 
Bozzaris” at fever-heat, and gave it 
three sittings. Halleck said that 
Whitman ought to write his “yawps” 
seated on an elephant, in order to 
add to their strength and heaviness. 
Walt’s poetry Halleck considered no 
poetry at all. Most of his contempor- 
aries agreed with Halleck but some 
believed there was enough poetic 
fibre there to make half a dozen 
poetic fledglings. The trouble with 
him, according to his associates at 
Pfaff’s, was that he lacked art and 
simple dignity of expression. His 
Pegasus was a mad bull, dashing 
furiously into swamps, ditches, and 
dung-hills, and then frightening liter- 
ature by shaking his muddy horns 
at it. Walt was a man possessed of 
a large heart, a large soul, and a 
large nature, “but he would have 
served the world better had he stuck 
- the printer’s case and left poetry 
alone.’ 


At the outbreak of the Civil War 
Walt Whitman and George Arnold 
came to an unpleasantness while en- 
joying their usual after-dinner punch. 
Thev were sitting opposite each other 
at the table. George was for rebell- 
ion and Walt was opposed. George 
was full of “treasonism” and Walt 
was full of “patriotism.” Words grew 
hot, Walt warned George to be more 
guarded in his sentiments. George 
fired up more and more. Walt passed 
his “mawler’” toward George’s ear. 
George passed a bottle of claret to- 
ward the top-knot of the poet’s head. 
Pfaff got excited, Clapp broke his 
black. pipe while tugging at Arnold’s 
coat-tails, and Wilkins got all out of 
breath tugging at the brawny arm of 
Walt; and the other guests were 
spattered with rum, claret and cof- 
fee. Walt and George shook hands 
and sat down again, both feeling some 
what foolish. 


In those days Whitman dressed 
somewhat in the fashion of a bri- 
gand. He had a big collar to his shirt 
which never knew starch. The collar 
was rolled way back and down on 
his neck, which was bare nearly to 
the breast, which was very hairy. A 
black neckerchief, tied sailor fashion, 
fell loosely under his collar. He wore 
a close-fitting monkey jacket, which 
gave him a piratical cast; and a 
great big, black slouch hat, with an 
immense brim and an immense 
crown, covered the poet’s head. 


William Winter came to New York 
from the Cambridge (Mass.) Chron- 
icle in 1859. He wrote his poem “The 
Ruined Man” while sipping a glass 
of mulberry wine down-stairs in a 
saloon in Sudbury Street, Boston. 
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He had only twenty-five cents in his 
pocket to face the world. So he 
“drank to the woman 
who wrought his woe, 
In the diamond morn of long ago.” 


To the literary crowd at Pfaff’s 
Winter was considered not only one 
of the best dramatic writers of the 
country but one of its sweetest poets. 
But who reads Winter these days, 
while the “yawps” have become the 
Bible of countless modern Bohemians 
who are always trying to find where 
to scratch that which is itching them. 

The Rev. Moncure D. Conway, 
writing in the Fortnightly Review in 
1865, tells of his meeting with Whit- 
man. 


“Having occasion to visit New 
York soon after the appearance of 
Walt Whitman’s book, I was engaged 
by some friends to search him out, 
and make some report to them con- 
cerning him. It was on a Sunday in 
midsummer that I journeyed through 
the almost interminable and mon- 
strous streets, which stretch out up- 
on ‘fish-shaped Paumanok,’ and the 
direction led me to the very last 
house outward from the great city— 
a small wooden house of two stories. 
At my third knock a fine-looking old 
lady opened the door just enough to 
eye me carefully and ask what I 
wanted. It struck me, after a little, 
that his mother,—for so she declared 
herself—was apprehensive that an 
agent of the police might be after 
her son on account of his audacious 
book. At last, however, she pointed 
to an open common with a central 
hill and told me I should find her 
son there. The day was excessively 
hot, the thermometer at nearly 100°, 
and the sun blazed down as only on 
sandy Long Island can the sun blaze. 
The common had not a single tree 
as shelter, and it seemed to me that 
only a devout fire-worshipper indeed 
could be found there on such a day. 
No human being could I see at first 
in any direction; but just as I was 
about to return I saw, stretched upon 
his back ‘and gazing up straight at 
the terrible sun, the man I was seek- 
ing. With his gray clothing, his blue- 
gray shirt, his iron-gray hair, his 
swart sun-burned face and bare neck, 
he lay upon the brown and white 
grass—for the sun had burnt away 
its greenness—and was so like the 
earth upon which he rested, that he 
seemed almost enough a part of it 
for one to pass by without recog- 
nition. I approached him, gave my 
name and reason for searching him 
out, and asked him if he did not find 
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the sun rather hot. ‘Not at all too 
hot,’ was the reply; and he confided 
to me that this was one of his favor- 
ite places and attitudes for compos- 
ing poems.” 


We will omit the description of 
his room and go on to another part 
of Conway’s “visit”: “I could not 
help suspect that he must have had 
masters; but he declared that he had 
learned all that he knew from omni- 
bus-drivers, ferry-boat pilots, fish- 
ermen, boatmen, and the men and 
women of the markets and wharves. 
These were all inarticulate poets, and 
he interpreted them. The only dis- 
tinguished contemporary he ever met 
was the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, 
of Brooklyn, who had visited him. 
He had, he said, asked Mr. Beecher 
what were his feelings when he 
heard a man swear, and that gentle- 
man having admitted that he was 
shocked, he (Whitman) concluded 
that he still preferred keeping to the 
boatmen for his company. He was 
at the time a little under forty years 
of age. 


“His father had been a farmer on 
Long Island, and Walt had worked 
on the farm in early life. His father 
was of English, his mother Dutch 
descent, thus giving him the blood 
of both races that had settled in New 
York. In his youth he had listened 
to the preaching of the great Quaker 
iconoclast, Elias Hicks, of whom his 
parents were followers; and I fancy 
that Hicks, than whom few abler 
men have appeared in any country 
in modern times, gave the most 
important contribution to his edu- 
cation. After leaving his father’s 
farm he taught school for a short 
time, then became a printer, and 
afterward a carpenter. When his first 
volume appeared, he was putting up 
frame buildings in Brooklyn; the 
volume, was, however, set in type 
entirely by his own hand. He had 
been originally of the Democratic 
party; but when the Fugitive Slave 
Law was passed he found that he was 
too really democratic for that, and 
uttered his declaration of independ- 
ence in a poem called “Blood-money?, 
a poem not found in his early works, 
but which was the first he ever wrote. 
He confessed to having no talent for 
industry, and that his forte was 
‘loafing and writing poems,’ he was 
poor, but had discovered that he 
could, on the whole, live magnificent- 
ly on bread and water. He had

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Touring the Mid-West 
for Indian Relics 


By VERNON DRAKE 


During the last three years, my 
wife and I have made fifteen trips 
into nine states, covering more than 
25,000 miles looking at collections, 
museums, trading, and looking over 
camp sites for Indian relics. 

In this time, 'we have hunted from 
the mounds in Illinois to the west 
side of the Continental Divide of the 
Rocky Mountains and from the Da- 
kotas to central Oklahoma. These 
areas were once inhabited by thou- 
sands of Indians for several hundred 
years. There are still some rich camp 
sites where relics can be found. So 
no matter which way you go, you are 
always near another collector, mu- 
seum, or a camp site. 


On our trip east of Reno County, 
Kans., we find that there is a marked 
difference in flint; in the chipping, 
the size of arrowheads and types of 
arrows in the eastern one-third of 
the state. This line runs along the 
Blue River in Marshall County, the 
Cotton Wood River in Marion County, 
and the Arkansas River in Cowley 
County. In western and central Kan- 
sas there was a lot of agate, obsidian, 
quartz, and jasper used in making 
arrows, scrapers, knives, drills, and 
spears; while in the eastern one- 
third of Kansas more chert, quartz- 
ite, and the bluish-grey flint is seen. 
The flaking is found more on the 
rough type arrows. The thicker and

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the stem base are more common. 

In the central part of Kansas we 
dor’t have the banner, discoidals, 
groove axes, plummets, pendants, 
gorgets, or stone pipes and very few 
clay pipes, but we do have the red 
pipe stone or catlinite pipes. There 
are no notch hoes, not too many 
side or base notched spears, roller 
pestles, and no effigy pottery. In 
the two east tiers of counties in 
Kansas the groove axes begin to 
show up; also there are more bird 
points and less war or triangular 
points. As we crossed into Missouri 
we began to see arrows made of 
white or cream, black, pink, and red- 
dish brown flints. We have some celts 
and a lot of nice groove hammer 
stones here in central Kansas but 
no axes. 

It is a lot of fun to walk into a 
museum or stop to look at a private 
collection, stand back where you can- 
not see the location where the ar- 
ticles were found, and guess where 
most of the collection was discovered. 
The stone pipes, banners, discoidals, 
gorgets, pendents, plummets, boat 
stones, and large spears began to 
show up as we got deeper into Mis- 
souri and Arkansas. The eastern side 
of Oklahoma has some good relics in 
the foregoing articles but they don’t 
extend very far west into that state. 

As we traveled east and came to 
the Mississippi River Valley we be- 
gan to see the notched hoes, effigy 
pottery, bird stones, and articles made 
of granite, quartz, and banded slate. 
Hematite articles showed up in cen- 
tral Missouri and Arkansas. 

Some nice small points are found 
in eastern Kansas, Missouri, and Ar- 
kansas, but they are not as common 
as they are in central Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Wyoming, Colorado, and Ok- 
lahoma. We did not see many bone 
articles in the collections in eastern 
Kansas, Missouri, and Arkansas as 
we did in central Kansas. We have 
a little different soil and I don’t

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think the bone articles deteriorate 
as fast as they do in a damper soil. 
We know the Indians of the Missis- 
sippi Valley used a lot of bone for 
tools and some are found, but aren’t 
often seen in collections. The Plains 
Indians used the shoulder blade of 
the buffalo for spades and hoes while 
flint and quartzite were used in Mis- 
souri and Arkansas. 

There is a big difference in the 
finger scrapers in Kansas and Mis- 
souri. Most of our scrapers here in 
central Kansas are not over one-and- 
a-half inches long and three-fourths 
inches wide and very nice small flak- 
ing done, while eastern Kansas and 
Missouri scrapers are larger and a 
little rough. We have the four-way 
and tang knives in Kansas but very 
few are found east of the Kansas- 
Missouri line. The red pipestone pipes 
are not as common in Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, and Illinois as they are in 
Oklahoma, Colorado, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, and Kansas. Most of our 
pipes are of the “L” shape. 


We have very nice arrows, drills, 
knives, scrapers, hammer stones, bone 
articles, large metate, mano and pipe- 
stone pipes, but there are so many 
articles of more value found in the 
eastern parts of Kansas, all of Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, and Illinois that it 
is always a pleasure to hunt and 
look over collections in that. terri- 
tory. Around Crawford, Boone, and 
Franklin counties in Missouri the 
banner stones begin to show up and 
there have been some nice ones found 
in those counties. 


Traveling east from Reno County, 
Kans., there are camp sites located 
in McPherson, Rice, Marion, Ells- 
worth, Saline, Harvey, Kingman, 
Summer, Chase, Cowley, and Wilson 
counties and the first tier of coun- 
ties along the east side of Kansas 
are all good. There are fine collec- 
tions in Hutchinson, Wichita, Lyons, 
Little River, Geneseo, Topeka, Coun- 
cil Grove, Lawrence, Madison, and 
Windom. Several towns such as To- 
peka, Lyons, and Lawrence have nice 
museums. In Missouri there are camp 
sites in just about all of the counties 
and fine collections in Kansas City, 
Jefferson City, Branson, Camden, 
Springfield, St. Louis, Bonne Terre, 
Joplin, Booneville, Independence, Van 
Buren and a dozen other towns. In 
Arkansas there are collections in 
Harrison, Calico Rock, Rogers, 
Springdale, and several other towns. 


The spring is a very nice time of 
the year to hunt on camp sites. The 
fall is also good for Missouri and 
Arkansas as the Ozarks are really 
something to see at that time of 
year. There is good fishing in those 
states if you like to fish. There are 
always some curio shops to help keep 
the ‘wife busy, too. Don’t forget to 
stop at towns when traveling, and 
ask if any collectors live near. I find 
also that the postal clerks are always 
helpful in telling about collectors. 
Copy the name and address of deal- 
ers and collectors from this magazine 
and look these people up; they are 
a fine group. If they don’t have what 
you are looking for they will tell

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The Gemmer and Olin Collection of 
Firearms and Military Objects 


The Jefferson Memorial Building 
in Forest Park (the grounds of the 
St. Louis Exposition of 1904) has 
an extremely fine assemblage of 
firearms both as incidental pieces and 
as part of the Julius Gemmer col- 
lection. Some of the non-Gemmer 
pieces are such as the Indian Trade 
Rifle by H. E. Leman of Pennsyl- 
vania, items by Barnett of London 
and Ketland of Birmingham, Eng- 
land, a Pennsy flintlock rifle by 
Christopher Gumph of Lancaster car- 
ried by Daniel Boone, several rifles 
carried on the Lewis and Clark Ex- 
pedition and one belonging to Clark 
and made by Rogers and Brothers 
of Valley Forge, Pa. Of interest, 
too, is a small bronze boat cannon 
cast about 1839 by A. Fulton of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and carried on boats 
of the American Fur Company on the 
Mississippi River for protection 
against marauding Indians. This has 
a caliber of about one and one-half 
inches, 

Among other items are various 
and miscellaneous pistols belonging 
to historically famous St. Louisians, 
freak weapons such as the “sawed 
off shotgun” ostensibly carried on 
one of the early stages near here, 
animal guns such as the Reuthe 
with barbed harpoon and others. 

The Franklin W. Olin Gallery of 
arms and military trophies and the 
Julius Gemmer collection of firearms 
occupy a balcony and part of the 
second floor of the memorial. The 
Gemmer collection constitutes the 
largest part of the collection though 
there are objects here from many 
donors. Gemmer purchased the 
famous Hawkens gunshop in St. 
Louis in 1862 and operated it until 
his retirement. The shop was in 
business until 1915. The collection, 
at first exhibited very haphazardly 
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and with much in storage, was newly 
housed and properly displayed 
through the generous financial aid of 
the Olin family in 1952. The display 
cases are well-lit, well labeled, in 
good chronological sequence, not over- 
crowded and tell a good story. Very 
few European arms are exhibited 
and these for the most part are only 
needed to tell a story or with Am- 
erican connotations. 

The gallery opening out onto the 
baleony has at its entrance two cases 
devoted to non-firearms articles. That 
on the left as one enters contains 
the various accessories such as bul- 
let molds, powder measures, cap- 
pers, de-capvers, shotshell crimpers, 
shot samples, etc., and even a few 
advertising devices for the sale and 
promotion of sale of powder, shot, 
etc. Most interesting among these is 
a glass tower filled with shot and 
used for advertising the St. Louis 
Shot Tower which stood on Lewis 
Street between Bates and Smith 
Streets sometime between 1845-7. 
This tower was 176 feet high and 
was near the Mississippi River. In 
the year 1897 there were three shot 
towers operating in St. Louis and 
these accounted for approximately 
half the shot production of the United 
States at that time. 

In the right hand case are such 
interesting items as ammunition, 
boxes, chargers, powder cans and one 
of the original “Lexington Bomb- 
shells”, a tin can packed with pow- 
der, shot, broken bits of metal and 
set with a fuse.. These were made 
hurriedly by Confederate forces dur- 
ing the battle of Lexington, Mo., in 
the period September 12-20, 1861, for 
use in their cannon. 

All the remaining cases contain 
firearms and these have been grouped 
according to types with appropriate 
accessories and accoutrements in- 


cluded in the cases. Through such 
proper classification the old style of 
a mere “hodge-podge” of firearms 
indiscriminately mixed has been done 
away with—and some sort of sense 
and reason exists in the exhibits. 
The case displaying military wea- 
pons used in the United States con- 
tains a few European examples such 
as the Charleville musket and a num- 
ber of items as the various Harper’s 
Ferry rifles, cavalry musketoon, 
Civil War muskets of various types, 
etc. In another case and grouped 
together as Kentucky rifles or Ken- 
tucky types are types by Joel Ferree 
of Lancaster, Pa., J. Mason, John 
M. Camant of Wellsburgh, Pa., J. 
Henry & Son and W. Holmes. Also 
to be found in this case is a Henry 
rifle which belonged to Francois 
Amable Joseph Lajuenesse. Shown 
also with the Kentucky rifles is a 
copy of the Daniel Boone print en- 
graved in 1820 by James O. Lewis. 
A small collection of engraved pow- 
der horns is also found in this case. 
There are two cases devoted to 
various sporting and target arms of 
the nineteenth century. St. Louis’s 
population contained many Germans 
from the middle of the nineteenth 
century to almost the turn of the 
century and these people not only 
had an interest in firearms, but also 
made and shot them in organized 
competition. There are here Schuet- 
zen rifles made by the Union Rifle 
Works, others by Lefever & Ellis of 
Canandaigua, N.Y., muzzle loaders 
and breech-loaders, Sharp’s rifles 
and an air gun by Haviland and 
Gunn of Lion, N.Y. Rare items 


in shotguns include a rare Colt patent 
mode] of 1861 with unusual mechan- 
ism; also to be found is a Volcanic 
rifle patented in 1854, a Henry rifle 
in .44 caliber and a British-made 
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Henry Martini rifle which was given 
in presentation to General William 
Sherman during a trip to England. 

The two cases of small arms, that 
is, handguns, are divided so that 
one contains items dating previous 
to 1845 and the other from 1845 to 
1885. The early group contains quite 
logically the early foreign models 
much in use in this country before 
our own production had reached its 
own level. These include English, 
French, Belgian and German models. 
The US. military types include 
models 1841, 1842, 1847, 1851, 1853 
and others and those made by R. 
Johnson, A. Waters, A. Aston, H. 
Aston & Co., and N. Johnson. Non- 
military models include some by 
Deringer, A. Wurfflein, “TB & Co. ” 
“Powell and Co.,”, “J.&S. Hawkens” 
and others. We are informed here 
that Deringer’s products were well- 
known in St. Louis and that he was 
on good terms in business and other- 
wise with General William Clark of 
the famed expedition. 

The pistols and revolvers in the 
post 1845 case include pepperbox re- 
volvers by Allen & Thurber, 4 shot 
Sharps and Hankins, the William 
Marston pistol, Starr Revolvers and 
a great many Colts pistols and_re- 
volvers. We didn’t note any Pat- 
tersons, Dragoons or Walkers but 
there were some dandy 1860 Armies, 
severa] in presentation cases, Colt 
Navies, a .41 caliber revolver which 
was obtained from the widow of 
Jesse James after his death, varia- 
tions of the Root 1855 Model, some 
Cloverleaf .41 calibers, etc. There 
are a number of Remington pieces 
including some armies, some .22 cali- 
bers, some Smith & Wesson revolvers 
in .22 caliber and covered by the 
patents of 1858 and 1862. In this 
case is also an origina] letter by the 
brother of Samuel Colt (J.B.) to 
James H. Lucas of St. Louis. In 
this the Colt firm indicates a willing- 
ness to move to St. Louis if local 
investors will provided sufficient in- 
terest and funds. Quite possibly 
Colt felt it might -be wise to move 
“West” where so many of his wea- 
pons were being sold in quantity. 

One case contains also a collection 
of duelling pistols with documents re- 
lating to these. Among makers noted

Dimick, John Manton, Robertson. 
Carbines ranging in period 1818 to 
1880 fill one case and include such as 
a Hall-North breech-loading carbine 
model 18438, a Sharp’s breech-loading 
carbine, patented 1848 and 1859; a 
Maynard’ Ss (patented 1851 and 1859), 
Sharp’s, Starr’s, Spencers, J. H. Mer- 
rill, Williams and a whole raft of 
others. 

Possibly of most interest to gun 
collectors visiting the St. Louis area 
are the two cases relating to St. 
Louis gunsmiths. Here are to be 
found rifles by Samuel Hawken, 
Jacob Hawken, Dimick, C. F. Schil- 
ling and others. Probably most-widely 
known among collectors are the 
various Hawkens rifles carried by mi- 
grants on their way west. St. Louis 
was the logical place to get your rifle 
—it was the beginning of the west- 
ward land-trek for many who had 
arrived there by boat and because 
of the iron manufacture possible be- 
cause of near-by iron deposits. The 
Gemmer gunshop is commemorated 
in a case devoted to his products and 
equipment (see photo). 

Included also in the balcony exhibit 
room are portraits dealing with his- 
torical personalities often tied in 
some way with the weapons here. 
Among such are Julius P. Gemmer 
and Captain James B. Eads (1820- 
1887) whose iron construction firm 
not only built a fine St. Louis land- 
mark, the Eads bridge, over the Mis- 
sissippi River, but also designed and 
made iron gunboats which aided the 
Union Army in its southward run 
down that river. 

The second of the two rooms hous- 
ing the gun-military collection is de- 
voted to the military aspects and to 
select trophies from the American 
Revolution. the War of 1812, the 
Mexican War and the Civil War. 
While several nice items from the 
first two wars are to be noted the 
greater number of articles and dis- 
play treat with the two latter. Items 
of the Mexican War include recruit- 
ing posters, regimental flags, docu- 
ments, prints, arms, equipment, sad- 
dles, swords, ete. Of less common 
distribution are the Mexican Army 
items brought back by St. Louisians. 
One of these in particular is a small 
black flag bearing two white skulls 
and the motto Libertad o Muerto 
(Liberty or Death). This flag was 
carried by a Mexican officer to 
Colone] Doniphan’s command on

Christmas Day, 1846 with the demand 
that the American officer follow him 
into the Mexican lines. This was 
refused and in time later, after an 
engagement between the two forces 
this flag was found on the battle- 
field from whence it was brought 
to this city. In the same case are 
helmets, Mexican spearheads, cannon 
of various types; some of these latter 
being of Spanish manufacture. 


Of especial interest in the Civil 
War section are the Confederate 
items. St. Louis, and Missouri for 
that matter, were the undecided sec- 
tions during the war and so there was 
often a strange unified disunity (01 
vice versa) to be found all during 
the war. Items such as _ buttons, 
epaulets, uniforms which were worn 
by the  pro-Confederate Missouri 
State Militia are in contrast to many 
of the non-descript Confederate wea- 
pons on display. These include fire- 
arms, short swords in imitation of 
the 1830 types and the various caval- 
ry, infantry and other swords. 
On display in the center of the room 
is a two inch bore cannon, one of 
thirty cast in St. Louis in 1861 by 
Giles F. Filley. Union swords are 
represented by the works of N. P. 
Ames, Horstman, Tiffany & Co. and 
others and are only part of the 
society’s considerable collection of 
these weapons. Also to be found in 
number are military buttons of the 
18th and 19th century. Naval ac- 


tivities are recalled by photos and 
many items from ships which took 
part in that phase of the Civil War. 
Included are uniforms, a_ brass 
(speaking) trumpet used by officers 
on the Essex, one of the seven iron- 
clad gunboats made by the above- 
mentioned Captain Eads for the U.S. 
Navy and links from a tremendous 
chain the Confederates placed across 
the Mississippi to stop General 
Grant’s forces in 1862, but which 
failed. 

Also in this room, as in the other, 
are found fine oil paintings and por- 
traits of personalities of importance 
in our military and other history. 

The brief summary of the collec- 
tions given doesn’t do justice to the 
number and quality of the materials 
on display. As museums go the 
military displays are not extensive, 
but the curators have very wisely 
covered only those periods of history 
in which they had enough good, dis- 
playable material and have thus 
avoided such as the World War I 
period so oftzn and so often poorly 
done. The museum is open seven 
days a week and visitors to the city 
would do well to see it. A bulletin 
of the collection may still bein stock 
for the price of one dollar. This is 
the Bulletin of the Missouri His- 
torical Society, Jefferson Memorial 
Building, St. Louis 12, Missouri.;

A HISTORY OF FIREWORK

An interesting book which at first 
glance purports to include a real, 
thorough history of fireworks, but 
which upon reading reveals itself 
much inadequate. It’s good, enjoy- 
able reading for the first few chap- 
ters but the author becomes “bogged 
down” in what seems to be endless 
descriptions of numerous fireworks 
festivals conducted by obscure pyro- 
technists for obscure and often now 
unknown events—and for equally ob- 
scure personnages. In a chapter on 
“Simple Fireworks”, for example, we 
are introduced to a great deal of 
obscure terminology, references and 
types, most of which we’d never 
heard of before and never will again. 
Probably of prime interest to the 
military collector are those chapters 
on “Military Pyrotechny to 1900”, 
“Essential Fireworks” and “Military 
Pyrotechny From 1900”. Of especial 
interest are the many references and 
descriptions of military rockets and 
the full color picture of ‘Rocket 
Practice On Woolwich Marshes,

Not a book for intense, detailed 
research, but rather for the general 
and casually interested reader.

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Expanding Bullets in Warfare 


During the Chitral Campaign of 
1895 in India English troops fre- 
quently experienced difficulty in 
stopping fanatical natives who were 
known on occassion to keep coming 
after having been hit repeatedly by 
bullets from their Lee-Metford rifles. 
In an effort to increase the effectiv- 
eness and stopping power of their 
bullets the English first modified 
their existing bullet at a place called 
DUMDUM in India. This was done 
by cutting or filing off the point of 
the British .303 bullet. A later type 
known as the Mark IV was a 
round-nose soft point bullet with a 
“split jacket”, and the armory went 
into production of these for English 
troops. Thus there were actually 
two types, but it seems rather doubt- 
ful that “Dum Dum” bullets as such 
were ever made, but rather that the 
completed cartridges had their bul- 
lets systematically altered after hav- 
ing been finally assembled, 


The use of expanding bullets ap- 
pears to have been considered an 
unfortunate thing when applied 
against our “colored brothers”, but 
the thought of its being employed 
by white man against white man was 
looked upon with a perfect horror. 
As early as 1868 an agreement had 
been made by various powers, in- 
cluding Germany, at St. Petersburg, 
Russia, that no projectiles of a 
weight less than 400 grammes should 
be employed containing explosive or 
inflammable material. Again in 1899 
after the “Dum Dum” had seen use, 
the great European powers signe 
an agreement at THE HAGUE dis- 
avowing the use of bullets which 
spread or flatten out easily in the 
human body, such as those having a 
hard outer envelope and a soft in- 
ner core which is partially exposed 
in its forward position, or of such 
hard or jacketed bullets which might 
bear incisions for the purpose of 
their expanding. The use of the 
term “Dum Dum” seems to have 
been a more popular than official 
one and (is) was applied to all ex- 
panding-type bullets. Cartridge boxes 
have been seen, however, on which 
the word Dumdum did appear. To 
stick strictly to definition there were 
many “dumdum” bullets as_ such 
utilized and a more appropriate term, 
the “expanding bullet” is found in 
the literature. While not correctly 
applied, the term is partly corrected 
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for in a comparison between the 
words dumdum and split jacket. 


Types Found In Use 

Very shortly after the beginning 
of hostilities in WWI various Ger- 
man prisoners were taken who had 
in their possession hunting cartridges 
made specifically for big-game. These 
were of standard military rifle cali- 
ber and fitted both the model 1888 
and 1898 Mauser rifles, and were of 
the soft-nosed variety having the en- 
tire front end of the bullet exposed 
for extreme mushrooming. Samples 
of copper-tube bullets similar to those 
made by the English firm of Kynoch 
and labeled by them “soft-nose hol- 
low copper-tube” were also found. 
These can be classified as mechani- 
cally-exploding by virtue of their 
construction; the jacket of the lead- 
cored bullet was stripped away as 
in conventional mushrooming loads; 
a hole bored down the center and a 
small copper tube inserted as a tight 
fit, This tube acted to streamline 
the bullet, to effect better entrance 
and to cause a better “tearing apart.” 
Samples picked up were apparently 
made by Rheinische Waffen Spreng- 
stoff N. for the model 1888 rifle. It 
doesn’t seem too likely that any mili- 
tary force would go to the trouble 
of equipping its troops with such 
difficult-to-manufacture ammunition 
and the fact that much of the am- 
munition found was _ apparently 
loaded for the model 1888 rifle, in 
use as a ‘second-line’ troop weapon, 
would seem to bear this out. Several 
possibilities are open: 


1. Quantities of commercial ammu- 
nition were readily available and 
issued to troops with or without 
the knowledge that these were 
unlawful. 


. Shipments of commercial ammu- 
nition were mixed in with mili- 
tary loads as the last of the civil- 
ian ammuniton run off the 
machines. We must remember 
that most of the sporting am- 
munition was picked up very 
early in the war. 


. Sportsmen brought along their 
own ammunition supplies feeling 
they might make use of it or 
that it was patriotic to do so. We 
find a counterpart, though a 
more sensible one, in the case 
of our own army snipers, many 


of whom brought along their 
own, more accurate National 
Match Ammunition. 

For the most part cases of illegal 
bullets were the result of tampering 
with existing cartidges and these for 
the most part were left intact in the 
operation. By far the most fre- 
quently-come-across alteration was 
that of making longitudinal cuts 
from the tip of the bullet down, vary- 
ing the ogive and sides of the bullet 
jacket. In most instances the cuts 
were merely a simple cross at right 
angles, and from specimens found 
these appeared to have been made 
with a metal saw and fine enough 
to indicate the use of a vice of some 
sort in holding the cartridge in the 
cutting. During the first few months 
of the war these bullets were found 
on the persons of many German 
troops and in their machine gun belts 
as well. Such extensive usage must 
have required a good deal of “home- 
work” on the part of many troops 
and the high incidence of wounds 
and remains of such altered bullets 
in them, particularly among the 
French, points this out. Bullets of 
ammunition made at various times 
and dating back five or more years 
were altered, but again the age of 
the completed cartridge gave no in- 
dication of the alteration having been 
made until the war had broken out. 
It should be pointed out, however, 
that cut bullets of this type had 
seen some use in hunting before the 
war 

The effect of these bullets varied 
as do those of any type no matter 
how carefully designed. One of three 
things usually happened to these in 
use: 

1. Meeting a resisting or hard sub- 
stance such as bone causing an 
outward expansion of the four 
flaps into a sort of windmill 
which still rotating lacerated 
everything in its path. 

. Penetrate into thick muscle caus- 
ing a possible “blow-out” of the 
lead core and act as two pro- 
jectiles. 

. Not expand at all, but act much 
as a conventional Spitzer bullet. 


In view of the type of firing done 
in WWI their use in machine guns 
was in bad judgment since with their 
softened and collapsible points con- 
siderable lateral and wild ricocheting 
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resulted. Nonetheless reports from 
various sources indicated that these 
were issued to machine guns as well 
as to snipers and sharpshooters. 


Alterations of two other types were 
common and both of these could be 
carried out in the field. The first 
of these consisted merely of grind- 
ing off or partially flattening the 
tip of the bullet; a simple operation, 
but one of very dubious value. Us- 
ing a file or a stone it was a simple 
matter to grind off the tip, and the 
latter was useful for flattening the 
tip. Present-day re-loaders know 
how ineffectual and practically 
worthless is the effort of grinding 
off only a bullet’s tip and personally- 
known cases have been seen where 
such an altered bullet passed through 
16-18 inches of live tree with hardly 
any expansion. A flattened tip was 
even more worthless and unless ex- 
tremely flattened (with resultant 
lack of ballistic stability) was of no 
effect whatever. Incidentally, when 
retaliatory measures were being tak- 
en against prisoners found carrying 
any sort of dum-dum or expanding 
bullets, a German High Command 
memorandum was issued advising all 
troops to discard any bullets with 
points ever so slightly flattened or 
worn. 

The other means of creating the 
effect of an expanding bullet was 
that of removing the bullet and re- 
inserting same in the case backwards. 
This was a simple matter and the 
bullet could be removed by twisting 
or bending the cartridge neck or 
gently tapping same between two 
stones while slowly rotating it. An 
even easier means was afforded by 
forcing the bullet into the rifle’s 
muzzle and with the leverage thus 
available twist it free. Though of 
poor ballistic qualities projectiles 
such as these were extremely devas- 
tating in that there was a larger 
surface area striking and in that 
the unprotected base of lead was very 
apt to “blow out” and cause a mul- 
tiple laceration. A small concavity 
in the base of these too aided in 
the destructive effects. It is inter- 
esting to note that the first evidence 
of the use of reversed bullets was 
the peculiar noise and large blob of 
lead left on sniper’s shields when 
hit by these. 

Since the hand-gun was never re- 
garded in the German Army as more 
than a defense weapon the incidence 
of illegal bullets here was very 
slight. The use of a truncated-cone 
bullet, often with a hollow point as 
in the 9MM Parabellum load, might 
be regarded as illegal but probably 
not by intent since such were used 
long before the outbreak of the war 
and used even up to the present 
time. Tests conducted by Lt, Col. 
Leleu, the director the Technical 
Branch of the French Artillery in 
late 1914 showed that even upon fir- 
ing these through a plank of wood 
and a considerable layer of sawdust 
expansion occurred infrequently. 
Nevertheless he indicated that the 
French army concluded that the pur- 
pose of the exposed lead tip and hol- 
low point of this jacketed bullet was 
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intended for expansion and it was 
interesting to note that the German 
forces dispensed with its issuance in 
1915. Types were also issued with 
a jacketed, cone-shaped bullet with 
a flattened tip, but so long as there 
wasn’t any exposing of the lead core 
neither side classified this in the ex- 
panding category. Examples were 
reported where lead bullets for use 
in revolvers were found with cross- 
cuts on their flat noses; such “doc- 
toring” was less common and of less 
relative value for expansion pur- 
poses. 


Justification and Value 

No one side in a major conflict is 
ever completely innocent of misdeeds 
and German charges that French and 
English troops were found carrying 
expanding and explosive bullets had 
some degree of justification also. 
Certain stores of special gallery or 
range loads with hollow-point bul- 
lets were to be found in French Ord- 
nance Supplies near the front and the 
issuance of these to the Army was 
very possible—and if German news- 
paper reports of that date were tell- 
ing the truth—they were used. The 
German General Von Luttwitz was 
conscious of similar loads in his for- 
ces and as early as September 15, 
1914, issued orders that all such 
found in-his army’s ordnance stores 
or in the possession of troops were 
to be destroyed so as to “avoid de- 
nunciations on the part of the 
French.” Alteration of French rifle 
cartridges was next-to-impossible for 
the most part by virtue of their con- 
struction. In order to make a good 
expanding bullet a jacket type with 
lead core was necessary and the 
French issue was of homogenous 
metal—bronze—fine for penetration 
but not expansion. 

The presence of professional 
soldiers in the British Army, and 
among them men who had seen serv- 
ice throughout the world, would cer- 
tainly have led to the use of various 
tricks including such as bullet-notch- 
ing, splitting, etc. German usage 
was “justified” on the basis of pur- 
ported use by the Allies. Just why 
they or anyone else wanted to fool 
with illegal or expanding bullets is 
difficult to figure out. Conventional 
Spitzer point bullets with their tail- 
heavy construction will often cause 
as much or more damage than illegal 
types, and wounds caused by these 
are often indistinguishable. Consider- 
ations of their effect on the morale 
of troops were probably more a result 
of their publicity and occasional oc- 
currence on prisoners—certainly the 
average soldier—and admittedly by 
them even the medical man, was not

Post Card Publishers 


Much mention of certain popular 
producers of post cards has been 
made in the smaller hobby papers, in 
the minutes of post card clubs, in 
the want lists of collectors, and in 
the price lists of dealers. Everyone 
has a chance to know the names of 
Detroit, Mitchell, Stengel, and Tuck. 
Yet there are and 'were many pub- 
lishers in many countries whose cards 
are prized as highly by many collec- 
tors. Our knowledge, even of the 
well-known publishers, is not nearly 
complete, and many makers of rare 
and beautiful cards are practically 
unknown to the average collector. 
And many exquisite cards unknown to 
many collectors can be found among 
the treasured heirlooms of families, 
who keep them for _ sentimental 
reasons and know nothing of their 
interest to collectors. There are 
many more publishers than we have 
space to mention here — probably 
more than we shall ever mention. 

One of the foremost publishers of 
fine cards was Max Jaffe of Vienna, 
Austria. Jaffe cards are a collotype 
colored card on hard pliable ivory 
stock. Many Jaffe cards can be 
found among the reproductions of 
pictures in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art and in other well-known gal- 
leries. M. Lowry of Vienna produced 
cards in 1899 or before. Among their 
cards were rotogravure art reproduc- 
tions. M. Munk of Vienna produced 
many types of cards around 1907. 
Among them were vellum-finish 
cards of children, dogs, skaters, some 
hand painted; artist-signed cards; 
linen-finish cards of paintings of 
ladies’ heads; and other types. All 
are highly desirable. 

From Belgium come many collect- 
able cards, especially from the First 
World War, and again today. One 
name outstanding for a number of 
years was Nelson (abbreviated to 
Nels), of Bruxelles. This company 
produced many booklets in which 
were two sets of views—one taken 


before the shelling and destruction 
of World War I, and the other of 
the exact location after the destruc- 
tion. 

In Canada, there have been many 
good producers of cards. Some Can- 
adian companies have been branches 
of large English or American Com- 
panies; others are entirely Canadian. 
These names are seen on Canadian 
eards: Leonard Frank, Vancouver, 
B. C.; Illustrated P. C. Co., Montreal ; 
Photogelatin Engraving Co. Ltd., 
Toronto; Valentine & Son’s Pub. Co., 
Ltd., Montreal and Toronto; Valen- 
tine-Black Co. Ltd., Toronto; Warwick 
Brothers & Rutter, Ltd., Toronto; 
E. H. Wilkinson & Co. Ltd., Toronto; 
and Nerlick and Co., Toronto. 

The Nerlick cards are well worth 
collecting. They have the Dominion 
Coat of Arms, maple leaves, and the 
beaver embossed in beautiful colors 
and gold. They are marked ‘Cana- 
dian Souvenier Mailing Card.” War- 
wick Bros., & Rutter made beautiful 
double embossed cards of British 
Royalty. 

Among English Publishers whose 
cards are well worth collecting is 
Bamforth and Co. which has since 
moved to New York. They published 
a very interesting line of comics that 
seem quaint to modern eyes. They 
also published series of illustrations 
and words to many fine old hymns 
such as “The Lost Chord” and “Rock 
of Ages.” 

Another English publisher, David- 
son Bros., London, issued the “Foot- 
light Favorites” series which were 
lovely colored pictures of actresses 
of the first decade of this century. 
Delittle, Fenwick and Co. published 
ecards for Shurey’s Publications. The 
Empire Series, London, printed at 
their works in Germany around 1900- 
1907. Max Ettinger & Co., Ltd., 
London, E.C. & N.Y., printed with 
lovely colors on thick substantial 
cards. Among their cards are the 


“Royal Series”, and the “Torquay 
Series.” 

Frith’s Series are real photographs 
printed in Great Britain at least as 
long ago as 1902. Especially inter- 
esting are scenes from the Hardy 
country. Judges’ Ltd., Hastings, 
also produced photograph cards. 

Among the British Museum cards 
are those by H. J. Gaulden, Ltd., 
Canterbury, and Waterlow & Sons, 
Ltd., London. Their cards are in 
the large continental size, and are 
very beautiful. 

A. D. Henderson Ltd., Maybole, 
published a “Coloured Series” of 
Scotland. A very well known pub- 
lisher of London and Munich was 
Gottschalk, Dreyfus, and Davis. 
They made both excellent view cards 
and lovely greeting cards. 

Many collectors have found the 
“Ja Ja” Heraldic Series quite worth 
while. Collectors of old ship cards 
will certainly have those by Hugo 
Lang & Co., Liverpool. The Medici 
Society Ltd., London, has made many 
art reproductions, as well as many 
interesting Royalty cards. The “Na- 
tional” Series put out many Royalty 
cards, and also good English scenes, 
and humorous subjects. 

Ernest Nister of London, who 
printed in Bavaria and sold in Am- 
erica through E. P. Dutton Co., made 
some of the most beautiful cards of 
all time. Their cards include art 
productions, novelty and mechanical 
cards, signed comics, and exquisite 
greeting cards. ‘ 

Modern English views of great 
beauty are published by the Photo- 
chrom Co., Ltd., Tunbridge Wells, 
Kent. The Photochrom company 
makes sepia, colored, and photograph 
cards. Another popular English 
card is the Salmon card, issued by 
J. Salmon, Ltd., Seven Oaks. They 
produced in 1905-1906, and still pro- 
duce today. Their cards include 
photos, sepias, water colors, and oils 
of views and even comics. Stewart

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& Woolf, London & Bavaria, were the 
publishers of interesting — litho- 
graphed cards showing English types 
and costumes, such as: Anglo-Saxon 
soldier, Lady, and Noble, or Briton 
Bard, man, or woman. These seem to 
be comparatively rare. 

The Peacock Brand, Autochrom 
cards by the Pictorial Stationery Co. 
Ltd., London, printed in Saxony, have 
produced cards since the days of the 
old small sized cards. These old 
cards look somewhat like the old Tuck 
or Kunzli cards. 

Then, of course, there is the per- 
ennially well known Raphael Tuck 
and Sons, which was founded in 
1866, and produced many Greeting 
cards before the days of the post 
card. Tuck published millions of 
cards of many thousands of subjects 
through the years. They organized 
many branches and promoted clubs 
which carried their cards to every 
highway and every byway around the 
world. Although their plant and 
plates were destroyed during the 
war, they have come back, and they 
made many beautiful photographs of 
the Coronation. 

Another long lived company in 
Great Britain is the Valentine Co. 
which made almost as many kinds 
of cards as Tuck’s. Among them 
are the “Photo Brown”, “Art Color”, 
“Carbotype”, “Silveresque”, etc. The 
Oxford University Press made ex- 
cellent museum cards. And there are 
also the Philco Series, the Reliable 
Series, Samuels Ltd., of London, and 
E. A. Sweetman & Son, Tunbridge 
Wells. 

Woolstone Bros. made many beau- 
tiful Irish cards which bear the label 
“Milton” Series. And there are also 
the. Wrench Series printed in Saxony, 
and the Rotary Opalette Series of 
Royalty cards from 1908. 

Among the many well known 
French producers, the reader will 
recognize these names: Phototype 
L’Abielle, Paris; B. F., Paris; Brown 
& Cie Imp., Paris; Giletta, Nice; 
Lapina; L. Menard; A. Moutet Edit- 
eur, Paris; Neurdein Freres (N D 
Phot); Les Editions Nomis, Paris; 
A. Noyer, Paris; and others. 

Les Editions Nomis published the 
Continental sized cards for many 
European Art Museums. They are in 
beautiful colors with much gold. 

In Germany, beautiful Royalty 
cards were made by Albert Abshagen, 
Neutrandenburg. Other exquisite em- 
bossed Royalty cards with gold dec- 
oration, coats of arms and other 
heraldic emblems were marked D & 
C B. Adam of Dresden made the 
cards of the German dirigibles of 
Count Zeppelin. The Artistophot Co. 
of Leipzig published tinselled photos 
of actresses, around 1905. 

Some of the good German publish- 
ers are: Hans Boettcher of Stutt- 
gart; Heine & Aug Broning of Han- 
nau; Bruck & Sohn of Meissen; 


, Bruckman of Munchen; Cramers of 


Dorimund; Kugger & Lehman of 


Dresden; and Felix Luib of Strass- 
burg. 

Among the most beautiful of col- 
lectors cards are those labeled “Eri- 
ka”; they are simulated repli- 
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cas of oils, somewhat like some of 
the “Oilettes.” “Erika” also issued 
interesting greeting cards. Other 
Oilette type cards were produced by 
Hoursch & Bechstedt of Koln. Their 
castle cards are quite worth collect- 


ing. 
First World War collectors like 
the cards of Knackstedt & Co. of 
Hamburg. They picture the German 
Army in all its activities. Trau & 
Schwab of Dresden was popular dur- 
ing the First World War, and sold 
many patriotic cards in Germany. 
In 1897, Rommler & Jonas of Dres- 
den were publishing beautiful cards 
with several miniature views on each 
card. Swartz of Oldenburg was one 
of the companies given credit for 
being the first producer of post cards.

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As far as we know these cards are 
rare. 

The name Slangekonigin’s is on 
the beautiful cards marked “ERPA- 
CO” which rival the best issues of 
Tuck’s, The well known Stengel & 
Co. of Dresden produced not only 
beautiful art reproductions on beauti- 
ful heavy cards with gold edges, but 
also black and white, or green and 
white scenics on thin pliable card. 

Other good German companies in- 
clude Von Konig of Heidelburg, J. 
Meister of Berlin, and Wezel & Nau- 
mann of Leipzig. 

In Greece, Pallas & Cotzias pub- 
lished cards of the same style as 
Kunzli of Zurich—several small 
pictures arranged artistically on 
firm but pliable ivory board. 

Many good cards from Holland 
bear the name TAKKEN. Good art 
cards were made by N. V. Gestil & 
Zn., Eindhoven; and Weenenk & 
Snel, Den Haag. 

From Hungary (now Czechoslo- 
vakia) came the beautiful “DEGI” 
cards made by M. Schulz of Prague. 
These cards rival Tuck’s and Erpaco 
cards. 

In Italy, Fratelli Alinari of Fire- 
nze published the “IDEA” cards; 
Ercole Bergami produced linen cards 
that looked like real oil paintings on 
linen cloth—scenes of Naples in 
beautiful colors. 

One of the great Italian publish- 
ers, one whose cards are in great 
demand by the collectors, was E. S. 
Borgi. Firenzi. His cards are mark- 
ed “Sborgi” on an artist’s palette. 
They number among them many fine 
art works. A. Scrocci, Milan, and 
Roma, made deckle edged reproduc- 
tions of water colors—“‘Aquerello”. 
Some of these cards came in packs 
of 20 ecards in attractive wrappers, 
marked with ASM in a circle. Ed 
A. Traldi also published the deckle 
edged Aquarelles of Rome. 


E. Ragozino was the publisher of 
reproductions of paintines of Naples 
and Pompeii, Ernesto Richter & Co., 
Napoli, issued cards of Pompeii, in- 
cluding many red or blue cards show- 
ing friezes. Richter’s name is on some 
of the “Astro” cards. Also D. Trom- 
petta issued “Astro” cards Editioni 
d’Arte, which were paintings of 
Pompeii. 

Other good Italian publishers in- 
clude: Mazzoletti of Como; Modiano 
of Milan; Paolo of Bellagio; Oreste 
Scarlatti, Pisa; Alterocca, Terni; 
Ed. Luigi Grisoni, Stressa; Hans 
Dietz, Milan; Confalone and C., 
Naples; Capello, Milan; and L. 
Salomone of Rome. 

From Scotland, we have the 
“Pixie” cards with the letters DBE 
on the label. 

In Sweden, Sago-Konst A.-B., 
Stockholm, made beautiful heavy 
colored cards in 1985; today Bendt 
Johnson of Malmo makes fine quality 
photographs and colored cards. 

Today, there are many collectors 
who prefer the Swiss cards to all 
other foreign makes. E. Goetz Phot, 
Luzerne, produced a heavy vellum 


type card with good colors. The Gug- 
genheims of Zurich, and the Photo- 
glob Co., Zurich issued beautiful 
cards. 

We think the most beautiful of the 
early Swiss cards were made by 
Carl Kunzli. Many are trade marked 
with the letters PUK - Z. Other 
cards have the trade mark C KT for 
Carl Kunzli-Tobler. Other good Swiss 
cards were made by O. Sartori, Gen- 
eva; and Siciete Graphique, Neu- 
chatel. 

The best known modern Swiss 
cards are the flower cards by Edition 
Stehli of Zurich. They also publish 
exquisite Alpine scenes, dog, cat, 
horse, and bird cards. There is an- 
other Swiss company whose flower 
cards look like the Stehli-cards. This 
is Thor and Gyger of Adelboden. 
Many of these modern cards bear 
the trademark of “ALMA” of the 
American distributor, Alfred Main- 
zer. 

We are well aware that the length 
of our article, and the limitations of 
our time for research have allowed 
us to touch only some of the better 
known publishers from these coun- 
tries. We daily add the names of 
publishers to our files, and we hope 
some day to give you more names, 
and more information on many of 
these. Next time we hope to discuss 
some of the publishers of our own 
country. If you wish more detailed, 
or wider discussions on this subject, 
we welcome your notes and cards.

She is known as “The 
Chewing Gum Lady” by all the small 
fry who patronize the Central Bank 
where she has been a member of the 
staff since 1928. Miss Browning was 
featured in the column called the 
“Putnam Personalities”, in the no- 
vember 12, 1953 Putnam County 
Graphic. Because of her very busy 
life Miss Browning does very little 
exchanging. 


8. Lois Mitchell of Mobile, Ala- 
bama, has a novel idea for using post 
cards in decoration: “I recently cov- 
ered a folding screen with dark green 
plastic, traced slits from an album 
page on it, cut the slits with a razor 
blade, and inserted post cards. One 
panel animals, one floral, one birds, 
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and the other children. It looks old 
fashioned and goes well with my 
scattering of antiques.” 


4. Michael] O’Conner of ‘Marne, 
Michigan, has a card: which,: puzzles 
him: “It is an Albertype card, pub- 
lished by E. L. Gray. & Co., Saranac 
Lake, N. Y., no number. The victure 
is of the Trudeau. Memorial, Trudeau 
Sanatorium, New York. It is on the 
nature of a maximum card—only the 
stamp is a T. B. stamp affixed to the 
upper left corner. On the stamp is 
a bust- profile to the right of Dr. 
Trudeau, against a background of 
red-brown. Below the name of Tru- 
deau is the date 1885. In the bio- 
graphy of Dr. Trudeau, who lived 
from 1848 to 1915, there is no men- 
tion of the date 1885.” 


5. The Metropolitan Post Card Col- 
lectors Club has a new meeting 
place. They are now meeting at 7 
P.M. on the third Friday of each 
month at the Joan of Arc Commun- 
ity Center, Room 115, 154 West 93 
Street, in New York City. All post 
card collectors are welcome at the 
meetings. Mr. Walter Czubay is the 
Secretary. 


6. From Glenn Bissell, Bookbinder 
of Newport, R. I., comes a card call- 
ed a Seaweed Souvenir. The card 
made before 1907 contains pressed 
rose and green seaweed so thin as 
to seem almost a dye. There is a 
small beach scene in black and white. 
This card was published by the Mer- 
cury Press, the same press establish- 
ed in 1727 by James Franklin, broth- 
er of Ben Franklin. This print shop 
is still in operation. The Bissells do 
not exchange as they have highly 
specialized collections with very few 
duplicates. Some of their specialities 
are parades, news events, Clapsaddle, 
Winsch, Royalty. They have a Japan- 
ese card of inlaid wood, and two 
advertising cards put out by the 
Olds Motor Works — hold-to-light 
cards of the “Merry Oldsmobile.”

Educational and Other Cards 


France was one of the foremost 
designers and producers of cards, 
not only the early Tarot and French 
style playing cards, but of the Edu- 
cational sets more commonly refer- 
red to as game cards, and Divination 
or fortune telling cards. 

The earliest record of French Edu- 
cational cards is 1643 for Louis XIV 
who came to the throne under the 
regency of his mother. To interest 
the young king in his studies, Card- 
inal Mazarin who was Prime Minis- 
ter of Louis XIV and responsible 
for the youth’s education, devised a 
series of games for this purpose. 
Jean Demarests, a member of the 
Academy of France prepared the 
games and published them with in- 
formation or instructions in the fol- 
lowing year, and titled the set “The 
Games of Cards for the King of 
France.” It consisted of a game of 
Geography, a game of Fables and a 
game of Kings, each with fifty-two 
cards to a set. The cards had a nice 
engraved figure or scene and a des- 
cription below. Some of the games 
were made with suit signs, but they 
all seemingly were played like Au- 
thors. 

The fourth game in the series was 
“Le Jeu Des Reynes Renommees.” 
(The Game of Renown Queens). This 
set and the Game of Kings were by 
the Florentine engraver, Stefano de 
La Bella. There were thirteen divi- 
sions of four cards each, played as 
modern Authors and divided into 
books as follows: 

Kings, represented by Four Saint- 
ly Women; Queens, four Celebrated 
Women; Jacks, four Brave Wemen; 
Ten’s, four Pious Women; Nine’s, 
four Wise Women, Eights, four 


Cruel Women; Seven’s, four Good 
Women; Six’s, four Licentious Wom- 
en; Five’s, four Courageous Women; 
Four’s, four Clever Women; Three'‘s, 
four Capricious Women; Two’s, four 
Unfortunate Women; Aces, four 
Happy Women. Queen Elizabeth I 
was placed as one of the four 
“Cléver” women. Queen Sheba was 
on the nine of hearts—one of the 
four “Wise” Women, and Mary 
Stuart, Queen of Scots, one of the 
“Unfortunate” women. 

The game of Fables has Greek 
myths on each card with the engraved 
illustration in the upper half an 
the description below. These were 
done by the Florentine engraver, 
Stefano della Bella. 

There are two series of the “Games 
of Geography.” In one series the 
cards are colored by hand and in the 
other deck they are uncolored. One 
has the suit signs in the corners. 
The title card shows two _ hemi- 
spheres, with ‘“Geographie” above 
and below “A Paris, chez Henry La 
Gras, Libraire au 3 pilier de la

line. All the cards bear LeGras’s 
name as publisher. 

Some of the other educational 
games are: The Game of War, to 
teach military science and is played 
with dice. This is dedicated to the 
son of Louis XIV in 1668. Designs 
were drawn by Gilles de la Boissere 
and engraved by Pierre le Pautre. 

The Game of Military Cards of 
Desmartians, published in 1676; The 
Game of Nations, published 1684; 
The Dictionary of Games, published 
in Paris in 1792, and many other 
games of questionable educational 
value were among educational cards 
of the early era.

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delightful ‘Alphabet Game for 
Children” was issued. The cards were 
in three pieces, cut horizontally. 
This idea evidently met with the 
players’ approval as England issued 
a delightful deck in the nineteenth 
century and the United States issued 
cards in the twentieth century, in 
three horizontal sections. 


“The Grand Game of Geography” 
published in Paris, circa 1800, was 
another issue on Geography. These 
had delightful full length figures in 
color, representative of each country. 
“Habitants of China”, “Habitants of 
France”, et cetera, showing a man 
and woman of each country with 
descriptive information below. They 
are numbered in the upper left cor- 
ner and have twenty-four to the set. 


There is a nice series of twenty 
cards with a dainty scroll frame and 
a circular scene with a different 
subject on each card. A small numer- 
al is in the lower right corner. The 
subjects are varied, sometimes in 
pastels except for red or bright, 
deep blues. There is no printing 
other than the signs in the various 
scenes which occasionally has a few 
legible words. 


“The Series of History Cards” or 
“Cards of Histories” were issued 








Ist Row: Nos. 1, 2, and 3 from the early 
deck of d’Etteilla, printed from wood blocks, 
and are in soft colors. The fourth card is 
hand drawn and colored. Lottery card from 
a set of six—all different. The backs are 
of red satin. The lottery card below is one 
of a set of eighteen. The sets each have 
the numbers 1 to 90 with no number dupli- 
cated, yet all are used. (The six card set 
has fifteen numbers on each, the eighteen 
card set has five numbers on each). 


2nd Row: Nos. 1, 2 and 3 are from a 
later deck by d’Etteilla, and are all in vivid 
colors with predominance of red and green. 
The Valet of Batons (equiv. to Jack of 
Clubs) and the other two are Atouts similar 
to the Italian ones. The last two cards in 
the row are the Jack of Hearts, No. 51, and 
the Seven of Diamonds, of a set by Man- 
gion. Card No. 9, “Caquets,” and No. 51, 
“Visite” are only two of a delightful set of 
fortune telling. 


3rd Row: A child’s game (no other in- 
formation) which consists of 20 cards, all 
with the same circular scene, and dainty 
scroll, and tiny numbers in the lower right 
corner, 1 to 20. The second card is by 
B. Dondorf with beautiful coloring on face 
and back, which has a soft blue back- 
ground. The back, also shown at the upper 
right corner, is in soft multicolors. 


4th Row: Two cards of the Roman series 
of 48 cards, issued circa 1760. The large 
cards are from a set of 36, hand colored 
lithographs with reds and blues predom- 
inating. Each card is a delightful and amus- 
ing caricature worthy of being framed as 
an early print. 

(Illustrated from the collection of 

Freida Clark) 
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circa 1760 in Lille by Vanackers. E. 
Jouy is given as the author. At the 
top center of each card is a head 
portrait taken from a coin of a 
famous person, with the identifying 
name above. In the upper left corner 
is a number in Roman numerals and 
the lower two-thirds of the card is 
given to the biography of the indi- 
vidual. There are a series of famous 
Romans, a series of Grecians and a 
third of Greek and Roman Myth- 
ology. There are forty-eight to a 
series or deck. They are printed from 
wood blocks and are uncolored. The 
ones illustrated are from a Roman 
deck, *in the original box and with 
the instruction sheet, referred to as 
a “Leaflet of Avis.” On the right 
hand side opposite the portrait is the 
identification of the man or woman 
portrayed. 


In the early nineteenth century a 
number of games with fascinating 
prints in color appeared. There were 
many various series during the cen- 
tury. Some sets were printed on 
cheap paper and it is thought Nap- 
oleon may possibly have distributed 
such decks among his soldiers to 
help build good will and unite his 
men. 


Conjurers cards began with the 
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first Tarots and as Tarots were dis- 
continued in France, other types of 
conjurers cards were deveioped. 
There were leger-de-main (slight of 
hand) cards circa 1800, grotesque 
figures having enormous heads and 
two faces, which may be looked at 
from either end and each has right 
and left profiles. 

Fortune telling and _ divination 
cards like the conjurers cards have 
been issued for centuries. The most 
famous of the French fortune telling 
cards are the “Tarots d’Etteilla” 
(see illustration). d’Etteilla was a 
wig maker by the name of Alliette 
who, interested in old Tarots design- 
ed a deck, spelled his name in re- 
verse and enjoyed great favor for 
many years in both Court and 
throughout France. There were sev- 
eral issues by d’Ettiella with but 
little change. The cards illustrated 
are from wood blocks and hand color- 
ed. The first set was issued in the 
late eighteenth century, and con- 
sisted of seventy-eight cards. Later 
there were small cards made from 
copper plates. 

The cards shown were one of his 
very early decks. At the top, below 
the light blue band which serves as

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The WHIPPOORWILL 


Probably not one person in a hun- 
dred ever has seen a whippoorwill. 

Its melancholy song is one of the 
most familiar notes in the symphony 
of the summer evening but to the 
majority of listeners it is only a dis- 
embodied voice in the dark for the 
singer has come about as near tc 
achieving invisibility as any living 
creature, says Dr. Winsor M. Tyler 
in a bulletin of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 


Close observers, however, have 
gathered considerable information 
about the ways of life of this crea- 
ture of dusk and dark—its baby- 
hood, courtship, family life and 
parenthood, food seeking, and nest 
building. These are described by Dr. 
Tyler from eye-witness accounts. 


The whippoorwill is a migrant, 
spending its winters in Florida and 
its.summers from March to Septem- 
ber in the North. It travels entirely 
at night, sometimes in large flocks. 


It builds no nest but lays its 
flecked eggs on the ground, depend- 
ing on the flickering shadows of the 
woodland over the background of 
dried leaves to conceal them. 


The bird is masterfully camou- 
flaged and usually selects a spot for 
its eggs where the woodland floor is 
free of underbrush and the trees 
are spaced far enough apart to cast 
an uneven shade. 

The male bird presumably sleeps 
all day while the female sits on 
the eggs or broods the newly hatched 
young, but at night he stands guard, 
may take his turn on the nest, and 
hunts insects for his family. 


The newly hatched chick, almost 
exactly the color of the_dead leaves 
among which it lies, remains es- 
sentially invisible. Nests are found 
almost exclusively by accident. 


Whippoorwills live almost exclu- 
sively on night-flying insects, espe- 
cially moths and mosquitoes, but have 
been recorded as sometimes hunting 
for worms, beetles, and ants under 
bark or on the ground. 


Dr. Tyler tells how one may catch 
a glimpse of a whippoorwill: 


“In order to study the whippoor- 
will at short range it is well to 
visit its haunts for a few evenings 
and learn how the bird we are to 
watch behaves when it wakes from 
its day’s sleep. Whippoorwills move 
about over a considerable territory 
when they come into the open for 
their daily session of singing and 
feeding. They follow a route, even- 
ing and evening, that varies little, 
and on the circuit there are stations 
—a_ stone wall, a low _ branch, 
or a certain spot on the ground— 
where they are almost sure to stop 
and sing for a while. 


“If we seat ourselves near one of 
these stations where the light, which 
will be almost gone when the bird 
arrives, will favor our view, and 
where a dark background will ob- 
scure us from the bird we shall be 
able to see the whippoorwill at short 
range, for if we sit motionless the 
bird will pay little attention to us. 
We must sit quiet and wait, follow- 
ing the song as it swings around the 
circuit, and we must watch the spot 
where the bird is about to alight, 
for, although in flight it looms big 
even in the dusk, when it comes to 
rest, with a flick of its wings it be- 
comes a bit of dead wood, a clod 
of earth, or vanishes altogether.” 


The bird, Dr. Tyler points out, 
makes no particular effort to con- 
ceal itself from human beings. Ap- 
parently it does not regard them as 
dangerous. There are cases where 
it has actually lit on the head of a 
man standing motionless in the dark. 


The female has been observed to 
fly about carrying her young be- 
tween her thighs. She also, it has 
been reported, sometimes carries 
them in her bill, but there is no 
satisfactory evidence of this. 


The whippoorwill is fond of taking 
dust baths. Sometimes one is sur- 
prised by the lights of an approach- 


ing auto as it dusts itself in the 
middle of a country road. 


It is remarkable for the regularity 
of its song and the great number of 
times the melancholy refrain is re- 
peated without a pause. From 150 
to 200 is not unusual. The naturalist 
John Burroughs claimed once to have 
counted 1058 such repetitions. The 
songs is continuous from dusk until 
about 9:30 p.m. and from about 2:00 
a.m. until dawn. It is heard only ac- 
casionally in the intervening hours. 


The whippoorwill, Dr. Tyler points 
out, has come to depend almost ex- 
clusively on darkness for its pro- 
tection. For this reason it has suffered 
little, as have many other birds, with 
the cutting away of forests and the 
advances of cities. Its enemies in the 
dark are some hawks, owls, and 
foxes, but it has exceptional powers 
of flight which often enable it to 
escape even when discovered. 


The birds linger in the north, Dr. 
Tyler says, only until the first kill- 
ing frosts, which destroy or drive to 
shelter the insects upon which they 
feed. Then they start their night mi- 
grations southward, which sometimes 
carry them far into Central America.

Washington, D.C.—Evidence for a 
direct effect of environment on 
physical characters of mammals— 
especially man — quite apart from 
any cumulative effect on the germ 
plasm through natural selection 
which finds expression in heredity, 
has just been presented in a report 
to the American Association of 
Physical Anthropologists by Dr. 
Marshall T. Newman, Smithsonian 
Institution anthropologist. Dr. New- 
man’s evidence indicates a hitherto 
almost unconsidered factor in evo- 
lution which might go far to explain 
some apparent contradictions. 

Background to Dr. Newman’s re- 
port is that a century ago there 
were two conflicting evolutionary 
theories. One, advanced chiefly by 
the French biologist Lamarck, held 
that acquired characters were, or 
could be inherited. For example, a 
native of the Tropics moving into

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the Arctic would tend over a num- 
ber of years to acquire a lighter 
skin color and would pass this on to 
his children. 

This hypothesis largely has been 
abandoned in favor of the theory of 
evolution through natural selection 
advanced chiefly by Charles Darwin. 
This holds, for example, that persons 
with light skin color in their heredi- 
tary makeup would have a slightly 
better chance of survival in an Arc- 
tic environment and would pass this 
advantage on to their descendants 
through the germ plasm. Over many 
generations a race of light-colored 
persons would evolve. 

Although the natural-selection 
theory of the Darwin followers is 
supported by an almost overwhelm- 
ing accumulation of evidence, gen- 
erally accepted, they are sometimes 
faced with embarrassing facts, often 
pushed aside as based on inadequate 
observations. There are occasional 
flareups of neo-Lamarckianism. The 
most notable movement of this kind 
in recent years has been that led by 
the Russian geneticist Trofim Ly- 
senko, whose doctrines have been ap- 
proved officially by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. Lysenko has based his 
position on alleged accomplishments 
in changing the hereditary constitu- 
tion of plants by subjecting them to 
different environments. 

The evidence, based on the human 
race in the New World, which Dr. 
Newman has brought out in his re- 
port to the physical anthropologists, 
provides a possible explanation for 
the apparent discrepancies which 
have arisen and which geneticists 
find so difficult to explain to skepti- 
cal laymen. 

A notable phenomenon of the last 
couple of generations in the United 
States, for example, has been a quite 
notable, increase in stature of the 
children and grandchildren of Europ- 
ean immigrants over their parents. 
This has been noted especially among 
families of the college level. It 
generally is attributed to better diet 
and improved living conditions. It 
continues from generation to genera- 
tion. Lysenko probably would say 
that a genic change has been brought 
about through environment. It wouid 
be impossible to explain such a 
change on any theory of natural 
selection operating for only a couple 
of generations. It is difficult to see, 
in fact, how increased stature has 
any particular survival value for the 
individual, and the effect might be 
the reverse. 

The reverse phenomenon has been 
reported for children born to United 
States citizens domiciled in the 
Tropics, especially Panama. They 
tend to have smaller statures than 
their classmates raised in the United 
States, although their diet and gen- 
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eral living conditions are just as 
good, 

_ There is little question that stature 
is, to a considerable degree, heredi- 
tary. Large parents tend to produce 
large children. But this heredity 
does not become fixed in any single 
generation. Under the natural-selec- 
tion hypothesis it would be a process 
of perhaps hundreds of generations. 

But these contemporary instances 
cited, Dr. Newman holds, can be ex- 
plained satisfactorily through the as- 
sumption of factors which are not 
genic at all, which mold an indivi- 
dual’s physical makeup into better 
adaptation to the environment, which 
need not be explained on a Darwinian 
or Lamarckian basis, and which 
operate on the individuals of each 
generation during their own life- 
times. Over a long period some of 
these factors may become fixed gene- 
tically through natural selection — 
but this probably requires millen- 
niums. 

Dr. Newman has made an exhaus- 
tive tabulation for the body size of 
the aboriginal inhabitants of North 
and South America. His maps show 
conclusively that from the Tropics 
both northward and southward men 
and women tend to increase in size. 
The bigger the individual, according 
to a mathematical formula, the less 
the skin surface in proportion to the 
volume of the body and consequently 
the less the opportunity for dissipa- 
tion of body heat. This would be a 
decided advantage to persons living 
under primitive conditions in a cold 
climate. The reverse would be true 
for a person living in the Tropics, 
where it is of advantage to get rid 
of body heat. 


Now the New World peoples, north 
and south, are relatively recent ar- 
rivals in the calendar of evolution. 
Even over a maximum of 15,000 
years they hardly have had time to 
build up the combination of genic 
factors, perhaps extremely complex, 
which makes for large body size. 
When northerners move to warm 
climates, moreover, the body size 
tends to drop at once—as witness 
the children in Panama. 

It can be assumed, however, says 
Dr. Newman, that man is not a 
precisely fixed organism but comes 
into the world with a considerable 
physical leeway for adaptation to the 
— in which he finds him- 
self, 


Next to man alone the most widely 
dispersed animal in the New World 
is the puma. Dr. Newman’s maps 
show that these wild cats have al- 
most the same distribution, with re- 
spect to body size, as man. The big- 
gest pumas are found on the edge 
of the Arctic, the smallest in the 
Tropics. Yet all are of one species 
and presumably have the same gen- 
eral hereditary constitution. 

Another line of evidence presented 
by Dr. Newman is a reduction, which 
hardly can be considered as wholly 
fixed in heredity, of the size of arms 
and legs with differences in climate. 
Many other lines probably can be 
found, he holds. 
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The Collection of 
Military Miniatures 


Robert E. Lee was known as a 
great military leader and as a hu- 
manitarian. There were times when 
these qualities clashed and caused 
him great personal anguish. During 
one of the many battles which he 
commanded, and at a time when the 
tide of the Confederacy was at its 
high, General Lee ordered an as- 
sault by several of his divisions. As 
he watched the masses of men in ser- 
ried ranks advance under their wav- 
ing banners, he turned to one of his 
officers and with obvious emotion, 
said, “The pageantry of ‘war almost 
makes one forget that so many must 
die and so much blood be shed.” 

Unfortunately for General Lee, 
there was no easy solution of this 
inner conflict. But for others today 
there is a way to separate the page- 
antry of war from the horror. This 
is the collection of military minia- 
tures. 

How does a military miniature dif- 
fer from a toy soldier? And how 
does a collection of miniatures differ 
from a collection of toy soldiers ? 

A toy soldier is made to play with, 
primarily by little boys. A miniature 
can be used for play too, but this 
is not its main purpose. The maker 
of a miniature seeks to recreate a

military figure which is historically 
authentic, and within the limits im- 
posed by scale, lifelike. A miniature 
is not just a soldier. It is an identity, 
and a personality with a lifetime, a 
unit designation and often even a 
name. 

Primarily, the collecting of toy sol- 
dicrs is a variety of antiquarianism. 
Such collecting emphasizes the dis- 
covery of previously created figures, 
the older the better. For example, a 
prize item would be a toy soldier of 
Egypt, discovered in a Middle King- 
dom tomb, and presumably the prized 
possession of a little boy some 5000 
years ago. 

The collector of military miniatures 
is not an antiquarian except by 
chance. He seeks specific military 
figures. If they do not exist, he 
would be delighted to have somebody 
create them commercially, or, if pos- 
sible, create them himself. He might 
reject the Egyptian toy soldier in 
favor of a figure made in 1950. 
There are fairly standardized re- 
quirements as to size, (App. 55 mm) 
material (preferably lead) and dec-

oration (non-glossy paint). It is a 
hobby almost without limit, because 
the collector may seek to create a 
platoon or even a whole army. The 
proud possessor of 5000 figures may 
still look forward to multiplying as 
well as increasing his collection. It 
can be made more complete. Each 
month new figures are produced. A 
few are completely new, as regards 
uniform. Others are familiar as to 
uniform, but new as to pose. 

There are many ways in which 
military miniatures are collected. Cost 
is undoubtediy a factor, but need 
not be the controlling one.

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The simplest and cheapest collec- 
tion includes mass produced figures. 
These are usually available in sets 
of six to ten figures, made of lead 
or plastic. Enough are available in 
toy stores to allow the collector some 
degree of selectivity. The quality of 
these figures varies greatly. Some 
are so poor in form, proportion, paint 
and detail as to be worthless. Others 
have good form, but are poorly 
painted. These are definitely worthy 
of collection. 

A well proportioned figure is a 
sound item for the collector because 
it can be improved. Manv collectors 
take such figures— those formerly 
made by Authenticast, and many now 
made by Britain are excellent ex- 
amples—and either paint in added, 
authentic detail or repaint entirely. 
This type of collecting is quite re- 
warding because it combines collect- 
ing with two other hobbies—painting 
and research on military history and 
uniforms. It is also reasonable in 
cost, and creates an immediate in- 
crement in value. 


Many collectors prefer to buy un- 
painted figures and paint from 
scratch. This may be due to the fact 
that an unpainted figure requires 
a high degree of detailed workman- 
ship to attract customers. Such de- 
tail often requires the making of 
molds in several parts, since many 
of the compromises compelled by 
two-piece molds must be eliminated 
to improve proportion and life-like- 
ness. Such figures offer a real chal- 
lenge to the collector to create indi- 
vidual, yet authentic, uniforms. Sev- 
eral hundred unpainted figures are 
available at present, and, a most 
interesting development, practically 
all are of American manufacture, 
whereas most painted figures are of 
European origin. 


Of more limited popularity is the 
personal creation of figures and their 
casting, usually by the lost wax meth- 
od. This requires some sculpting abil- 
ity and considerable technical skill 
and experience with cast metals. 


It would appear that most hobby- 
ists combining these abilities dis- 
cover very quickly that it is impos- 
sible to exploit their talents com- 
mercially. Their chief contribution to 
the hobby is their development of 
new types of figures. 


The main root of military minia- 
ture collecting remains to be describ- 
ed. This is the collecting of figures 
created primarily for sale to military 
miniaturists. Such figures have been 
created since early in the 19th cen- 
tury, and have reached a peak of 
perfection in our generation. In this 
field are found the outstanding per- 
sonalities of the hobby, both collec- 
tors and creators. Beginning at the 
lowest price range (for the hobby as 
a whole, the medium range), ‘we 
have the Mignots and Segoms, who 
produced superior miniatures, most 
particularly in the area of French 
history. Minikins also fall into this 
group, but with a different area of 
emphasis. 

In the upper ranges we have Court- 
enay, Metayer, Ballada, and in the 
United States, Wooster and several 
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others of equal merit. These produce 
superb figures—--Babylonians capable 
of satisfying Sargon’s sons and Na- 
poleonics of which L’Aiglon might 
have been proud, as well as superb 
feudal knights. This work can hardly 
be surpassed. For the hobby as a 
whole these artists set the standard. 
The collector who creates or paints 
his own figures, whether for self- 
satisfaction or economy, is given a 
target to aim at.

judgement, seldom worth having. 

“There is, to my knowledge, one 
exception to the rule, and that is a 
letter of the deft master of style, the 
accomplished wizard of words, Robert 
Louis Stevenson, It has been printed 
before, in an article written, as I 
recall it, for the Cosmopolitan, but 
it will bear repetition: 

Vailima, Upolu, Samoa 

You have sent me a slip to write on: 
you have sent me an addressed envel- 
ope: you have sent it me stamped: many 
have done as much before. You have 
spelled my name right, and some have 
done that. In one point you stand alone: 
you have sent me stamps for my post- 
office, not the stamps for yours. What 
is asked with so much consideration, I 
take a pleasure to grant. Here, since 
you value it, and have been at the pains 
to earn it by such unusual attentions— 
here is the signature of 

OBERT LOUIS STEVENSON. 


For the one civil autograph collector, 
Charles Fei... snes. 


“T will pass by without comment 
the base insinuation that Mr. R 
is the only civil autograph 
collector in the universe. I am sure 
I never asked Stevenson for his auto- 
graph, but if I had broken my rule 
and done so, I think I should have 
known how to be civil about it. I 
disapprove of the begging habit. It 
throws a shadow of the ridiculous 
over a very serious and dignified 
occupation. 


“Perhaps my Lincoln autograph 
may be another exception. It is 
dated at the Executive Mansion, 
Washington, December 11, 1862: 

R, SHELTON MACKENZIE, — Below 
is my autograph for your good lady as 
you request. 

Yours truly, 
A, LINCOLN

“It will be observed that Mr. Lin- 
coln did not laugh at the doctor’s al- 
leged joke, whose venerable age cer- 
tainly entitled it to dignified respect; 
he merely smiled. It will also be 
noted that the doctor’s desire for 
the President’s autograph was basely, 
and no doubt falsely, imputed to ‘his 
good lady.’

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The Hidden Fairyland 


One of the really great thrills of 
my life came just after getting out 
of the Veterans Hospital. My con- 
dition was such that the Service phy- 
sicians recommended a warm climate 
and preferably a dry one. Loading 
my trusty Betsy with camping equip- 
ment I journeyed southward. After 
several days of adventurous journey- 
ing, particularly to one just out after 
a long siege in hospital confinement, 
I found myself in a well mineralized 
country that challenged my desire for 
and love of the crystaline minerals. 

Because of my promise given the 
owner of the locale described, I may 
not give the exact locality, but it is 
a full day’s drive from the Pacific 
Coast. The country is moderately 
wooded, with both oaks and pines and 
high enough so there are fine grassy 
meadows and small streams. The 
ridges are sharp and bare and many 
rocky escarpments and surface with- 
out overburden, all making for a 
rock-hound’s paradise. 

My first discovery was _ epidote 
crystals in associated glassy quartz 
crystals. Much of the epidote was 
intergrown with the quartz and some. 
of the green epidote was entirely en- 
closed in bunches in the quartz. These 
make prize collector’s items and I 
made the most of my discovery. Fur- 
ther along the ridge I found garnet 
in massive form, and still later by 
persistent hunting, I found nice gar- 
net crystalized surfaces. They were 
shiney brown grossulerite and of the 
dark shade that is so rich in cabinet 
displays. 

That night I met the gentleman 
who became my host for the next 
few days. On my assurance that I 
would not divulge the location, he 
said he would show me a veritable 
fairyland. We drove the next day a 
few miles and then hiked up a steep 
trail for some distance. Nearing the 
top, he pointed out a small opening 
in the earth just under an overhang- 
ing ledge. Here my guide said was 
our objective. Getting out my large 
flashlight and sacks and pick, I fol- 
lowed him into the opening which was 
small and low so we had to get onto 
our knees to get through, we only

went a few feet when we could stand 


up. 

The walls seemed to radiate heat. 
I remarked about this to my host 
who said that the cave never varied 
from 76 degrees winter or summer. 
I assumed that oxidation of some 
minerals to be responsible and won- 
dered that we hadn’t found it a den 
of animals. My guide thought it might 
be too warm for them. With a heavy 
fur coat, that might well be. 

After walking into the mountain 
about 50 feet the floor slanted up and 
a ledge some three feet above the 
floor and extending back about 20 
feet blocked our way. The roof over 
the ledge was about six feet above 
it and there may have been a fault 
and dropping of three feet at this 
point at some time. The excitement 
began when I flashed my light over 
the ledge. It was covered with arag- 
onite crystals. They seemed to grow 
up rather uniformly five or six inches 
from the ledge surface, were not

intergrown but an inch or two apart 
with beautiful branching not unlike 
miniature white oak trees. Small 
crystal faces sparkled before our 
lamps and radiated reflections around 
the cave, only to be picked up by 
other crystal faces and be re-reflect- 
ed, making one of the most beautiful 
spectacles I have ever witnessed. 

At my host’s suggestion, [| gathered 
some nice crystals off to one side, so 
the main display would not be spoiled. 
Then we crawled over the ledge fol- 
lowing apparently an old water course 
and through a narrow passageway 
into another cave. This opened up 
into a room also largely covered 
with the white aragonite forest. A 
side room, was like the first, only 
it was but three feet from floor to 
ceiling, all covered with crystals. 

We noted that a further opening 
led on to unknown depths, but my 
guide said it pinched in so that he

I picked out a few more nice crys- 
tals and took a sample of the warm 
wall rock for analysis and we left 
with heartfelt regret that such a cave 
could not be so placed that millions 
of people might enjoy it. When high- 
ways get better inducing travel into 
the district, it may become a great 
tourist attraction. 

Note: The writer cannot give the 
location of the cave, but is interested 
to know of any other caves of the 
West that are not developed. 


Sinhalite— 


New Gem Stone 


A new gem stone has been found 
by mineralogists of the British Mu- 
seum and the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. It is a golden-brown, light flash- 
ing mineral found in Ceylon. British 
Museum experts have given it the 
name “sinhalite.” 

Actually, according to Dr. George 
S. Switzer, Smithsonian Mineralogist, 
this mineral, which is a magnesium- 
aluminum -boron combination, has 
been used in the jewelry trade for 
many years but has been misidenti- 
fied with the rare semiprecious stone 
peridot, the “evening emerald” of the 
gems of Cleopatra. Gem-quality peri- 
dot has been used to a limited extent 
in rings, bracelets, and other personal 
jewelry, but its most prominent use 
was in religious objects—statues of 
saints for example—during the Mid- 
dle Ages. Its sole commercial source 
was the island of St. John in the 
Red Sea. It still is mined there. 

The new sinhalite and peridot are 
superficially indistinguishable  al- 
though of quite different mineral- 
ogical composition. So close is the 
resemblance, in fact, that nobody has 
questioned the identity until recent- 
ly. Stones obtained from Ceylon ‘were 
assumed to be of the same material 
as those from the Red Sea island; 
they were sold as such by jewelers, 
and so labeled in museum collections. 

Some months ago, however, a 146- 
carat stone, supposedly peridot, was 
submitted to Smithsonian mineral- 
ogists for determination of its au- 
thenticity. They found that its optical 
structure was quite different from 
that assigned to the well-established 
precious stone. This led to a chem- 
ical analysis, which showed that the 
two gems were only distantly re- 
lated. They were, however, of equal 
gem quality. 

Supposed peridot specimens from 
Ceylon were in the British Museum 
collections. When the Smithsonian 
finding was called to the attention 
of the British mineralogists they had 
no difficulty in confirming it with 
their own material, and the stones 
were given official standing as speci- 
mens of a new mineral. 

That the jewels of Cleopatra were 
peridots is, of course, based entirely 
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on tradition. It is highly probable, 
however, that the Red Sea mine was 
worked in her day—in much the same 
fashion as it is at present—and that 
this gem stone would have been the 
one most easily available to her. Al- 
though long recognized as gem stones, 
peridot of true gem quality has been 
quite rare and has been little used 
in this country. There probably are 
not more than a few score peridot 
rings, valued at about $100 a carat, 
and the best specimens are in miner- 
alogical collections. It has not oc- 
curred to collectors to question the 
stones obtained from Ceylon, which 
has been considered as another peri- 
dot source. 

Peridot has a considerable color 
range from brown to green, depend- 
ing on various impurities which may 
be present. The known specimens of 
sinhalite are all golden-brown, but 
this mineral also may occur in sev- 
eral colors. Greenish specimens, ap- 
proaching emeralds in appearance, 
probably would have the greatest 
value. 

While peridot is found in several 
localities—including the Southwest, 
where pebbles known as Job’s-tears 
are collected—sinhalite is, so far as 
now known, confined to Ceylon. 

Anybody ‘with a supposed peridot 
ring which turns out to be sinhalite 
need not feel cheated, and the owner 
may have something of greater value 
than originally supposed. 


Questions & Answers 
By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


Question: What is a pyritohedron? 
Answer: While the usual form of 
the pyrite crystal is a cube in the 
monoclinic system according to Dana, 
it does take another form, the py- 
ritohedron. This form is not unique 
to pyrite but was first noted in that 
mineral. The cube has six faces, but 
adding one edge to the four edged 
face of the cube gives us quite an- 
other figure. With the addition of 
one extra edge to the edges of the 
cube gives us a figure with twelve 
faces instead of six as in the cube. 
Nature thus, by adding one extra 
edge or angle to the cube face, 
doubles the faces of the pyriteo- 
hedron crystal to twelve faces. Few 
minerals assume the pyriteohedron 
form but calcite may be_found_ in 
that shape. The famous Park City 
Mine of east-central Utah is a fine 
source of the pyriteohedron crystal. 
They are found there in bright crys- 
tals that do not decrepitate and vary 
from micro-crystals to groups with 
crystals that are as much as an inch 
to a crystal face. 

Question: What are sand dollars 
and where found? Answer: The sand 
dollar is the shell of a fish belong- 
ing to the star fish family. It is not 
thus in its original form a mineral, 
though it is almost pure calcium. 
Its shell is flat and round like a 
dollar and has five rays on its upper 
surface and a veined pattern on the 
under surface with a tiny hole in 
the center. Its habitat may be from 
sub-polar beaches to the equator. It 
is however found fossilized and then 
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belongs to the true mineral or ge- 
ologic group of substances. Some fine 
fossil sand dollars were found on the 
edges of ancient Lake Bonneville in 
Utah, and it is suspected that, as 
this inland sea once filled a great 
region from Mexico north to the 
southern edge of Idaho, these fossil 
sand dollars may be found in any 
of that area. They are usually from 
the size of a silver dollar to about 
three inches in diameter. The fossil 
sand dollars will look almost identi- 
cal with the “fresh” ones, but ‘will 
be much heavier. 

Question: What is alabaster? An- 
swer: Alabaster is gypsum, a cal- 
cium sulfate. How can one say if a 
piece of gypsum is alabaster? The 
answer is that there is no hard and 
fast rule other than appearance. If 
the gypsum is fine grained and has 
either banded structure or nice col- 
oration, or both, it is properly called 
alabaster. Thus any massive gypsum 
that has pink coloration or mottled 
pleasant colors is properly alabaster. 
It is easily worked, can be turned 
on a lathe into all forms as one 
would turn wood, takes a fine polish 
and is widely used for ornaments. 
It is found in almost every state 
in the United States and equally 
widely in Europe. The early Romans, 
Greeks and Egyptians made many 
items of household use out of ala- 
baster and ancient Pompeii had 
buildings with whole balustrades in 
which the upright members were all 


of turned alabaster.

travelled through the country as far 
as New Orleans, where he had once 
edited a paper. But I would find 
he said, all of him,—his life, works 
and days,—in his book; he had kept 
nothing back whatever.” 


Henry Thoreau, visited Walt Whit- 
man in 1856. An account of this can 
be found in Thoreau’s posthumous 
letters, edited by Emerson. There are 
two of them addressed to. Whitman, 
giving him advice in the matter of 
reading, especially, it would seem, 
answering some questions about 
Oriental books. In a letter to a friend 
Thoreau describes his visit to Whit- 
man and said “That Walt Whitman, 
of whom I wrote to you, is the most 
interesting fact to me at present. I 
have just read his second edition 
(which he gave me) and it has done 
me more good than any reading for 
a long time. There are two or three 
pieces in the book which are dis- 
agreeable, simply sensual. It is as if 
the beasts spoke. Of course Walt 
Whitman can communicate to us no 
experience, and if we are shocked, 
whose experience is it that we are 
reminded of? He occasionally sug- 
gests something a little more than 
human. Wonderfully like the Orien- 
tals, too, considering that when I ask- 
ed him if he had read them, he said, 
‘No: tell me about them.’ He is ap- 


parently the greatest democrat the - 


world has seen.” 


Walt Whitman (1819-1892), was 
from 1846 to 1848 editor of the 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle and his op- 
position to the extension of slavery 
resulted in his dismissal. He then 
became editor of the Brooklyn Daily 
Freeman. In 1855 he published 
“Leaves of Grass”. His “Wound 
Dresser” was a volume of war time 
letters to his mother. In “Drum 
Taps,” a little volume of virile yet 
compassionate war poems, we find 
his much admired “When Lilacs Last 
in the Dooryard Bloom’d”. “Speci- 
men Days”, pictures his activities 
and observations. At first he was 
considered a fad or an experiment in 
poetic style. His first biographer was 
John Burroughs, the naturalist and 
philosopher. William Douglas O’Con- 
nor wrote “The Good Gray Poet”, 
castigating Secretary Harlan for dis- 
missing Whitman from a clerkship in 
the Interior Department because of 
his authorship of “Leaves of Grass”. 
There were no loyalty boards in those 
days and Harlan thought that Whit- 
man was subversive. Perhaps if he 
had ignored the protests about Whit- 
man’s book it would have had fewer 
readers and lack of success might 
have discouraged others to follow in 
his footsteps. Stricken with paralysis 
in 1873 we do not know what might 
have been the final test of Whitman 
if he could have had a period of 
mellowness and reflection that comes 
with old age. He may have rejected 
and improved some of his work which 
is mostly the impressions of his 
youth. Whitman and his works were 
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as paradoxical as the age and land 
they sought to express. 

The poetry of Whitman is read 
today in twenty-five different trans- 
lations. He alone of the Victorians 
fitted in with what we call the 
modern age of poetry in the age of 
psychoanalysis, realistic fiction, frank 
treatment of sex, enfranchised wo- 
manhood, proudly self-conscious la- 
bor, and the spirit of international 
good-will that has cost America much 
blood and treasure.

always in a position of knowing when 
a wound was caused by one or an- 
other type of projectile if some traces 
of same were not present in it. 
They might have had some effect in 
boosting the morale of troops using 
them, but the man behind the gun 
seldom knows or cares what happens 
to his enemy just so long as he is out 
of commission. One thing has been 
most definitely admitted by medical 
and military men alike, and that is 
that our modern Spitzer type bullets, 
though of excellent design for cleav- 
ing the air, tend to become tail heavy 
and unbalanced much more easily 
than the older snub-nosed or round- 
nosed types. Though their appear- 
ance would lead one to think they 
should be more humane they are not 
and in passing into an object of 
varying densities, as a human body, 
can be much more effective than any 
dum dum, 

One can philosophize in two direc- 
tions in feeling that the idea was 
worthwhile or worthless. Certainly 
cutting slots in bullet points gave the 
men something to do with all their 
spare time, but use of same in rapid- 
fire arms as the machine gun could 
have meant endless toil. 

That the idea of the illegal builet 
has hung on is best seen in the find- 
ing of special loads in use by the 
Italian Army during WWII.

With the announcement on De- 
cember the 15th, 1958, of the ac- 
ceptance of the T65 caliber .30 cart- 
ridge as the NATO standard for 
small arms it will be only a matter 
of time before the collector of mod- 
ern, military small arms cartridges 
has a vast new field of activity open 
to him. While it is likely that the 
United States, Britain and France 
will manufacture most of these, there 
is every likelihood that other coun- 
tries belonging to NATO will also. 
The new cartridge weighs .83 ounce, 
is 2.8 inches long and carries a 
bullet weighing 140 grains. The 
cartridge for the M1 rifle which 
we are now using weighs .94 ounce,

an inner border is “Droit” and at the 
lower end in reverse is “Renverse.” 
On the sides are the meaning of the 
card and the numeral value. Some 
of the Tarots are reminiscent of the 
earlier Italian atouts. 

A later deck has “Droit” at both 
the right and left corner and in re- 
verse ends “Renverse” at both the 
right and left corners. The colors in 
this one are vivid, presenting a most 
colorful deck with red and green pre- 
dominating. 

A fortune telling series of fifty-two 
cards, hand-colored lithographs by 
Mangion issued circa 1830 is most 
delightful, both in coloring and sub- 
ject, all of which are caricatures. 
(Two cards from this deck are illus- 
trated). The seven of diamonds, 
which is number nine in the deck 
show two gossips of which “Caquets” 
is the title, is a most fascinating 
card. The entire deck is designed to 
illustrate the fortune as told with 
the fifty-two card pack. The backs 
are red and dark blue plaid. 

A deck of thirty-six cards with all 
explanations in French are delight- 
ful caricatures, amusing subjects 
and very colorful and alive. The 
cards are four and one-half inches 
by seven and one-half inches mounted 
on heavy glazed navy blue cardboard. 
They are beautifully hand colored 
lithographs, which were issued the 
latter part of the eighteenth century. 
(The writer has been unsuccessful 
in all efforts to find information on 
this issue in any of the old books,

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yet there must undoubtedly be a 
record somewhere). 


Not only did the French, including 
Napoleon, enjoy fortune telling but 
they also enjoyed lottery cards. The 
writer has a very old set of six hand- 
drawn and painted with the card- 
board backing covered in red satin. 
They have fifteen numbers on each 
card from one to ninety on the six 
cards. One card shows an early ship 
with numbers on the sails and ship. 
Another has a row of five numbers 
across the top and across the lower 
edge of card with a number in the 
center of each end (length of card 
is horizontal). A fan partially open- 
ed is in the center with three num- 
bers on it. A small wreath of tiny 
dainty leaves and red beads sur- 
rounds each number. The ribs of the 
fan are also red. Two cards are mark- 
ed into three rows of five squares 
each. These have a number in a 
circle, one wreathed with what ap: 
pears to be English ivy with cluster 
of light red berries. The other has a 
small rose wherever lines cross with 
buds at the top of each number. An- 
other has a festoon of a leafed vine 
across card with a red ribbon and 
small bow supporting each circle 
with a number and a small rose be- 
tween each circle. This has a fine 
scalloped border in medium light 
blue all around the card. The sixth 
card shows a brick building with the 
first row of five numbers just below 
the red -tile roof. The second row of 
numbers are in the windows on a 
second floor balcony and the third 
row of numbers are in arched win- 
dows or doors on the first floor. These 
may be early nineteenth century 
though with the progress of France 
for the last 600 years it is more 
probable they are mid eighteenth 
century. (See illustration). 

Another issue consists of a scene 
in a circle in center of card and a 
scene in each corner to fill space, 
generally all unrelated. One card 
that shows ascension of smoke and 
heat filled balloon with men and 
women gathered around watching 
and thrilling at the miracle. Upper 
right corner shows the pharmacists 
supplies, lower right a guitar, lower 
left, candles and upper left the an- 
chors. These are hand colored litho- 
graphs. The cards have five numbers 
each with eighteen cards to the set 
and the numbers are from one to 
ninety. No number is repeated on 
a@ second card. 


An early twentieth century deck 
is made by B. Dondorf. Although 
these cards have square corners, they 
are modern. 

France is one of the oldest pro- 
ducers of playing cards of all types 
and one of the most interesting. The 
French people are accustomed to the 
characters of their court cards 
changing with the rulers, and politi- 
cal trends, and accept them. Napo- 
leon ordered some drastic changes 
in the cards which, however, were 
dropped, with his fall from power, 
and their more popular characters 
were returned, and cards became even 
more in demand.

Previous writings have featured 
Coats-of-Arms for definite branches 
of a family, pointing out that all 
persons of the same name are not 
entitled to the designated Arms 
merely because they have the same 
name, 


Illustrated here are _ eighteen 
Coats-of-Arms granted to various 
Kraft-Krafft families. Although the 
name, meaning “strong,” is found 
more often in Germany than it is in 
this country, I am sure many of you 
will be surprised to see the number 
and variety of Arms registered for 
this one name. These code drawings 
were taken from Rietstap’s Armorial 
General and there are other Arms for 
the name found scattered throughout 
the numerous volumes of Sieb- 
macher’s Wappenbuch. 


It is the rule rather than the ex- 
ception that you will find a variety 
of Arms listed for one name A 
relationship may be claimed if the 
basic or original Arms is noted and 
the variations for different branches 
are due to new augmentations or 
differencing symbols. At other times, 
as above, you will note no resem- 
blance at all between some of the

Often inquiries are received ask- 
ing for the Coat-of-Arms for the 
“Blank” family. Perhaps a bit of 
information is added giving a little 
data concerning the family prior to 
their arrival in this country, but ob- 
viously it is assumed by the inquirer 
that if there is a Coat-of-Arms reg- 
istered for the name, then his line is 
armigerous. The fallacy of this rea- 
soning is apparent when there is 
this choice, but even if there is only 
one Coat-of-Arms registered for a 
particular name, there should be a 
definite link established before claim- 
ing the Arms. 

This is the case with the Kraft 
family under discussion for although 
there are many Coats-of-Arms for 
the name, a claim can not be made 
to any one of these as nothing is 
known concerning the early history 
of the family. 

Although there were early Kraft- 
Krafft-Craft families in America, 
this article is concerned with giving 
a bit of the background, as far as 
is known, of the Kraft brothers who 
developed the organization now 
known as the Kraft Foods Company. 

The founder of this Canadian and 
American family was Francis Krafft 
who arrived from Germany about 
1840. In the hundred years since his 
arrival in Canada, the knowledge of 
where the family originated has been 
lost. Francis is known to have been 
a shoemaker in the German army, 
and when he left that country with 
his wife and three children, he served 
as ship’s doctor on the voyage. The 
instruments he employed for pulling 
teeth and blood letting (the remedy 
for most ailments in those days) re- 
mained in the family for several 
generations. 

For years I have been compiling 
records on the various branches of 
this family, and bit by bit new items 
have been added. Recently the orig- 
inal Krafft family Bible was located 
in the possession of W. J. Stady, 
of Manitoba, Canada. He is a des- 
cendant of Francis’ eldest daughter, 
Catherine (Krafft) Stady. From 
this source we know that Franz 
Krafft was born August 25, 1808 
and he married Chatarina Margar- 
etha Westerman who was born Aug- 
ust 18, 1805. Bible records seldom 
mention places, but... “if only”... 

When they left “the old country” 
they settled near Stevensville, On- 
tario, Canada, where the majority of 
their descendants are located today. 
Francis had a brother and two sisters 
—Lawrence, Barbara and Mary. Bar- 
bara and Lawrence both settled in 
Canada but it is not known whether 
they accompanied, preceded, or fol- 
lowed Francis and his wife. 

Lawrence married and had issue 
five children: 1. John (1835 - 1872) 
who married Priscilla . . (1837-1931). 
They are both buried in the Men- 
nonite cemetery at Stevensville. 
They had a daughter Jenny (1861- 
1920) who married William Henry 
Tripp. 2. Frank - nothing further. 
3. Samuel, moved to Chicago, IIl., 
and had issue: Walter, Ward, Ar- 


thur, Cora and Maud. 4. Frederick. 
5. Sophia. 

Barbara Krafft married Frederick 
Klein and left issue five children: 
Barbara, Lena, Sophia, Mary and 
Frederick, Jr. Little is known by the 
writer concerning the descendants of 
either Lawrence or Barbara, although 
I always have hope I will be fortun- 
ate enough to contact them and that 
they will have details concerning 
their German ancestry. Perhaps 
Barbara (Krafft) Klein’s descen- 
dants inherited documents pertaining 
to early history of the family and 
these records are in the possession 
of the eldest daughter’s eldest daugh- 
ter, ete. This makes it difficult— 
for who would think to contact an 
Eilers, for instance, for Kraft ma- 
terial? 

Both Francis Krafft and his wife 
are buried in the Ridgmont Ceme- 
tery, between Fort Erie and Stevens- 
ville, Canada. Prior to his death, at 
the age of “77 years, 3 months and 
3 days”, he was engaged in farming. 
This couple had seven children, as 
follows: Catherine and Lewis, both 
born in Germany; Benjamin who died 
on the voyage to Canada; Francis 
Westerman, George, Charles and Eli- 
zabeth. 

Catherine was born April 9, 1834, 
married John Christian Stady (b. 
6/28/1828 in Germany) and “moved 
west” to Brandon, Manitoba. They 
left issue ten children born between 
1856 and 1877: Francis Henry; Mary 
Melissia, married a Manning; Ed- 
ward Lewis married a Jackson; 
George Harmon married Hannah, 
daughter of William Telford; Louisa 
May married Richard Telford; 
Charles Augustus; Catharine Eliza- 
beth married John Matthews; John 
Ernest married Mary Ellen Pringle; 
Wilhelm Frederick; and Benjamin 
Alfred who married Lottie Rose. 

Lewis married Rosanne, daughter 
of Michael and Rebecca (Beam) 
Baker. He died November 20, 1885, 
leaying no issue and was buried in 
the Mennonite Cemetery at Stevens- 
ville, Ontario. 

Francis Westerman was the first 
of the children to be born in Canada. 
He married Priscilla (1844-1936) 
daughter of Benjamin and Mary 
(Stoner) Beam. This couple, too, 
were of the Mennonite faith and are 
buried in the Mennonite Cemetery at 
Stevensville. They left issue: Irene 
who married J. Allen Fehrman; Ben- 
jamin, married May Long; Alfred (b. 
1875) married Agnes Hemings, and 
Mabel who married Memo Beam. 

George Krafft, the compiler’s 
grandfather, was born. October 28, 
1842 in Bertie Township, Ontario, 
Canada. On March 38, 1871 he mar- 
ried Minerva Alice, daughter of Wil- 
liam and Sarah Ann (Beam) Tripp. 
They were the parents of the Kraft 
brothers who organized and pioneered 
the cheese business. I have a photo- 
static copy of their marriage license 
stating: 

“George Krafft of the Township of 
Bertie in the county of Welland and 
Province of Ontario (Yeomen) and 
Minerva Alice Tripp (spinstress) are 
determined to enter into the Holy 
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Bans of Matrimony”. Their deter- 
mination resulted in the eleven foi- 
lowing children; William (1873-194¢) 
married Ida Morganstern; James 
Lewis (1874-1953) married Pauline 
Elizabeth Platt; Sarah Ann married 
Arthur Chandler Rose; George 
Franklin married Elizabeth Ann Car- 
ter and in 1949 they celebrated their 
Golden Wedding Anniversary; 
Charles Herbert (1880-1952) (my 
father) married Martha Ann Wat- 
son; Frederick and Florence, twins - 
Frederick married Ethel Evelyn 
Stenson and Florence married Albert 
Edgar Beach; Norman married Mae 
Hedglin; and John Henry married 
Gertrude Lippert, Marguerite Bunton 
and Odean Waugh. 


Charles Krafft, son of Francis! 
married Sophia Anna Sickle and 
had Elizabeth Catherine who died 
early, and Emma Brunette who mar- 
ried John A. McLead. 


Elizabeth? (1844-1924) married 
Jeremiah, son of Michael and Re- 
becca (Beam) Baker. Jeremiah was 
born in 1836 and died in 1917. They 
had issue ten children: Bertha (1871- 
1880); Lina A. b. 1872, married 
Henry Edgeworth; Rhoda C. b. 1874; 
Charles E. b. 1876; Cora M. born 
1879; Winifred E. (1882-1899); 
Walter G. (1882-1939) married Lila 
Burkholder; Lewis K. b. 1884 mar- 
ried Irene Foster; Edward L., born 
and died in 1887; Ernest b. 1889 
married Edna Sheppard. 


I have a complete record of all the 
descendants of George and Minerva 
Krafft, and the line is now going 
into the fifth and sixth generations 
from Francis!. George died June 19, 
1914, and his obituary reads as fol- 
lows: “George Krafft, a highly re- 
spected resident of Bertie, died at 
his home at Crescent Beach. He was 
72 years old, a prosperous farmer 
and is survived by his wife, eight 
sons and three daughters. The fu- 
neral was held on Sunday afternoon 
from his late residence to the Men- 
nonite Church, Stevensville.” Min- 
erva Alice (Tripp) Krafft died 
February 24, 1933 at Bridgeburg, 
Ontario, Canada. The Krafft road in 
the Crescent Beach district was 
named in honor of this early pioneer 
family. 

Although I have no recollection of 
George Krafft, I will always remem- 
ber Grandmother in her Mennonite 
garb—her starched white cap, her 
plain dark dress with its triangular 
scarf of the same material. She was 
the daughter of William Tripp and 
Sarah Ann Beam, a descendant of 
Jacob Beam who joined the early 
Mennonite settlement in Pennsyl- 
vania with Martin Kendig and the 
Rev. Hans Herr. 


In the sketchy outline of the family 
given here, no name re - appears 
with more frequency than that of 
the Beams. To work out this line I 
needed to overcome family tradition 
that telescoped several generations. 
This took years of correspondence. 
Even then it was only through the 
kind help of Frank Hellman of Ham- 
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ilton, Ontario (editor of the Cana- 
dian Genealogical Bulletin) and 
Donald Beam of Toronto that this 
Beam line was cleared up. Donald 
Beam, my fourth cousin once remov- 
ed, had done extensive and thorough 
research on the early ancestry of 
the Beams and was more than gen- 
erous in sharing his findings. 


Family tradition may be a stumb- 
ling block rather than a help, as it 
often leads off on a wrong tangent. 
In years gone by—before the advent 
of radio and T. V. when it was still 
possible to communicate with those 
near you—story telling was an im- 
portant part of family life. If a few 
odds and ends were thrown in to 
hold the attention of the audience, 
those attention getters would be just 
what would be remembered! 


A sixth grade classmate of my 
daughter’s has a vivid imagination 
and all his stories center around his 
grandfather. As most of the group 
base their compositions on fact, they 
are annoyed with his fiction writing. 
After his most recent tale, one boy, 
with the desire to let the “story- 
teller” know that the class was not 
being fooled, raised his hand and 
demanded: “Is that the same grand- 
father that blew out the Chicago 
fire?” 


To go back to the Krafts—the 
name was changed from Krafft to 
Kraft in the third generation. I had 
been brought up on the story that 
the change came with the painting 
of the first sign for the small cheese 
outfit. A mistake was made at this 
time and the brothers, having no 
extra capital, decided to conform. 
This makes a nice story of frugality, 
but I found it has no foundation in 
fact.
